We  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more 

perfect  union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility, 

provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare, 

and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, 

do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States 

of  America. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist 
of  a  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

Sect.  2.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
members  chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several 
states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the- 
state  legislature. 
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No  person  shall  bo  a  representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  seven  years 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  whon  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the'several  states  which  may  be  included  within  this  Union, 
according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  includ- 
ing those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual 
enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first 
meeting  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  every 
subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by 
law  direct.  Tbe  number  of  representatives  shall  not  exceed 
one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  state  shall  have  at  least 
one  representative ;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made, 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  three, 
Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations 
one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York  six,  Now  Jersey  four,  Penn- 
sylvania eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten,  North 
Carolina  five,  South  Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  state, 
the  executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to 
fill  such  vacancies. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker  and 
other  officers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

Sect.  3.  [The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature 
thereof,  for  six  years ;    and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote.] 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of 
the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be 
into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the 
second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the 
third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one-third 
may  be  chosen  every  second  year ;  [and  if  vacancies  happen  by 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of 
any  state,  the  executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  appoint- 
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ments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  which  shall 
then  fill  such  vacancies]. 

No  i>er8Gn  shall  he  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  heen  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  he  an  inhabit- 
ant of  that  state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  vice-president  of  the  United  States  shall  be  president  of 
the  senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  presi- 
dent pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  vice-president,  or  when 
he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  president  of  the  United  States. 

The  senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion. When  the  president  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the 
chief  justice  shall  preside:  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trustor  profit  under  the  United  States: 
but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  subject 
to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Sect.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  senators  and  representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
state  by  the  legislature  thereof ;  but  the  congress  may  at  any 
time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the 
places  of  choosing  senators. 

The  congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and 
such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless 
they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

Sect.  5.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish 
its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrcQce 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 
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Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in 
their  judgment  require  secrecy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the 
members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of 
one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  congress,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be 
sitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall  in  all 
cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privi- 
leged from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their 
respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same ; 
and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be 
questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created, 
or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during 
such  time ;  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  continu- 
ance in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  representatives ;  but  the  senate  may  propose  or  concur 
with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  representa- 
tives and  the  senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  pre- 
sented to  the  president  of  the  United  States ;  if  he  approve  he 
shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections, 
to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  recon- 
sider it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  house 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the 
objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be 
reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it 
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shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  Totee  of  both 
houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of 
the  persons  yoting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journal  of  each  hoose  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  president  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a 
law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  congress 
by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall 
not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  may  be  necessary  (except 
on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States ;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall 
be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives, according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the 
case  of  a  bill. 

Sbct.  8.  The  congress  shall  have  power — to  lay  and  collect 
taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and  provide 
for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of  the  United  States ; 
but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  United  States ; — to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United 
States ; — to  reg^ulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among 
the  several  states,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes ;  —  to  establish  an 
uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject 
of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States ; — to  coin  money, 
regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and  fix  the 
standard  of  weights  and  measures ; — to  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the 
United  States; — to  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads; — to 
promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing 
for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right 
to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries ;  —  to  constitute  tri- 
bunals inferior  to  the  supreme  court;  —  to  define  and  punish 
piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and  offences 
against  the  law  of  nations; — to  declare  war,  grant  letters  of 
marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures  <m 
land  and  water ;  —  to  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appro- 
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priation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than 
two  years; — to  provide  and  maintain  a  navy; — to  make  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces ; 
— to  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws 
of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions; — to 
provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  states  respectively, 
the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training 
the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  congress ; 
— to  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over 
such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  cession 
of  particular  states,  and  the  acceptance  of  congress,  become  the 
seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise 
like  authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the 
legislature  of  the  state  in  which  the  same  shall  bo,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dock  yards,  and  other  needful 
buildings;  —  and  to  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all 
other  powers  vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons,  as 
any  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall 
not  be  prohibited  by  the  congress  prior  to  the  year  one  |;housand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on 
such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct  tax,  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  pro- 
portion to  the  census  or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to 
be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  state. 

No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce 
or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  another;  nor 
shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  state,  be  obliged  to  enter, 
clear  or  pay  duties  in  another. 
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No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasnry,  bat  In  conse- 
quence of  appropriations  made  by  law ;  and  a  regular  statement 
and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money 
shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  sliall  be  granted  by  the  United  States ; 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  congress,  accept  of  any  present, 
emolument,  office  or  title,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king, 
prince,  or  foreign  state. 

Sect.  10.  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederation ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal ;  coin  money ; 
emit  bills  of  credit ;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  coin  a 
tender  in  payment  of  debts ;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post 
facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  grant 
any  title  of  nobility.  No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
congress,  lay  any  imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except 
what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection 
laws:  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by 
any  state  on  imports  or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States ;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  revision  and  control  of  the  congress.  No  state  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep 
troops,  or  ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agree- 
ment or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with  a  foreign  power, 
or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent 
danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Abticlb  n. 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  vice-presi- 
dent, chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected,  as  follows :  — 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  senators  and  representatives  to  which  the  state  may 
be  entitled  in  the  congress ;  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or 
person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 
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[The  electors  shall  meet  hi  their  xespectlTe  states,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they  shall 
make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  nnmber  of 
votes  for  each;  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and 
transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  senate.  The  president 
of  the  senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  senate  and  hoose  of 
representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall 
then  be  counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest  nnmber  of 
votes  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed ;  and  if  there  be  more 
than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number 
of  votes,  then  the  house  of  representatives  shall  immediately 
choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  president;  and  if  no  person 
have  a  majority,  then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said 
house  shall  in  like  manner  choose  the  president.  But  in  choos- 
ing the  president,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  repre- 
sentation from  each  state  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this 
purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds 
of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessaiy 
to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  president, 
the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors 
shall  be  the  vice-president.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or 
more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  senate  shall  choose  from  them 
by  ballot  the  vice-president.] 

The  congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors, 
and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day 
shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  bom  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president;  neither  shall  any 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident 
within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  president  from  office,  or  of 
his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  vice- 
president,  and  the  congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of 
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femoral,  death,  resignatioii,  or  inability,  both  of  the  piesideiit 
and  ylce-president,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  presi- 
dent, and  snch  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability 
be  remoyed,  or  a  president  shall  be  elected. 

The  president  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  senrioes, 
a  CQmi>ensati<ni,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished 
during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he 
shall  noi  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from 
the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  — 

'*  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute 
the  <^ce  of  president  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States." 

Sect.  2.  The  president  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the 
several  states,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United 
States ;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal 
officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  he  shall 
have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offences  against 
the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  senators 
present  concur^  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States,  whose  appointments 
are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  law:  but  the  congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  inferior  officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the 
president  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments. 

The  president  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  grant- 
ing commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 
■ession* 
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Sect.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  congress 
information  of  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  reconmiend  to  their 
consideration  saoh  measnres  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and 
expedient ;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  conyene  hoth 
houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  hetween 
them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn 
them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive 
ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers ;  he  shall  take  care  that 
the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  conmiission  all  the 
officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  4.  The  president,  vice-president,  and  all  civU  officers  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment 
for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and 
misdemeanors. 

Article  III. 

Sbctiok  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as 
the  congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The 
judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive 
for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law 
and  equity,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority; — to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers,  and  consuls; — to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction;  —  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party ; — to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  states ; — between  a  state  and  citizens  of  another  state ; 
—between  citizens  of  different  states ; — between  citizens  of  the 
same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states,  and 
between  a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  states, 
citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party,  the  supreme 
court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.    In  all  the  other  cases 
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before  mentioned,  the  snpreme  court  shall  haye  appellate  Juris- 
diction, both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall 
be  by  jury ;  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state  where  the 
said  crimes  shall  haye  been  committed;  but  when  not  com- 
mitted withhi  any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at  sach  place  or 
places  as  the  congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sbct.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  leyying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
enemies,  giying  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be 
conyicted  of  treason  miless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses 
to  the  same  oyert  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of 
treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of 
blood,  or  forfeiture  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

Abticlb  IV. 

Sbctiok  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  giyen  in  each  state 
to  the  public  acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  eyery 
other  state.  And  the  congress  may  by  general  laws  prescribe 
the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall 
be  proyed,  and  the  effect  thereof. 

Sbct.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
priyileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  seyoral  states. 

A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  another 
state,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  state 
from  which  he  fled,  be  deliyered  up  to  be  removed  to  the  state 
haying  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

Ko  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  state,  imder  the  laws 
thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law 
or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor, 
but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such 
service  or  labor  may  be  due. 

Sbct.  3.  New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  congress  into 
UUt  Union ;  bat  no  ntw  state  shall  be  formed  or  erootsd  within 
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the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  state ;  nor  any  state  be  formed  by 
the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the 
consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  concerned  as  well  as  of 
the  congress. 

The  congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other 
property  belonging  to  the  United  States ;  and  nothing  in  this 
constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 

Sect.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in 
this  Union  a  republican  form  of  goyemment,  and  shall  protect 
each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  application  of  the  legis- 
lature, or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  con- 
vened) against  domestic  violence. 

Abticlb  V. 

The  congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem 
it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  constitution,  or, 
on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  several 
states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments,  which, 
in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  i>art 
of  this  constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  several  states,  or  by  conventions  in  three-fourths 
thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  pro- 
posed by  congress ;  provided  that  no  amendment  which  may  be 
made  prior  toHhe  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight 
shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the 
ninth  section  of  the  first  article ;  and  that  no  state,  without  its 
consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

Abticlb  VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United 
States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  confederation. 

This  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof ;  and  all  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  Judges  in  eveiy 
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state  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing  in  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  any  state  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and 
judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several 
states,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this 
constitution ;  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a 
qualification  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under  the  United 
States. 

Article  VII. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between 
the  states  so  ratifying  the  same. 


ARTICLES 
IN  ADDITION  TO,  AND  AMENDMENT  OP, 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America^  proposed  by 
congress^  and  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states^ 
pursuant  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  original  constitution. 

Article  I.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  estab- 
lishment of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof ;  or 
abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right 
of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  govern- 
ment for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

Art.  II.  A  well  regulated  militia,  being  necessary  to  the 
security  of  a  free  state,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear 
arms  shall  not  be  Infringed. 

Art.  III.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered 
in  any  house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of 
war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  IV.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  per- 
sons, houses,  papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches 
and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  issue. 
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but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons 
or  things  to  be  seized. 

Art.  Y.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or 
otherwise  Infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indict- 
ment of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval 
forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war 
or  public  danger ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same 
offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb ;  nor  shall  be 
comx>elled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself, 
nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process 
of  law ;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use,  with- 
out just  compensation. 

Abt.  YI.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall 
enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial 
jury  of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascer- 
tained by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of 
the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him ;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

Art.  Vli.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  con- 
troversy shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury- 
shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise 
re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

Art.  VIII.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  exces- 
sive fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

Art.  IX.  The  enumeration  in  the  constitution,  of  certain 
rights,  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others 
retained  by  the  people. 

Art.  X.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  Btates  by 
the  constitutloxi,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  states,  ana  reserved 
to  the  states  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 
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Abt.  XI.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not 
be  constraed  to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced 
or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citizens  of 
another  state,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  state. 

Abt.  XII.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states, 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  president  and  vice-president,  one  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  them- 
selves ;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as 
president,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  i>erson  voted  for  as  vice- 
president,  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted 
for  as  president,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  vice-president, 
and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign 
and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  senate ;  — 
the  president  of  the  senate  shall,  in  presence  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes 
shall  then  be  coimted ; — the  person  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  for  president,  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  number  be 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed ;  and  if 
no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons  having 
the  highest  numbers  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those 
voted  for  as  president,  the  house  of  representatives  shall  choose 
immediately,  by  ballot,  the  president.  But  in  choosing  the 
president,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation 
from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose 
shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the 
states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  And  if  the  house  of  representatives  shall  not  choose  a 
president  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon 
them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the 
vice-president  shall  act  as  president,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death 
or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  president. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  vice-pres- 
ident, shall  be  the  vice-president,  if  such  nimiber  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed,  and  if  no  person 
have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the 
list,  the  senate  shall  choose  the  vice-president ;  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of 
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senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  numher  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  choice. 

But  no  x>erson  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  presi- 
dent shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  vice-president  of  the  United 
States. 

Art.  XIII*  Sbct.  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servi- 
tude, except  as  a  punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall 
have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States, 
or  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

Art.  XIV.  Sect.  1.  All  persons  bom  or  naturalized  in  the 
United  States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  state  wherein  they  reside.  No 
state  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  nor 
shall  any  state  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property, 
without  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its 
jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Sect.  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  states  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  counting 
the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  state,  excluding  Indians 
not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the 
choice  of  electors  for  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United 
States,  representatives  in  congress,  the  executive  and  judicial 
officers  of  a  state,  or  the  members  of  the  legislature  thereof, 
is  denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants  of  such  state,  being 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or 
in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or 
other  crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced 
in  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall 
bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of 
age  in  such  state. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator,  or  representative  in 
congress,  or  elector  of  president  and  vice-president,  or  hold  any 
office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or  under  any 
state,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a  member  of 
congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member 
of  any  state  legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of 
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any  state,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall 
have  engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or 
given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof.  But  congress  may, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  house,  remoYe  such  disability. 

Sbct.  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States, 
authorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of 
pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  insurrection 
or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned. 

But  neither  the  United  States,  nor  any  state,  shall  assume  or 
pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or 
rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss 
or  emancipation  of  any  slave ;  but  all  such  debts,  obligations 
and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Sbct.  5.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appro- 
priate legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Art.  XV.  Sect.  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States,  or 
by  any  state,  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of 
servitude. 

Sect.  2.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

Art.  XVI.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect 
taxes  on  incomes,  from  whatever  source  derived,  without  appor- 
tionment among  the  several  states,  and  without  regard  to  any 
census  or  enumeration. 

Art.  XVII.*  The  senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
X>osed  of  two  senators  from  each  state,  elected  by  the  people 
thereof,  for  six  years ;  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote.  The 
electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state  legislatures. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  of  any  state  in 
the  senate,  the  executive  authority  of  such  state  shall  issue  writs 
of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies :  provided,  that  the  legislature 
of  any  state  may  empower  the  executive  thereof  to  make  tem- 
porary appointment  until  the  people  fill  the  vacancies  by  election 
as  the  legislature  may  direct. 

•  *'  In  lieu  of  the  first  paragraph  of  section  three  of  article  I  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  in  lieu  of  so  much  of  paragraph 
two  of  the  same  section  as  relates  to  the  filling  of  vacancies." 
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This  amendment  shall  not  he  so  construed  as  to  affect  the 
election  or  term  of  any  senator  chosen  before  it  becomes  valid 
as  i>art  of  the  c(»istitation. 

[Note.  The  constitution  was  adopted  September  17,  1787,  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  states  present  in  the  convention  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  congress  of  the  confederation  of 
February  21,  1787,  and  was  ratified  by  the  conventions  of  the  several 
states,  as  follows,  viz.:  By  convention  of  Delaware,  December  7,  1787; 
Pennsylvania^  December  12,  1787;  New  Jersey ,  December  18,  1787; 
Georgia,  January  2,  1788;  Connecticut,  January  9,  1788;  MaaeachuseUe, 
February  6,  1788;  Maryland,  April  28,  1788;  South  Carolina,  May  23, 
1788;  New  Hampshire,  J\mQ2l,n^\  Vtrgtnto,  June 26, 1788;  New  York, 
July  26,  1788;  North  Carolina,  November  21,  1789;  Rhode  Island,  May 
29, 1790. 

The  first  ten  of  the  amendments  were  proposed  at  the  first  session 
of  the  first  congress  of  the  United  States,  September  25,  1789,  and  were 
finally  ratified  by  the  constitutional  number  of  states  on  December  15, 
1791.  The  eleventh  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the 
third  congress,  March  5,  1794,  and  was  declared  in  a  message  from  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  both  houses  of  congress,  dated  Janu- 
ary 8, 1798,  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  constitutional  number  of  states. 
The  twelfth  amendment  was  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the  eighth 
congress,  December  12,  1803,  and  was  adopted  by  the  constitutional 
number  of  states  in  1804,  according  to  a  public  notice  thereof  by  the 
secretary  of  state,  dated  September  25  of  the  same  year. 

The  thirteenth  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  states  by  the  thirty-eighth  congress  on  February  1,  1865,  and 
was  declared,  in  a  proclamation  of  the  secretary  of  state,  dated  December 
18,  1855,  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  l^islatiires  of  three-fourths  of  the 
states. 

The  fourteenth  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  l^islatures  of  the 
several  states  by  the  thirty-ninth  congress,  on  Jime  16, 1866. 

On  July  20,  1868,  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  United  States  issued 
his  certificate,  setting  out  that  it  appeared  by  official  documents  on 
file  in  the  department  of  state  that  said  amendment  had  been  ratified 
by  the  l^Lslatures  of  the  states  of  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  Tennes- 
see, New  Jersey,  Oregon,  Vermont,  New  York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  West  Virginia, 
Kansas,  Maine,  Nevada,  Missouri,  Indiana,  Minnesota,  Rhode  Island,  Wis- 
consin, Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Massachusetts,  Nebraska  and  Iowa,  and 
by  newly  established  bodies  avowing  themselves  to  be  and  acting  as  the 
legislatures  of  the  states  of  Arkansas,  Florida,  North  Carolina,  Louisiana, 
South  Carolina,  and  Alabama;  that  the  legislatures  of  Ohio  and  New  Jersey 
had  since  passed  resolutions  withdrawing  the  consent  of  those  states  to 
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Bud  amendmmt;  that  the  whole  number  of  states  in  the  United  Btatst 
was  thirty-seven,  that  the  twenty-tliree  states  first  above  named  and  the 
six  states  next  above  named  together,  constituted  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  number  of  states,  and  certifying  that  if  the  resolutions  of  Okio  and 
New  Jersey,  ratifying  said  amendment  were  still  in  force,  notwithstand- 
ing th^  subsequent  resolutions,  then  said  amendment  had  been  ratified 
and  so  become  valid  as  part  of  the  constitution. 

On  July  21, 18S8,  congress  l;>assed  a  resolution  reciting  that  the  amend- 
ment had  been  ratified  by  ConnectictU,  Tennettee,  New  Jersey ,  Oregon,  Fn*- 
mont,  West  Virginia,  Kansas,  Missotui,  Indiana,  Ohio,  lUinois,  Minnesota, 
New  YorJc,  Wisconsin,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Michigan,  Nevada,  New 
Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  NAraska,  Maine,  Iowa,  Arkansas,  Florid^, 
North  Carolina,  Alabama,  South  Carolina  and  Louisiana,  being  three- 
fourths  of  the  several  states  of  the  Union,  and  declaring  said  fourteenth 
article  to  be  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  making 
it  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  duly  promulgate  it  as  such. 

On  July  28,  1838,  the  secretary  of  state  issued  his  certificate,  reciting 
the  above  resolution,  and  stating  that  official  notice  had  been  received 
at  the  de];)artment  of  state  that  action  had  been  taken  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  states  in  relation  to  said  amendment,  as  follows:  "  It  was  ratified 
in  A.D.  1886,  by  Connecticut,  June  30;  New  Hampshire,  July  7;  Ten- 
nessee, July  19;  Oregon,  September  19;  Vermont,  November  9.  In  A.D. 
1867,  by  New  York,  January  10;  Illinois,  January  15;  West  Virginia, 
January  16;  Kansas,  January  18;  Maine,  January  19;  Nevada,  January 
22;  If ieMmn,  January  26;  /n^^tana,  January  29;  Afinneeo^a,  February  1; 
Rhode  Island,  February  7;  Wisconsin,  February  13;  Pennsylvania,  Feb- 
ruary 13;  Michigan,  February  15;  Massachusetts,  March  20;  Nebraska, 
June  15.  In  A.D.  1868  by  Iowa,  April  3;  Arkansas,  April  6;  Florida, 
June  9;  Louisiana,  July  9;  and  Alabama,  July  13. 

*'It  was  first  ratified  and  the  ratification  subsequently  withdrawn  by 
New  Jersey,  ratified  September  11,  1863,  withdrawn  April,  1868;  Ohio, 
ratified  January  11, 1867,  and  withdrawn  January,  1868. 

"It  was  first  rejected  and  then  ratified  by  Georgia,  rejected  November 
13, 1836,  ratified  July  21, 1868;  North  Carolina,  rejected  December  4, 1836, 
ratified  July  4,  1868;  South  Carolina,  rejected  December  20,  1866,  and 
ratified  July  9, 1868. 

*'It  was  rejected  by  Texas,  November  1,  1836;  Virginia,  January  9, 
1867;  Kentxicky,  January  10, 1867;  Delaware,  February  7, 1367;  and  Afory- 
land,  March  23, 1867." 

And  on  said  July  28,  1868,  and  in  execution  of  the  act  proposing  the 
amendment  and  of  the  concurrent  resolution  of  congress  above  men- 
tioned and  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  secretary  of  state  directed  that  said 
amendment  to  the  constitution  be  published  in  the  newspapers  author- 
lied  to  promulgate  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  certified  that  il 


24  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 

had  been  adopted  in  the  manner  above  specified  by  the  states  named  in 
said  resolution,  and  that  it "  has  become  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.'* 

Subsequently  it  was  ratified  by  Virginia^  October  8,  1369,  by  Georgia, 
again,  February  2, 1870,  and  by  Texas,  February  18,  1870. 

The  fifteenth  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  sev- 
eral states  by  the  fortieth  congress  on  February  27,  1859,  and  was  de- 
clared, in  a  proclamation  of  the  secretary  of  state,  dated  March  30,  1870, 
to  have  been  ratified  by  the  constitutional  nimiber  of  states  and  to  have 
"become  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States." 

The  sixteenth  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  states  by  the  sixty-first  congress,  at  its  first  session,  in  1909.  On 
February  25, 1913,  the  secretary  of  state  made  proclamation  to  the  effect 
that,  from  official  documents  on  file  in  the  department,  it  appeared  that 
the  amendment  had  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  the  states  of 
Alabamat  Kentucky,  South  Carolina^  Illinois,  Misaissippif  Oklahoma, 
Maryland,  Georgia,  Texas,  Ohio,  Idaho,  Oregon,  Washington,  California, 
Montana,  Indiana,  Nevada,  North  Carolina,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colorado, 
North  Dakota,  Michigan,  Iowa,  Missouri,  Maine,  Tennessee,  Arkansas, 
Wisconsin,  New  York,  SotUk  Dakota,  Arizona,  Minnesota,  Louisiana, 
Delaware,  and  Wyoming,  in  all  thirty-six;  and,  further,  that  the  states 
whose  legislatures  had  so  ratified  the  said  proposed  amendment  con- 
stituted three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  states  in  the  United  States; 
and,  further,  that  it  appeared  from  official  documents  on  file  in  the 
department  that  the  legislatures  of  New  Jersey  and  New  Mexico  had 
passed  resolutions  ratifying  the  s£ud  proijosed  amendment.  He  further 
certified  that  the  amendment  had  "become  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States." 

The  seventeenth  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  states  by  the  sixty-second  congress, at  its  second  session,  in  1912. 
On  May  31, 1913,  the  secretary  of  state  made  proclamation  to  the  effect 
that,  from  official  documents  on  file  in  the  department,  it  appeared  that 
the  amendment  had  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  the  states  of 
Massachusetts,  Arizona,  Minnesota,  New  York,  Kansas,  Oregon,  North 
Carolina,  California,  Michigan,  Idaho,  West  Virginia,  Nebraska,  Iowa, 
Montana,  Texas,  Washington,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Illinois,  North  Dakota, 
Nevada,  Vermont,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Oklahoma,  Ohio,  Souih  Dakota,

Authority  given  to  general  court  to  authorize  the  com- 
monwealth to  take  land,  to  build  thereupon  and  to  sell  the  same,  etc., 
in  order  to  relieve  congestion  of  population  and  provide  homes  for 
oitizena.    87. 

Abt.  44.    Authority  given  to  general  court  to  tax  at  different  rates  ■ 
income  derived  from  different  classes  of  property.    87. 

Abt.  45.  Authority  given  to  general  court  to  provide  for  absent 
Toting.    87, 88. 
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Art.  46.  No  law  to  be  passed  prohibiting  free  exercise  of  religion; 
public  money  not  to  be  appropriated  for  founding,  maintaining  or  aid- 
ing educational,  charitable  or  religious  institutions  not  publicly  owned, 
except,  etc.    88,  89. 

Art.  47.  Maintenance  and  distribution  of  food  and  other  neces- 
saries of  life  and  the  providing  of  shelter,  in  time  of  war,  public  exigency, 
emergency  or  distress,  declared  to  be  public  functions;  commonwealth 
and  municipalities  authorized  to  take  and  provide  same,  as  general 
court  shall  determine.    80. 
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The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance,  and  administration 
of  government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  peptic,  to 
protect  it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  compose  it  with 
the  power  of  enjoying  in  safety  and  tranquillity  their  natural 
rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life:  and  whenever  these  great 
objects  are  not  obtained  the  people  have  a  right  to  alter  the 
government,  and  to  take  measures  necessary  for  their  safety, 
prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  of  indi- 
viduals: it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people 
covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole 
people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  com- 
mon good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people,  therefore,  in  framing  a 
constitution  of  government,  to  provide  for  an  equitable  mode 
of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for  an  impartial  interpretation  and 
a  faithful  execution  of  them ;  that  every  man  may,  at  all  times, 
find  his  security  in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowledging, 
with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great  Legislator  of  the 
universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  His  providence,  an 
opportunity,  deb'berately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud,  vio- 
lence, or  surprise,  of  entering  into  an  original,  explicit,  and 
solemn  compact  with  each  other;  and  of  forming  a  new  con- 
stitution of  civil  government,  for  ourselves  and  posterity;  and 
devoutly  imploring  His  direction  in  so  interesting  a  design,  do 
agree  upon,  ordain,  and  establish,  the  following  Declaration  of 
Rights^  and  Frame  of  Oovemment,  as  the  CoNSTTrunoN  of 

THE   COMMONWBAI/TH  OF   MASaACHUSBTTS. 
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PART  THE  FIRST. 

A  Declaration  of  the  Rights  of  the  InhaJbitanta  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts, 

Article  I.  All  men  are  bom  free  and  equal,  and  have  cer- 
tain natural,  essential,  and  unalienable  rights;  among  which 
may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their 
lives  and  liberties;  that  of  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protect- 
ing property;  in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and  obtaining  their 
safety  and  happiness. 

Art.  II.  It  is  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in 
society,  publicly,  and  at  stated  seasons,  to  worship  the  Su- 
preme Being,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  universe. 
And  no  subject  shall  be  hurt,  molested,  or  restrained,  in  his 
person,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worshipping  God  in  the  manner 
and  season  most  agreeable  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience ; 
or  for  his  religious  profession  of  sentiments;  provided  he 
doth  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  or  obstruct  others  in  their 
religious  worship.    [See  Amendments,  Article  XLVI.] 

Art.  III.  [As  the  happiness  of  a  people,  and  the  good  order 
and  preservation  of  civil  government,  essentially  depend  upon 
piety,  religion,  and  morality;  and  as  these  cannot  be  generally 
diffused  through  a  community  but  by  the  institution  of  the 
public  worship  of  God,  and  of  public  instructions  in  piety, 
religion,  and  morality:  Therefore,  to  promote  their  happiness, 
and  to  secure  the  good  order  and  preservation  of  their  govern- 
ment, the  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  a  right  to  invest 
their  legislature  with  power  to  authorize  and  require,  and  the 
legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  authorize  and  require,  the 
several  towns,  parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or 
religious  societies,  to  make  suitable  provision,  at  their  own 
expense,  for  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  Protestant  teachers 
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of  piety,  religion,  and  morality,  in  all  cases  where  such  provisicni 
shall  not  be  made  voluntarily.    [See  Amendment,  Article  XI.] 

And  the  i)eople  of  this  commonwealth  have  also  a  right  to, 
and  do,  invest  their  legislature  with  authority  to  enjoin  upon 
all  the  subjects  an  attendance  upon  the  instructions  of  the  pub- 
lic teachers  aforesaid,  at  stated  times  and  seasons,  if  there  be 
any  on  whose  instructions  they  can  conscientiously  and  con- 
veniently attend. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  parishes, 
precincts,  and  other  bodies  x>olitic,  or  religious  societies,  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  their  public 
teachers,  and  of  contracting  with  them  for  their  support  and 
maintenance. 

And  all  moneys  paid  by  the  subject  to  the  support  of  public 
worship,  and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  if  he 
require  it,  be  uniformly  applied  to  the  support  of  the  public 
teacher  or  teachers  of  his  own  religious  sect  or  denomination, 
provided  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions  he  attends; 
otherwise  it  may  be  paid  towards  the  support  of  the  teacher 
or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  which  the  said  moneys 
are  raised. 

And  every  denomination  of  Christians,  demeaning  them- 
selves peaceably,  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  commonwealth, 
shall  be  equally  under  the  protection  of  the  law:  and  no  sub- 
ordination of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall 
ever  be  established  by  law.] 

Art.  rV.  The  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  the  sole 
and  exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves,  as  a  free,  sov- 
ereign, and  independent  state;  and  do,  and  forever  hereafter 
shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdiction,  and  right, 
which  is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter  be,  by  them  expressly  dele- 
gated to  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled. 

Art.  V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and 
being  derived  from  them,  the  several  magistrates  and  officers 
of  government,  vested  with  authority,  whether  legislative, 
executive,  or  judicial,  are  their  substitutes  and  agents,  and 
are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 
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Art.  VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men, 
have  any  other  title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  and 
exclusive  privileges,  distinct  from  those  of  the  community,  than 
what  arises  from  the  consideration  of  services  rendered  to  the 
public;  and  this  title  being  in  nature  neither  hereditary,  nor 
transmissible  to  children,  or  descendants,  or  relations  by  blood, 
the  idea  of  a  man  bom  a  magistrate,  lawgiver,  or  judge,  is 
absurd  and  unnatmral. 

Abt.  VII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  conmion  good; 
for  the  protection,  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  the 
people;  and  not  for  the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest  of  any 
one  man,  family,  or  class  of  men:  Therefore  the  people  alone 
have  an  incontestable,  unalienable,  and  indefeasible  right  to 
institute  government;  and  to  reform,  alter,  or  totally  change 
the  same,  when  their  protection,  safety,  prosperity,  and  happi- 
ness require  it. 

Art.  VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with 
authority  from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a  right, 
at  such  periods  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  establish  by 
their  frame  of  government,  to  cause  their  public  officers  to 
return  to  private  life;  and  to  fill  up  vacant  places  by  certain 
and  regular  elections  and  appointments. 

Art.  IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free;  and  all  the  in- 
habitants of  this  commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as 
they  shall  establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  have  an 
equal  right  to  elect  officers,  and  to  be  elected,  for  public 
emplo3anents.    [See  Amendments,  Article  XLV.] 

Art.  X.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be 
protected  by  it  in  the  enjojonent  of  his  life,  liberty,  and  prop- 
erty, according  to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged,  consequently, 
to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this  protection;  to 
give  his  personal  service,  or  an  equivalent,  when  necessary: 
but  no  part  of  the  property  of  any  individual  can,  with  justice, 
be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to  public  uses,  without  his  own 
consent,  or  that  of  the  representative  body  of  the  people.    In 
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fine,  the  people  of  this  oommonwealth  are  not  controllable  by 
any  other  laws  than  those  to  which  their  constitutional  rep- 
resentative body  have  given  their  consent.  And  whenever 
the  public  exigencies  require  that  the  property  of  any  indi- 
vidual should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive 
a  reasonable  compensation  therefor.  [See  Amendments,  Arti- 
cles XXXIX  and  XLVII.] 

Abt.  XI.  Every  subject  of  the  oommonwealth  ought  to 
find  a  certain  remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all 
injuries  or  wrongs  which  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property, 
or  character.  He  ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  and 
without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it;  completely,  and  without 
any  denial;  promptly,  and  without  delay;  conformably  to  the 
laws. 

Abt.  XII.  No  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any 
crimes  or  offence,  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substan- 
tially and  formally,  described  to  him;  or  be  compelled  to 
accuse,  or  furnish  evidence  against  himself.  And  every  sub- 
ject shall  have  a  right  to  produce  all  proofs  that  may  be  favor- 
able to  him ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  against  him  face  to  face, 
and  to  be  fully  heard  in  his  defence  by  himself,  or  his  counsel, 
at  his  election.  And  no  subject  shall  be  arrested,  imprisoned, 
despoiled,  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities,  or  privileges, 
put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled,  or  deprived  of  his 
life,  liberty,  or  estate,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or 
the  law  of  the  land. 

And  the  legislative  shall  not  make  any  law  that  shall  subject 
any  person  to  a  capital  or  infamous  punishment,  excepting  for 
the  government  of  the  army  and  navy,  without  trial  by  jury. 

Abt.  XIII.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  the  verification  of 
factb  in  the  vicinity  where  they  happen,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
securities  of  the  life,  liberty,  and  property  of  the  citizen. 

Abt.  XIV.  Every  subject  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  aU 
imreasonable  searches,  and  seizures,  of  his  person,  his  houses, 
his  papers,  and  all  his  possessions.    All  warrants,  therefore, 
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are  contrary  to  this  right,  if  the  cause  or  foundation  of  them 
be  not  previously  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  if  the 
order  in  the  warrant  to  a  civil  officer,  to  make  search  in  sus- 
pected places,  or  to  arrest  one  or  more  suspected  persons,  or  to 
seize  their  property,  be  not  accompanied  with  a  special  desig- 
nation of  tlie  persons  or  objects  of  search,  arrest,  or  seizure: 
and  no  warrant  ought  to  be  issued  but  in  cases,  and  with  the 
formalities  prescribed  by  the  laws. 

Abt.  XV.  In  all  controversies  concerning  property,  and  in 
all  suits  between  two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  in  which 
it  has  heretofore  been  otherways  used  and  practised,  the 
parties  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  jury;  and  this  method  of  pro- 
cedure shall  be  held  sacred,  unless,  in  causes  arising  on  the  high 
seas,  and  such  as  relate  to  mariners'  wages,  the  legislature  shall 
hereafter  find  it  necessary  to  alter  it. 

Art.  XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the 
security  of  freedom  in  a  state:  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be 
restrained  in  this  conm[ionwealth. 

Abt.  XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear 
arms  for  the  common  defence.  And  as,  in  time  of  peace,  armies 
are  dangerous  to  liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be  maintained  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  legislature;  and  the  military  power  shall 
always  be  held  in  an  exact  subordination  to  the  civil  authority, 
and  be  governed  by  it. 

Art.  XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to 
those  of  piety,  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  industry,  and 
frugality,  are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  advantages 
of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free  government.  The  people 
ought,  consequently,  to  have  a  particular  attention  to  all  tliose 
principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers  and  representatives: 
and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of  their  lawgivers  and  magis- 
trates an  exact  and  constant  observance  of  them,  in  the  forma- 
tion and  execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for  the  good  admin- 
istration of  the  commonwealth. 
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Abt.  XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and 
peaceable  manner,  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common 
good;  give  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to  request 
of  the  legislative  body,  by  the  way  of  addresses,  petitions,  or 
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remonstrances,  redress  of  the  wrongs  done  them,  and  of  the 
grievances  they  suffer. 

Abt.  XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the  legis- 
lature, or  by  authority  derived  from  it,  to  be  exercised  in  such 
particular  cases  only  as  the  legislature  shall  expressly  provide 
for. 

Art.  XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  de- 
bate, in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the 
rights  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of  any 
accusation  or  prosecution,  action  or  complaint,  in  any  other 
court  or  place  whatsoever. 

Art.  XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble 
for  the  redress  of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening,  and 
confirming  the  laws,  and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the  common 
good  may  require. 

Art.  XXIII.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duties 
ought  to  be  established,  fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any  pretext 
whatsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  or  their,  repre- 
sentatives in  the  legislature. 

Art.  XXIV.  Laws  made  to  punish  for  actions  done  before 
the  existence  of  such  laws,  and  which  have  not  been  declared 
crimes  by  preceding  laws,  are  unjust,  oppressive,  and  incon- 
sistent with  the  fundamental  principles  of  a  free  government. 

Art.  XXV.  No  subject  ought,  in  any  case,  or  in  any  time, 
to  be  declared  guilty  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  legislature. 

Art.  KXVI.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law  shall  demand 
excessive  bail  or  sureties,  impose  excessive  fines,  or  inflict  cruel 
or  unusual  punishments. 
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Abt.  XXYII.  In  time  of  peace,  no  soldier  ought  to  be  quar- 
tered in  any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  and  in 
time  of  war,  such  quarters  ought  not  to  be  made  but  by  the 
civil  magistrate,  in  a  manner  ordained  by  the  legislative. 

Art.  XXVni.  No  person  can  in  any  case  be  subject  to 
law-martial,  or  to  any  penalties  or  pains,  by  virtue  of  that 
law,  except  those  employed  in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except 
the  militia  in  actual  service,  but  by  authority  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  XXIX.  It  is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights 
of  every  individual,  his  life,  liberty,  property,  and  character, 
that  there  be  an  impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws,  and  ad- 
ministration of  justice.  It  is  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  be 
tried  by  judges  as  free,  impartial,  and  independent  as  the  lot 
of  himianity  will  admit.  It  is,  therefore,  not  only  the  best 
policy,  but  for  the  security  of  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  of 
every  citizen,  that  the  judges  of  the  supreme  judicial  court 
should  hold  their  offices  as  long  as  they  behave  themselves 
well;  and  that  they  should  have  honorable  salaries  ascertained 
and  established  by  standing  laws. 

Art.  XXX.  In  the  government  of  this  conmionwealth,  the 
legislative  department  shall  never  exercise  the  executive  and 
judicial  powers,  or  either  of  them:  the  executive  shall  never 
exercise  the  legislative  and  judicial  powers,  or  either  of  them: 
the  judicial  shall  never  exercise  the  legislative  and  executive 
powers,  or  either  of  them:  to  the  end  it  may  be  a  government 
of  laws  and  not  of  men.

The  Frame  of  Government, 

The  people,  iBhabitins  the  territory  formerly  called  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and  mutu- 
ally agree  with  each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a  free, 
sovereign,  and  independent  body  politic,  or  state,  by  the  name

Chapter  I. 

THB  UEOISLATTVB   POWER. 

Section'  I. 
The  General  Court, 

Abticlb  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be  formed 
by  two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ;  each 
of  which  ehall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  ehall  assemble  every  year  [on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  judge 
necessary;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved  on  the  day 
next  preceding  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May^]  and  shall 
\re  styled.  The  General  Court  of  Massachusetts.  [See 
Amendments,  Article  X.] 

Art.  II.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives shall  become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  imtil  it 
shall  have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  revisal;  and 
if  he,  upon  such  revision,  approve  thereof,  he  shall  signify  his 
approbation  by  signing  the  same.  But  if  he  have  any  objection 
to  the  passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  he  shall  return  the  same, 
together  with  his  objections  thereto,  in  writing,  to  the  senate 
or  house  of  representatives,  in  whichsoever  the  same  shall  have 
originated;  who  shall  enter  the  objections  sent  down  by  the 
governor,  at  large,  on  their  records,  and  proceed  to  reconsider 
the  said  bill  or  resolve.    But  if  after  such  reconsideration,  two- 
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thirds  of  the  said  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  shall, 
notwithstanding  the  said  objections,  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it 
shall,  together  with  the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  other  branch 
of  the  legislatiure,  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsidered,  and  if 
approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  have  the 
foice  of  a  law:  but  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses 
shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  voting  for,  or  against,  the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  public  records  of  the  commonwealth. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delays,  if  any  bill  or  re- 
solve shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  five  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented,  the  same  shall  have  the 
force  of  a  law.     [See  Amendments,  Article  I.] 

Art.  III.  The  general  court  shall  forever  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and  courts  of 
record,  or  other  courts,  to  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  common- 
wealth, for  the  hearing,  trying,  and  determining  of  all  manner 
of  crimes,  offences,  pleas,  processes,  plaints,  actions,  matters, 
causes,  and  things,  whatsoever,  arising  or  happening  within  the 
commonwealth,  or  between  or  concerm'ng  persons  inhabiting, 
or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same:  whether  the  same  be 
criminal  or  civil,  or  whether  the  said  crimes  be  capital  or  not 
capital,  and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or  mixed; 
and  for  the,  awarding  and  making  out  of  execution  thereupon. 
To  which  courts  and  judicatories  are  hereby  given  and  granted 
full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths 
or  aflRrmations,  for  the  better  discovery  of  truth  in  any  matter 
in  controversy  or  depending  before  them. 

Art.  rV.  And  further,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby 
given  and  granted  to  the  said  general  court,  from  time  to  time 
to  make,  ordain,  and  establish,  all  manner  of  wholesome  and 
reasonable  orders,  laws,  statutes,  and  ordinances,  directions  and 
instructions,  either  with  penalties  or  without;  so  as  the  same 
be  not  repugnant  or  contrary  to  this  constitution,  as  they  shall 
judge  to  be  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  this  commonwealth, 
and  for  the  government  and  ordering  thereof,  and  of  the  sub- 
jects of  the  same,  and  for  the  necessary  support  and  defence  of 
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the  government  thereof;  and  to  name  and  settle  annually,  or 
provide  by  fixed  laws  for  the  naming  and  settling,  all  civil 
officers  within  the  said  commonwealth,  the  election  and  consti- 
tution of  whom  are  not  hereafter  in  this  form  of  government 
otherwise  provided  for;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties, 
powers,  and  limits,  of  the  several  civil  and  military  officers  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  the  forms  of  Euch  oaths  or  affirmations 
as  shall  be  respectively  administered  unto  them  for  the  execu- 
tion of  their  several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the  same  be  not 
repugnant  or  contrary  to  this  constitution;  and  to  impose  and 
levy  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes, 
upon  all  the  inhabitants  of,  and  persons  resident,  and  estates 
l3dng,  within  the  said  commonwealth;  and  also  to  impose  and 
levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises  upon  any  produce,  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  and  commodities,  whatsoever,  brought 
into,  produced,  manufactured,  or  being  within  the  same;  to  be 
issued  and  disposed  of  by  warrant,  under  the  hand  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  this  commonwealth  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council,  for  the  public  service,  in  the  neces- 
sary defence  and  support  of  the  government  of  the  said  com- 
monwealth, and  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  subjects 
thereof,  according  to  such  acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within 
the  same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates,  in  the  manner 
that  has  hitherto  been  practised,  in  order  that  such  assessments 
may  be  made  with  equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  estates 
within  the  conmionwealth,  taken  anew  once  in  every  ten  years 
at  least,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  general  court  shall  order. 
[See  Amendments,  Articles  II.,  XLI.,  XLIV.]

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Chapter  I. 

Secjtion"  II. 
Senate, 

Article  I.  [There  shall  be  annually  elected,  by  the  free- 
holders and  other  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified 
as  in  this  constitution  is  provided,  forty  persons  to  be  council- 
lors and  senators  for  the  year  ensuing  their  election;  to  be 
chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  districts  into  which  the  com- 
monwealth may,  from  time  to  time,  be  divided  by  the  general 
court  for  that  purpose:  and  the  general  court,  in  assigning  the 
numbers  to  be  elected  by  the  respective  districts,  shall  govern 
themselves  by  the  proportion  of  the  public  taxes  paid  by  the 
said  districts;  and  timely  make  known  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  commonwealth  the  b'mits  of  each  district,  and  the  number 
of  councillors  and  senators  to  be  chosen  therein ;  provided,  that 
the  number  of  such  districts  shall  never  be  less  than  thirteen ; 
and  that  no  district  be  so  large  as  to  entitle  the  same  to  choose 
more  than  six  senators.  [See  Amendments,  Articles  XIII., 
XVI.,  XXII.] 

And  the  several  counties  in  this  commonwealth  shall,  until 
the  general  court  shall  determine  it  necessary  to  alter  the  said 
districts,  be  distiicts  for  the  choice  of  councillors  and  senators, 
(except  that  the  countieb  of  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  shall 
form  one  district  for  that  purpose)  and  shall  elect  the  following 
number  for  councillors  and  senators,  viz.:  —  Suffolk,  six; 
Essex,  six;  Middlesex,  five;  Hampshire,  four;  Plymouth, 
three;  Barnstable,  one;  Bristol,  three;  York,  two;  Dukes 
County  and  Nantucket,  one;  Worcester,  five;  Cumberland, 
one;  Lincoln,  one;  Berkshire,  two.] 

Art.  II.  The  senate  shall  be  the  first  branch  of  the  legisla- 
ture and  the  senators  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner, 
viz. :  there  shall  be  a  meeting  on  the  [first  Monday  in  April,] 
annually,  forever,  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  town  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  commonwealth;  to  be  called  by  the  select- 
men, and  warned  in  due  course  of  law,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  [first  Monday  in  April,]  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
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persons  to  be  senators  and  counoill(»8;  [and  at  suoh  meetings 
every  male  inhabitant  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards, 
having  a  freehold  estate  within  the  commonwealth,  of  the 
annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the  value  of 
sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  give  in  his  vote  for  the  sen- 
ators for  the  district  of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant.]  And  to 
remove  all  doubts  concerning  the  meaning  of  the  word  "in- 
habitant" in  this  constitution,  every  person  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  an  inhabitant,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  and  being 
elected  into  any  office,  or  place  within  this  state,  in  that  town, 
district,  or  plantation  where  he  dwelleth,  or  hath  his  home. 
[See  Amendments,  Articles  II.,  III.,  X.,  XV.,  XX.,  XXII., 

XXIII.,  XXVI.,  xxvin.,  XXX.,  xxxi.,  xxxii.,  xlv. 

The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  preside  at  such 
meetings  impartially;  and  shall  receive  the  votes  of  all  the  in- 
habitants of  such  towns  present  and  qualified  to  vote  for  sena- 
tors, and  shall  sort  and  count  them  in  open  town  meeting,  and 
in  presence  of  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  make  a  fair  record,  in 
presence  of  the  selectmen,  and  in  open  town  meeting,  of  the 
name  of  every  person  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes 
against  his  name:  and  a  fair  copy  of  this  record  shall  be  attested 
by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  and  shall  be  sealed  up, 
directed  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  time 
being,  with  a  superscription,  expressing  the  purport  of  the  con- 
tents thereof,  and  delivered  by  the  town  clerk  of  such  towns, 
to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  lies,  thirty  days 
at  least  before  [the  last  Wednesday  in  May]  annually;  or  it 
shall  be  delivered  into  the  secretary's  office  seventeen  days  at 
least  before  the  said  [last  Wednesday  in  May:]  and  the  sheriff 
of  each  county  shaU  deliver  all  such  certificates  by  him  re- 
ceived, into  the  tecretary's  office,  seventeen  days  before  the 
said  [last  Wednesday  in  May.]  [See  Amendments,  Articles 
II.,  X.] 

And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  unincorporated,  qualified 
as  this  constitution  provides,  who  are  or  shall  be  empowered 
and  required  to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves  toward  the  sup- 
port of  government,  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting  for 
councillors  and  senators  in  the  plantations  where  they  reside, 
as  town  inhabitants  have  in  their  respective  towns;   and  the 
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plantation  meetings  for  that  purpose  shall  be  held  annually  [on 
•  the  same  first  Monday  in  April],  at  such  place  in  the  planta- 
tions, respectively,  as  the  assessors  thereof  shall  direct;  which 
assessors  shall  have  like  authority  for  notifying  the  electors, 
collecting  and  returning  the  votes,  as  the  selectmen  and  town 
clerks  have  in  their  several  towns,  by  this  constitution.  And 
all  other  persons  living  in  places  unincorporated  (qualified  as 
aforesaid)  who  shall  be  assessed  to  the  support  of  government 
by  the  assessors  of  an  adjacent  town,  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  giving  in  their  votes  for  councillors  and  senators  in  the  town 
where  they  shall  be  assessed,  and  be  notified  of  the  place  of 
meeting  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  where  they  shall  be 
assessed,  for  that  purpose,  accordingly.  [See  Amendments, 
Article  XV.] 

Art.  III.  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  convention  of  sena- 
tors on  the  [last  Wednesday  in  May]  annually,  the  governor 
with  five  of  the  council,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  examine  the  returned  copies  of  such  records;  and  four- 
teen days  before  the  said  day  he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such 
persons  as  shall  appear  to  be  chosen  by  [a  majority  of]  voters, 
to  attend  on  that  day,  and  take  their  seats  accordingly:  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  that  for  the  first  year  the  said  returned 
copies  shall  be  examined  by  the  president  and  five  of  the  coun?* 
cil  of  the  former  constitution  of  government;  and  the  said 
president  shall,  in  like  manner,  issue  his  summons  to  the  per- 
sons so  elected,  that  they  may  take  their  seats  as  aforesaid. 
[See  Amendments,  Articles  X.,  XTV.] 

Art.  IV.  The  senate  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  elec- 
tions, returns  and  qualifications  of  their  own  members,  as 
pointed  out  in  the  constitution;  and  shall,  [on  the  said  last 
;  Wednesday  in  May]  annually,  determine  and  declare  who  are 
elected  by  each  district  to  be  senators  [by  a  majority  of  votes ; 
and  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  the  full  number  of  sen- 
ators returned  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  for  any  district, 
the  deficiency  shall  he  supplied  in  the  following  manner,  viz.: 
The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  such  senators 
as  shall  be  declared  elected,  shall  take  the  names  of  such  per- 
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sons  as  shall  be  found  to  have  the  highest  number  of  votes  in 
such  district,  and  not  elected,  amounting  to  twice  the  number 
of  senators  wanting,  if  there  be  so  many  voted  for;  and  out  of 
these  shall  elect  by  ballot  a  number  of  senators  sufficient  to  fill 
up  the  vacancies  in  such  district;  and  in  this  manner  all  such 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  in  every  district  of  the  common- 
wealth; and  in  like  manner  all  vacancies  in  the  eenate,  arising 
by  death,  removal  out  of  the  state,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  sup- 
plied as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies  shall  happen.] 
[See  Amendments,  Articles  X.,  XIV.,  XXIV.l 

Abt.  v.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be 
capable  of  being  elected  as  a  senator,  [who  is  not  seised  in  his* 
own  right  of  a  freehold,  within  this  commonwealth,  of  the 
value  of  three  hundred  pounds  at  least,  or  possessed  of  personal 
estate  to  the  value  of  six  hundred  pounds  at  least,  or  of  both  to 
the  amount  of  the  same  sum,  and]  who  has  not  been  an  inhabit- 
ant of  this  commonwealth  for  the  space  of  five  years  immedi- 
ately preceding  his  election,  and,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  he 
shall  be  an  inhabitant  in  the  district  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen.     [See  Amendments,  Articles  XIII.,  XXII.] 

Art.  VI.  The  senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  them- 
selves, provided  such  adjournments  do  not  exceed  two  days  at 
a  time. 

Art.  VII.  The  senate  shall  choose  its  own  president,  ap- 
point its  own  officers,  and  determine  its  own  rules  of  proceed- 
ings. 

Art.  VIII.  The  senate  shall  be  a  court  with  full  authority 
to  hear  and  determine  all  impeachments  made  by  the  house  of 
representatives,  against  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  common- 
wealth, for  misconduct  and  mal-admimstration  in  their  offices. 
But  previous  to  the  trial  of  every  impeachment  the  members 
of  the  senate  shall  respectively  be  sworn,  truly  and  impartially 
to  try  and  determine  the  charge  in  question,  according  to  evi- 
dence. Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  office  and  disqualification  to  hold  or 
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enjoy  any  place  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  common- 
wealth;  but  the  party  so  convicted  shall  be,  nevertheless, 
liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

Art.  IX.  [Not  less  than  sixteen  members  of  the  senate 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business.]  [See  Amend- 
ments, Articles  XXII.,  XXXIII.] 


Chapter  I. 

Section  III. 
Hotise  of  Representativea, 

Article  I.  There  shall  be,  in  the  legislature  of  this  com- 
monwealth, a  representation  of  the  people,  annually  elected, 
and  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality. 

Art.  II.  [And  in  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principle 
of  equality,  every  corporate  town  containing  one  hundred  and 
fifty  ratable  polls  may  elect  one  representative;  every  cor- 
porate town  containing  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  ratable 
polls  may  elect  two  representatives;  every  corporate  town 
containing  six  hundred  ratable  polls  may  elect  three  repre- 
sentatives; and  proceeding  in  that  manner,  making  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  ratable  polls  the  mean  increasing  nimiber 
for  every  additional  representative.  [See  Amendments,  Arti- 
cles XII.,  XIII.,  XXI.] 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  town  now  incorporated, 
not  having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect  one 
representative;  but  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated 
with  the  privilege  of  electing  a  representative,  unless  there 
are  within  the  same  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls.] 

And  the  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall  neglect  to 
choose  and  return  members  to  the  same,  agreeably  to  this 
constitution. 
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[The  expenses  of  travelling  to  the  general  assembly,  and 
returning  home,  once  in  every  session,  and  no  mcMe,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  government,  out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every 
member  who  shall  attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  house,  and  does  notdepart  without  leave.]  [See 
Amendments,  Article  XXXV.] 

Art.  III.  Every  member  of  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  be  chosen  by  written  votes;  [and,  for  one  year  at  least 
next  preceding  his  election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of, 
and  have  been  seised  in  his  own  right  of  a  freehold  of  the  value 
of  one  hundred  poimds  within  the  town  he  shall  be  chosen  to 
represent,  or  any  ratable  estate  to  the  value  of  two  hundred 
pounds;  and  he  shall  cease  to  represent  the  said  town  imme- 
diately on  his  ceasing  to  be  qualified  as  aforesaid.]  [See 
Amendments,  Articles  XIII.,  XXI.] 

Art.  rV.  [Every  male  person,  being  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  resident  in  any  particular  town  in  this  commonwealth 
for  the  space  of  one  year  next  preceding,  having  a  freehold 
estate  within  the  said  town  of  the  annual  income  of  three 
pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the  value  of  sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a 
right  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  a  representative  or  representatives 
for  the  said  town.]  [See  Amendments,  Articles  III.,  XX., 
XXIII.,  XXVI.,  XXVIII.,  XXX.,  XXXI.,  XXXII.,  XLV.] 

Art.  V.  [The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall 
be  chosen  annually  in  the  month  of  May,  ten  days  at  least 
before  the  last  Wednesday  of  that  month.]  [See  Amendments, 
Articles  X.,  XV.] 

Art.  VI.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  the  grand 
inquest  of  this  commonwealth;  and  all  impeachments  made 
by  them  shall  be  heard  and  tried  by  the  senate. 

Art.  VII.  All  money  bills  shall  originate  in  the  house  of 
representatives;  but  the  senate  may  propose  or  concur  with 
amendments,  as  on  other  bills. 
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Art.  VIII.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power 
to  adjourn  themselves;  provided  such  adjournment  shall  not 
exceed  two  days  at  a  time. 

Art.  IX.  [Not  less  than  sixty  members  of  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business.] 
[See  Amendments,  Articles  XXI.,  XXXIII.] 

Art.  X.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  the  judge  of 
the  returns,  elections,  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members, 
as  pointed  out  in  the  constitution;  shall  choose  their  own 
speaker;  appoint  their  own  officers,  and  settle  the  rules  and 
orders  of  proceeding  in  their  own  house.  They  shall  have 
authority  to  punish  by  imprisonment  every  person,  not  a 
member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  house,  by  any 
disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence;  or  who, 
in  the  town  where  the  general  court  is  sitting,  and  during  the 
time  of  its  sitting,  shall  threaten  harm  to  the  body  or  estate  of 
any  of  its  members,  for  any  thing  said  or  done  in  the  house; 
or  who  shall  assault  any  of  them  therefor;  or  who  shall  assault, 
or  arrest,  any  witness,  or  other  person,  ordered  to  attend  the 
house,  in  his  way  in  going  or  returning;  or  who  shall  rescue 
any  person  arrested  by  the  order  of  the  house. 

And  no  member  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
arrested,  or  held  to  bail  on  mesne  process,  during  his  g(»ng 
unto,  returning  from,  or  his  attending  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  XI.  The  senate  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  the 
like  cases;  and  the  governor  and  council  shall  have  the  same 
authority  to  punish  in  like  cases;  provided,  that  no  imprison- 
ment on  the  warrant  or  order  of  the  governor,  council,  senate, 
or  house  of  representatives,  for  either  of  the  above  described 
ofifences,  be  for  a  term  exceeding  thirty  days. 

And  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  may  try  and 
determine  all  cases  where  their  rights  and  privileges  are  con- 
cerned, and  which,  by  the  constitution,  they  have  authority  to 
try  and  determine,  by  committees  of  their  own  members,  or  in 
such  other  way  as  they  may  respectively  think  best. 
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Chapter  II. 

EXECUTIVE   POWER. 

Section  I. 

Governor, 

Article  I.  There  ehall  be  a  supreme  executive  magistrate, 
who  shall  be  styled  —  The  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth OF  Massachusetts;  and  whose  title  shall  be  —  His 
Excellency. 

Art.  II.  The  governor  shall  be  chosen  annually;  and  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  this  office,  unless,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  he  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  common- 
wealth for  seven  years  next  preceding;  [and  unless  he  shall 
at  the  same  time  be  seised,  in  his  own  right,  of  a  freehold, 
within  the  commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  one  thousand 
poimds;]  [and  unless  he  shall  declare  himself  to  be  of  the 
Christian  religion.]   [See  Amendments,  Articles  VII.,  XXXIV.] 

Art.  III.  Those  persons  who  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for 
senators  and  representatives  within  the  several  towns  of  this 
commonwealth  shall,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose, 
on  the  [first  Monday  of  April]  annually,  give  in  their  votes  for 
a  governor,  to  the  selectmen,  who  shall  preside  at  such  meet- 
ings; and  the  town  clerk,  in  the  presence  and  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  selectmen,  shall,  in  open  town  meeting,  sort  and 
count  the  votes,  and  form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with 
the  number  of  votes  for  each  person  against  his  name;  and 
shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  same  in  the  town  books,  and  a 
public  declaration  thereof  in  the  said  meeting;  and  shall,  in 
the  presence  of  the  inhabitants,  seal  up  copies  of  the  said  list, 
attested  by  him  and  the  selectmen,  and  transmit  the  same  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county,  thirty  days  at  least  before  the  [last 
Wednesday  in  May];  and  the  sheriff  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  the  secretary's  office,  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the 
said  [last  Wednesday  in  May];  or  the  selectmen  may  cause 
returns  of  the  same  to  be  made  to  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  commonwealth,  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said 
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day;  and  the  secretary  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  senate  and 
the  house  of  representatives  on  the  [last  Wednesday  in  May], 
to  be  by  them  examined;  and  in  case  of  an  election  by  a 
[majority]  of  all  the  votes  retm*ned,  the  choice  shall  be  by 
them  declared  and  published;  but  if  no  person  shall  have  a 
[majority]  of  votes,  the  house  of  representatives  shall,  by  ballot, 
elect  two  out  of  four  persons  who  had  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  if  so  many  shall  have  been  voted  for;  but,  if  other- 
wise, out  of  the  number  voted  for;  and  make  return  to  the 
senate  of  the  two  persons  so  elected;  on  which  the  senate 
shall  proceed,  by  ballot,  to  elect  one,  who  shall  be  declared 
governor.  [See  Amendments,  Articles  II.,  X.,  XTV".,  XV., 
XLV.] 

Art.  rV.  The  governor  shall  have  authority,  from  time  to 
time,  at  his  discretion,  to  assemble  and  call  together  the  coun- 
cillors of  this  commonwealth  for  the  time  being;  and  the  gov- 
ernor with  the  said  councillors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  hold  and  keep  a  council,  for  the 
ordering  and  directing  the  affairs  of  the  commonwealth,  agree- 
ably to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  land. 

Art.  V.  The  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority,  during  the  session  of  the  general 
court,  to  adjourn  or  prorogue  the  same  to  any  time  the  two 
houses  shall  desire;  [and  to  dissolve  the  same  on  the  day  next 
preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in  May;  and,  in  the  recess  of  the 
said  court,  to  prorogue  the  same  from  time  to  time,  not  exceed- 
ing ninety  days  in  any  one  recess ;]  and  to  call  it  together  sooner 
than  th^  time  to  which  it  may  be  adjourned  or  prorogued,  if 
the  welfare  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require  the  same;  and 
in  case  of  any  infectious  distemper  prevailing  in  the  place 
where  the  said  court  is  next  at  any  time  to  convene,  or  any 
other  cause  happening,  whereby  danger  may  arise  to  the  health 
or  lives  of  the  members  from  their  attendance,  he  may  direct 
the  session  to  be  held  at  some  other,  the  most  convenient 
place  within  the  state.     [See  Amendments,  Article  X.] 

[And  the  governor  shall  dissolve  the  said  general  court  on 
the  day  next  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in  May.]  [See 
Amendments,  Article  X.] 
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Art.  VI.  In  oases  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses, 
with  regard  to  the  necessity,  expediency,  or  time  of  adjourn- 
ment or  prorogation,  the  governor,  with  advice  of  the  council, 
shall  have  a  right  to  adjourn  or  prorogue  the  general  court,  not 
exceeding  ninety  dayB,  as  he  shall  determine  the  public  good 
shall  require. 

Art.  VII.  The  governor  of  this  commonwealth,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and 
navy,  and  of  all  the  military  forces  of  the  state,  by  sea  and  land ; 
and  shall  have  full  power,  by  himself,  or  by  any  commander, 
or  other  officer  or  officers,  from  time  to  time,  to  train,  instruct, 
exercise,  and  govern  the  militia  and  navy;  and,  for  the  special 
defence  and  safety  of  the  commonwealth,  to  assemble  in  martial 
array,  and  put  in  warlike  posture,  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
to  lead  and  conduct  them,  and  with  them  to  encounter,  repel, 
resist,  expel,  and  pursue,  by  force  of  arms,  as  well  by  sea  as  by 
land,  within  or  without  the  limits  of  this  commonwealth,  and 
also  to  kill,  slay,  and  destroy,  if  necessary,  and  conquer,  by  all 
fitting  ways,  enterprises,  and  means  whatsoever,  all  and  every 
such  person  and  persons  as  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  a 
hostile  manner,  attempt  or  enterprise  the  destruction,  invasion, 
detriment,  or  annoyance  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  to  use  and 
exercise,  over  the  army  and  navy,  and  over  the  militia  in  actual 
service,  the  law-martial,  in  time  of  war  or  invasion,  and  also  in 
time  of  rebeUion,  declared  by  the  legislature  to  exist,  as  occa- 
sion shall  necessarily  require;  and  to  take  and  surprise,  by  all 
ways  and  means  whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  person  or  per- 
sons, with  their  ships,  arms,  ammunition,  and  other  goods,  as 
shall,  in  a  hostile  manner,  invade,  or  attempt  the  invadhig, 
conquering,  or  annoying  this  conmion wealth;  and  that  the 
governor  be  intrusted  with  all  these  and  other  powers,  incident 
to  the  offices  of  captain-general  and  commander-in-chief,  and 
admiral,  to  be  exercised  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  not  otherwise. 

Provided,  that  the  said  governor  shall  not,  at  any  time  here- 
after, by  virtue  of  any  power  by  this  constitution  granted,  or 
hereafter  to  be  granted  to  him  by  the  legislature,  transport  any 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  or  oblige  them  to 
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march  out  of  the  limits  of  the  same,  without  their  free  and 
voluntary  consent,  or  the  consent  of  the  general  court;  except 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  march  or  transport  them  by  land 
or  water,  for  the  defence  of  such  part  of  the  state  to  which  they 
cannot  otherwise  conveniently  have  access. 

Art.  VIII.  The  power  of  pardoning  offences,  except  such 
as  persons  may  be  convicted  of  before  the  senate  by  an  im- 
peachment of  the  house,  shall  be  in  the  governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  council;  but  no  charter  of  pardon,  granted  by 
the  governor,  with  advice  of  the  council  before  conviction, 
shall  avail  the  party  pleading  the  same,  notwithstanding  any 
general  or  particular  expressions  contained  therein,  descrip- 
tive of  the  offence  or  offences  intended  to  be  pardoned. 

Art.  IX.  All  judicial  officers,  [the  attorney-general,]  the 
solicitor-general,  [all  sheriffs,]  coroners,  {and  registers  of  pro- 
bate,] shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council;  and  every 
such  nomination  shall  be  made  by  the  governor,  and  made  at 
least  seven  days  prior  to  such  appointment.  [See  Amendments, 
Articles  IV.,  XVII.,  XIX.J 

Art.  X.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  mib'tia  shall  be 
elected  by  the  written  votes  of  the  train-band  and  alarm  list  of 
their  respective  companies,  [of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
upwards;]  the  field  officers  of  regiments  shall  be  elected  by  the 
written  votes  of  the  captains  and  subalterns  of  their  respective 
regiments;  the  brigadiers  shall  be  elected,  in  like  manner,  by 
the  field  officers  of  their  respective  brigades;  and  such  officers, 
so  elected,  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor,  who  shall 
determine  their  T&nk..     [See  Amendments,  Article  V.] 

The  legislature  shall,  by  standing  laws,  direct  the  time  and 
manner  of  convening  the  electors,  and  of  collecting  votes,  and 
of  certifsang  to  the  governor,  the  officers  elected. 

The  major-generals  shall  he  appointed  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  each  having  a  negative  upon  the 
other;  and  be  commissioned  by  the  governor.  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  IV.] 

And  if  the  electors  of  brigadiers,  field  officers,  captains  or 
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subalterns,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  eleotioas,  after 
being  duly  notified,  according  to  the  laws  for  the  time  being, 
then  the  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  fill  such  offices. 

[And  no  officer,  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the 
militia,  shall  be  removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of 
both  houses  to  the  governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial, 
pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  time  being.] 
[See  Amendments,  Article  IV.] 

The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  appoint  their 
adjutants  and  quartermasters;  the  brigadiers  their  brigade- 
majors;  and  the  major-generals  their  aids;  and  the  governor 
shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general. 

The  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint  all  officers 
of  the  continental  army,  whom  by  the  confederation  of  the 
United  States  it  is  provided  that  this  commonwealth  shall 
appoint,  as  also  all  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons. 

The  divisions  of  the  miUtia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and 
companies,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in  force, 
shall  be  considered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the  militia  of  this 
commonwealth,  until  the  same  shall  be  altered  in  pursuance 
of  some  future  law. 

Art.  XI.  No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as  may 
be  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or  treas- 
urer's notes,  or  for  the  payment  of  interest  arising  thereon)  but 
by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  governor  for  the  time  being, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  the  necessary 
defence  and  support  of  the  commonwealth;  and  for  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  agreeably 
to  the  acts  and  resolv^es  of  the  general  court. 

Art.  XII.  All  public  boards,  the  commissary-general,  all 
superintending  officers  of  pubb'c  magazines  and  stores,  belong- 
ing to  this  conmion wealth,  and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts 
and  garrisons  within  the  same,  shall  once  in  every  three  months, 
officially,  and  without  requisition,  and  at  other  times,  when 
required  by  the  governor,  deliver  to  him  an  account  of  all  goods, 
stores,  provisions,  ammunition,  cannon  with  their  appendages,

and  small  arms  with  their  accoutrements,  and  of  all  other 
public  property  whatever  under  their  care  respectively;  dis- 
tinguishing the  quantity,  number,  quaUty  and  kind  of  each, 
as  particularly  as  may  be;  together  with  the  condition  of  such 
forts  and  garrisons;  and  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  ex- 
hibit to  the  governor,  when  required  by  him,  true  and  exact 
plans  of  such  forts,  and  of  the  land  and  sea  or  harbor  or  harbors, 
adjacent. 

And  the  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers,  shall  communi- 
cate to  the  governor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the 
same,  all  letters,  despatches,  and  intelligencies  of  a  public 
nature,  which  shall  be  directed  to  them  respectively. 

Art.  XIII.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  governor 
should  not  be  under  the  undue  influence  of  any  of  the  members 
of  the  general  court  by  a  dependence  on  them  for  his  support, 
that  he  should  in  all  cases  act  with  freedom  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public,  that  he  should  not  have  his  attention  necessarDy 
diverted  from  that  object  to  his  private  concerns,  and  that  he 
should  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  conmionwealth  in  the  char- 
acter of  its  chief  magistrate,  it  is  necessary  that  he  should  have 
an  honorable  stated  salary,  of  a  fixed  and  permanent  value, 
amply  sufficient  for  those  purposes,  and  established  by  stand- 
ing laws:  and  it  shall  be  among  the  fijrst  acts  of  the  general 
court,  after  the  commencement  of  this  constitution,  to  estab- 
lish such  salary  by  law  accordingly. 

Permanent  and  honorable  salaries  shall  also  be  established 
by  law  for  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court. 

And  if  it  shall  be  found  that  any  of  the  salaries  aforesaid,  so 
established,  are  insufficient,  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
enlarged,  as  the  general  court  shall  judge  proper. 


Chapter  n. 

Section  II. 

LieutenantrO<yD€rnor, 

Abticlb  I.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  a  lieutenant- 
governor  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  whose  title 
shall  be  —  His  Honob;  and  who  shall  be  qualified,  in  point  of

[religion,]  [property,]  and  residence  in  the  commonwealth,  in 
the  same  manner  with  the  governor;  and  the  day  and  manner 
of  his  election,  and  the  quaUfioations  of  the  electors,  shall  be 
the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election  of  a  governor.  The 
return  of  the  votes  for  this  officer,  and  the  declaration  of  his 
election,  shall  be  in  the  same  manner;  [and  if  no  one  person 
shall  be  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  returned,  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives, in  the  same  manner  as  the  governor  is  to  be  elected,  in 
case  no  one  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
people  to  be  governor.]  [See  Amendments,  Articles  VII., 
XrV.,  XXXIV.] 

Abt.  II.  The  govem(»r,  and  in  his  absence  the  b'eutenant- 
govemor,  shall  be  president  of  the  council,  but  shall  have  no 
vote  in  council;  and  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  always  be  a 
member  of  the  council,  except  when  the  chair  of  the  governor 
shall  be  vacant. 

Art.  III.  Whenever  the  chair  of  the  governor  shall  be 
vacant,  by  reason  of  his  death,  or  absence  from  the  common- 
wealth, or  otherwise,  the  lieutenant-governor,  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  perform  all  the  duties  incum- 
bent upon  the  governor,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  authorities,  which  by  this  constitution  the  governor 
is  vested  with,  when  personally  present. 


Chapter  II. 

Sbctiok  III. 
Council,  and  the  Manner  of  settling  Elections  by  the  Legislature, 

Articlb  I.  There  shall  be  a  council  for  advising  the  gov- 
ernor in  the  executive  part  of  the  government,  to  consist  of 
[nine]  persons  besides  the  lieutenant-governor,  whom  the  gov- 
ernor, for  the  time  being,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority, 
from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,  to  assemble  and  call 
together;  and  the  governor,  with  the  said  cotmcillors,  or  five  of 
them  at  least,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  hold  and  keep 
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a  council,  for  the  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs  of  the  oom- 
monwealth,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land.  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XVI.] 

Art.  II.  [Nine  councillors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from 
among  the  persons  returned  for  councillors  and  senators,  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and 
representatives  assembled  in  one  room;  and  in  case  there  shall 
not  be  found  upon  the  first  choice,  the  whole  number  of  nine 
persons  who  will  accept  a  seat  in  the  council,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  made  up  by  the  electors  aforesaid  from  among  the 
people  at  large;  and  the  number  of  senators  left  shall  consti- 
tute the  senate  for  the  year.  The  seats  of  the  persons  thus 
elected  from  the  senate,  and  accepting  the  trust,  shall  be 
vacated  in  the  senate.]  [See  Amendments,  Articles  X.,  XIII., 
XVI.] 

Art.  III.  The  coimcillors,  in  the  civil  arrangements  of 
the  commonwealth,  shall  have  rank  next  after  the  lieutenant- 
governor. 

Art.  rV.  [Not  more  than  two  councillors  shall  be  chosen 
out  of  any  one  district  of  this  conmionwealth.]  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XVI.] 

Art.  V.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  the  council  shall  be 
recorded  in  a  register,  and  signed  by  the  members  present;  and 
this  record  may  be  called  for  at  any  time  by  either  house  of 
the  legislature;  and  any  member  of  the  council  may  insert  his 
opinion,  contrary  to  the  resolution  of  the  majority. 

Art.  VI.  Whenever  the  office  of  the  governor  and  lieu- 
tenant-governor shall  be  vacant,  by  reason  of  death,  absence, 
or  otherwise,  then  the  coimcil,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall, 
during  such  vacancy,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  do,  and 
execute,  all  and  every  such  acts,  matters,  and  things,  as  the 
governor  or  the  lieutenant-governor  might  or  could,  by  virtue 
of  this  constitution,  do  or  execute,  if  they,  or  either  of  them, 
were  personally  present. 
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Abt.  VII.  [And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be 
made,  by  this  constitution,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May 
annually,  by  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  may  not  be 
completed  on  that  day,  the  said  elections  may  be  adjourned 
from  day  to  day  until  the  same  shall  be  completed.  And  the 
order  of  elections  shall  be  as  follows:  the  vacancies  in  the  sen- 
ate, if  any,  shall  first  be  filled  up;  the  governor  and  lieutenant- 
governor  shall  then  be  elected,  provided  there  should  be  no 
choice  of  them  by  the  people;  and  afterwards  the  two  houses 
shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  council.]  [See  Amend' 
ments,  Articles  XVI.,  XXV.] 


Chapter  II. 

Section  IV. 

Secretary t  Treasurer^  Commissary y  etc. 

Article  I.  [The  secretary,  treasurer  and  receiver-general, 
and  the  commissary-general,  notaries  public,  and]  naval 
officers,  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators 
and  representatives  in  one  room.  And,  that  the  citizens  of 
this  commonwealth  may  be  assured,  from  time  to  time,  that 
the  moneys  remaining  in  the  public  treasury,  upon  the  settle- 
ment and  liquidation  of  the  public  accounts,  are  their  prop- 
erty, no  man  shall  be  eligible  as  treasurer  and  receiver-general 
more  than  five  years  successively.    [See  Amendments,  Articles 

IV.,  xvn.] 

Art.  n.  The  records  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary,  who  may  appoint  his  deputies, 
for  whose  conduct  he  shall  be  accountable;  and  he  shall  at- 
tend the  governor  and  council,  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, in  person,  or  by  his  deputies,  as  they  shall  respec- 
tively require.

Chapter  III. 

JUDICIARY   POWER. 

Articlb  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commissioned  officers  shall 
by  law  have  in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective 
commiasions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commis- 
sioned, and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  be- 
havior, excepting  such  concerning  whom  there  is  different 
provision  made  in  this  constitution:  provided  nevertheless, 
the  governor,  with  consent  of  the  coimcil,  may  remove  them 
upon  the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the 
govemof  and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the 
opinions  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon 
important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

Art.  III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  who  shall 
fail  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office  with  ability 
or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  expire 
and  become  void,  in  the  term  of  seven  years  from  their  re- 
spective dates;  and,  upon  the  expiration  of  any  commission, 
the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be  renewed,  or  another  person 
appointed,  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the  well-being  of  the 
commonwealth.    [See  Amendments,  Article  XXXVII.] 

Art.  rV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  place 
or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience"  of  the  people  shall 
require;  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hereafter, 
appoint  such  times  and  places;  until  which  appointments,  the 
said  ooxurts  shall  be  holden  at  the  times  and  places  which  the 
respective  judges  shall  direct. 

Art.  V.  All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  alimony,  and 
all  appeals  from  the  judges  of  probate,  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  the  governor  and  council,  until  the  legislature  shall, 
by  law,  make  other  provision. 
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Chapter  IV. 

DELEGATES  TO   CONOBBS8. 

[The  delegates  of  this  commoDwealth  to  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  annually, 
be  elected  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  hou3e  of  repre- 
sentatives, assembled  together  in  one  room;  to  serve  in  con- 
gress for  one  year,  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember then  next  ensuing.  They  shall  have  commissions 
under  the  hand  of  the  governor,  and  the  great  seal  of  the 
commonwealth;  but  may  be  recalled  at  any  time  within  the 
year,  and  others  chosen  and  commissioned,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, in  their  stead.] 


Chapter  V. 

THE    UNTVERSFTT    AT    CAMBRIDGE,    AND    BNCSOUBAGBMENT    OF 

UTBRATURE,  ETC. 

Section  I. 

The  University, 

Article  I.  Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  bo  early 
as  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  laid  the 
foimdation  of  Harvard  College,  in  which  university  many  per- 
sons of  great  eminence  have,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  been 
initiated  in  those  arts  and  sciences  which  qualified  them  for 
public  employments,  both  in  church  and  state;  and  whereas 
the  encouragement  of  arts  and  sciences,  and  all  good  literature, 
tends  to  the  honor  of  God,  the  advantage  of  the  Christian 
religion,  and  the  great  benefit  of  this  and  the  other  United 
States  of  America,  —  it  is  declared,  that  the  President  and 
Fellows  op  Harvard  College,  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
and  their  successors  in  that  capacity,  their  officers  and  servants, 
shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy,  all  the  powers, 
authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  iimnunities,  and  fran- 
chises, which  they  now  have,  or  are  entitled  to  have,  hold,  use, 
exercise,  and  enjoy;  and  the  same  are  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed unto  them,  the  said  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard 
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College,  and  to  their  successors,  and  to  their  officers  and 
servants,  respectively,  forever. 

Art.  II.  And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by 
divers  persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  heretofore 
made,  either  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in  New  Eng- 
land, or  to  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  or 
to  the  said  college  by  some  other 'description,  under  several 
charters,  successively;  it  is  declared,  that  all  the  said  gifts, 
grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  are  hereby  forever 
confirmed  unto  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College, 
and  to  their  successors  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor 
or  grantors,  devisor  or  devisors. 

Art.  III.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of 
the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  governor  and  deputy- 
governor,  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magistrates  of  that 
jurisdiction,  were,  with  the  president,  and  a  number  of  the 
clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  constituted  the  overseers  of 
Harvard  College;  and  it  being  necessary,  in  this  new  constitu- 
tion of  government  to  ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed  successors 
to  the  said  governor,  deputy-governor,  and  magistrates;  it  is 
declared,  that  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  council,  and 
senate  of  this  commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  ther 
successors,  who,  with  the  president  of  Harvard  College,  for 
the  time  being,  together  with  the  ministers  of  the  congrega- 
tional churches  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge,  Watertown, 
Charlestown,  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester,  mentioned 
in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any  way  appertaining 
to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College;  provided,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  legislature  of  this 
commonwealth  from  making  such  alterations  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  said  university,  as  shall  be  conducive  to  its  ad- 
vantage, and  the  interest  of  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  a 
manner  as  might  have  been  done  by  the  legislature  of  the  late 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay. 
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Chapter  V. 

Section  II. 
The  Encouragement  of  Literature,  etc. 

Wisdom  and  knowledge,  as  well  as  virtue,  diffused  generally 
among  the  body  of  the  people,  being  necessary  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  their  rights  and  liberties;  and  as  these  depend  on 
spreading  the  opportunities  and  advantages  of  education  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  country,  and  among  the  different 
orders  of  the  people,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  legislatures  and 
magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this  conmionwealth,  to 
cherish  the  interests  of  literature  and  the  sciences,  and  all 
seminaries  of  them;  especially  the  imiversity  at  Cambridge, 
public  schools  and  grammar  schools  in  the  towns;  to  en- 
courage private  societies  and  public  institutions,  rewards  and 
immunities,  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences, 
commerce,  trades,  manufactures,  and  a  natural  history  of  the 
cotmtry;  to  countenance  and  inculcate  the  principles  of 
himianity  and  general  benevolence,  public  and  private  charity, 
industry  and  frugality,  honesty  and  punctuality  in  their 
deab'ngs;  sincerity,  good  himior,  and  all  social  affections,  and 
generous  sentiments,  among  the  x>eople.  [See  Amendments, 
Articles  XVIII,  XLVI.J

Article  I.  [Any  person  chosen  governor,  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, councillor,  senator,  or  representative,  and  accepting  the 
trust,  shall,  before  he  proceed  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  place 
or  office,  make  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration,  viz.: 

*'I,  A.  B.,  do  declare,  that  I  believe  the  Christian  religion, 
and  have  a  firm  persuasion  of  its  truth;  and  that  I  am  seised 
and  possessed,  in  my  own  right,  of  the  property  required  by 
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the  constitution,  as  one  qualification  for  the  office  or  place  to 
which  I  am  elected."    [See  Amendments,  Article  VII.] 

And  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  councillors,  shall 
make  and  subscribe  the  said  declaration,  in  the  presence  of  the 
two  houses  of  assembly;  and  the  senators  and  representatives, 
first  elected  under  this  constitution,  before  the  president  and 
five  of  the  council  of  the  former  constitution ;  and  forever  after- 
wards before  the  governor  and  council  for  the  time  being.] 

And  every  person  chosen  to  either  of  the  places  or  offices 
aforesaid,  as  also  any  person  appointed  or  commissioned  to  any 
judicial,  executive,  military,  or  other  office  under  the  govern- 
ment, shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  discharge  of  the  business  of 
his  place  or  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  declaration, 
and  oaths  or  affirmations,  viz.: 

["I,  A.B.,  do  truly  and  sincerely  acknowledge,  profess,  tee- 
tify,  and  declare,  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be,  a  free,  sovereign,  and  indei>endent 
state;  and  I  do  swear,  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance 
to  the  said  commonwealth,  and  that  I  will  defend  the  same 
against  traitorous  conspiracies  and  all  hostile  attempts  whatso- 
ever; and  that  I  do  renounce  and  abjure  all  allegiance,  subjeo- 
tion,  and  obedience  to  the  king,  queen,  or  government  of  Great 
Britain  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  every  other  foreign  power 
whatsoever;  and  that  no  foreign  prince,  person,  prelate,  state, 
or  potentate,  hath,  or  ought  to  have,  any  jurisdiction,  superior- 
ity, pre-eminence,  authority,  dispensing  or  other  power,  in  any 
matter,  civil,  ecclesiastical,  or  spiritual,  within  this  common- 
wealth, except  the  authority  and  power  which  is  or  may  be 
vested  by  their  constituents  in  the  congress  of  the  United 
States:  and  I  do  further  testify  and  declare,  that  no  man  or 
body  of  men  hath  or  can  have  any  right  to  absolve  or  discharge 
me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath,  declaration,  or  affirmation; 
and  that  I  do  make  this  acknowledgment,  profession,  testi- 
mony, declaration,  denial,  renunciation,  and  abjuration,  heart- 
ily and  truly,  according  to  the  conmion  meaning  and  accepta- 
tion of  the  foregoing  words,  without  any  equivocation,  mental 
evasion,  or  secret  reservation  whatsoever.  So  help  me,  God."] 
[See  Amendments,  Article  VI.] 
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"  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incmnbent 
on  me  as  ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and  imder- 
standing,  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  con- 
stitution and  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth.  So  help  me, 
God." 

Provided,  always,  that  when  any  ];}erson  chosen  or  appointed 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  the  people  called 
Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said  oathls],  he  shall 
make  his  affirmation  in  the  foregoing  form,  and  subscribe  the 
same,  omitting  the  words,  ["J  do  swear"  **and  abjure"  *'oath 
or"  *'and  abjuration"  in  the  first  oath,  and  in  the  second 
oath,  the  words]  *'»toeor  and"  and  [in  each  of  them]  the  words 
**So  help  me,  God;"  subjoining  instead  thereof,  *'Thi8  I  do 
under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury."  [See  Amendments, 
Article  VI.J 

And  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  sub- 
scribed by  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  coimcillors, 
before  the  president  of  the  senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
houses  of  assembly;  and  by  the  senators  and  representatives 
first  elected  under  this  constitution,  before  the  president  and 
five  of  the  council  of  the  former  constitution ;  and  forever  after- 
wards before  the  governor  and  council  for  the  time  being;  and 
by  the  residue  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  before  such  persons  and 
in  such  manner  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
legislature. 

Abt.  II.  No  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  or  judge  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  shall  hold  any  other  office  or  place, 
under  the  authority  of  this  commonwealth,  except  such  as  by 
this  constitution  they  are  admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the 
judges  of  the  said  court  may  hold  the  offices  of  justices  of  the 
peace  through  the  state;  nor  shall  they  hold  any  other  place  or 
office,  or  receive  any  pension  or  salary  from  any  other  state  or 
government  or  power  whatever.  [See  Amendments,  Article 
VIII.] 

No  person  shall  be  capable  of  holding  or  exercising  at  the 
same  time,  within  this  state,  more  than  one  of  the  following 
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offices,  viz. :  judge  of  probate  —  sheriff  —  register  of  probate  — 
or  register  of  deeds;  and  never  more  than  any  two  offices,  which 
are  to  be  held  by  appointment  of  the  governor,  or  the  governor 
and  coimoil,  or  the  senate,  or  the  house  of  representatives,  or 
by  the  election  of  the  people  of  the  state  at  large,  or  of  the 
people  of  any  county,  military  offices,  and  the  offices  of  justices 
of  the  peace  excepted,  shall  be  held  by  one  person. 

No  person  holding  the  office  of  judge  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court  —  secretary  —  attorney-general  —  solicitor-general  — 
treasurer  or  receiver-general — judge  of  probate  —  commissary- 
general  —  [president,  professor,  or  instructor  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege] —  sheriff  —  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  —  regis- 
ter of  probate  —  register  of  deeds  —  clerk  of  the  supreme  ju- 
dicial court  —  clerk  of  the  inferior  court  of  conmion  pleas  — 
or  officer  of  the  customs,  including  in  this  description  naval 
officers  —  shall  at  the  same  time  have  a  seat  in  the  senate  or 
house  of  representatives;  but  their  being  chosen  or  appointed 
to,  and  accepting  the  same,  shall  operate  as  a  resignation  of 
their  seat  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives;  and  the 
place  so  vacated  shall  be  filled  up.  [See  Amendments,  Articles 
VIII.,  XXVII.] 

And  the  same  rule  shall  take  place  in  case  any  judge  of  the 
said  supreme  judicial  court,  or  judge  of  probate,  shall  accept  a 
seat  in  council;  or  any  councillor  shall  accept  of  either  of  those 
offices  or  places. 

And  no  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the 
legislature,  or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall,  in  the  due  course  of 
law,  have  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  corruption  in  obtaining 
an  election  or  appointment. 

Art.  III.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned 
in  this  constitution,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed  in 
silver,  at  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  per  ounce;  and  it  shall 
be  in  the  power  of  the  legislature,  from  time  to  time,  to  in- 
crease such  qualifications,  as  to  property,  of  the  persons  to  be 
elected  to  offices,  as  the  circiunstances  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  require.    [See  Amendments,  Articles  XIII.,  XXXTV.] 
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Art.  IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  signed  by  the  governor  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  or  his  deputy,  and  have  the  great 
seal  of  the  commonwealth  afi&zed  thereto. 

Art.  V.  All  writs,  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts;  they  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  court 
from  whence  they  issue;  they  shall  bear  test  of  the  first  justice 
of  the  court  to  which  they  shall  be  returnable,  who  is  not  a 
party,  and  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  such  court. 

Art.  VI.  All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted, 
used,  and  approved  in  the  Province,  Colony,  or  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  and  usually  practised  on  in  the  courts  of  law, 
shall  still  remain  and  be  in  full  force,  until  altered  or  repealed 
by  the  le^slature;  such  parts  only  excepted  as  are  repugnant 
to  the  rights  and  liberties  contained  in  this  constitution. 

Art.  VII.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  be  enjoyed  in  this  commonwealth,  in  the  most  free, 
easy,  cheap,  expeditious,  and  ample  manner;  and  shall  not  be 
suspended  by  the  legislature,  except  upon  the  most  urgent  and 
pressing  occasions,  and  for  a  limited  time,  not  exceeding  twelve 
months. 

Art.  VIII.  The  enacting  style,  in  making  and  passing  all 
acts,  statutes  and  laws,  shall  be  —  *'Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  as- 
sembled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same." 

Art.  IX.  To  the  end  there  may  be  no  failmw  of  justice,  or 
danger  arise  to  the  conmionwealth  from  a  change  of  the  form  of 
government,  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  holding  commis- 
sions imder  the  government  and  people  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
in  New  England,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  said  government 
and  people,  at  the  time  this  constitution  shall  take  effect,  shall 
have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy,  all  the  powers  and  author- 
ity to  them  granted  or  committed,  until  other  persons  shall  be 
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appointed  in  their  stead;  and  all  courts  of  law  shall  proceed  in 
the  execution  of  the  business  of  their  respective  departments; 
and  all  the  executive  and  legislative  officers,  bodies,  and  powers 
shall  continue  in  full  force,  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  of  all 
their  trusts,  emplojnnents,  and  authority;  until  the  general 
court,  and  the  supreme  and  executive  officers  under  this  con- 
stitution, are  designated  and  invested  with  their  respective 
trusts,  powers  and  authority. 

Abt.  X.  [In  order  the  more  effectually  to  adhere  to  the 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  to  correct  those  violations 
which  by  any  means  may  be  made  therein,  as  well  as  to  form 
such  alterations  as  from  experience  shall  be  found  necessary, 
the  general  court  which  shall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  shall  issue  precepts 
to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  and  to  the  assessors  of 
the  unincorporated  plantations,  directing  them  to  convene  the 
quahfied  voters  of  their  respective  towns  and  plantations,  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  their  sentiments  on  the  necessity  or 
expediency  of  revising  the  constitution,  in  order  to  amend- 
ments.    [See  Amendments,  Article  IX.] 

And  if  it  shall  appear,  by  the  returns  made,  that  two-thirds 
of  the  qualified  voters  throughout  the  state,  who  shall  assemble 
and  vote  in  consequence  of  the  said  precepts,  are  in  favor  of 
such  revision  or  amendment,  the  general  court  shall  issue  pre- 
cepts, or  direct  them  to  be  issued  from  the  secretary's  office,  to 
the  several  towns  to  elect  delegates  to  meet  in  convention  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid. 

The  said  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  pro- 
portion as  their  representatives  in  the  second  branch  of  the 
legislature  are  by  this  constitution  to  be  chosen.] 

Art.  XI.  This  form  of  government  shall  be  enrolled  on 
parchment,  and  deposited  in  the  secretary's  office,  and  be  a 
part  of  the  laws  of.  the  land;  and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be 
prefixed  to  the  book  containing  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
in  all  future  editions  of  the  said  laws. 
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ABTICLES  OF  AMENDMBNT. 

Articls  I.  If  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  objected  to,  and 
not  approved  by  the  governor;  and  if  the  general  court  shall 
adjourn  within  five  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  laid 
before  the  governor  for  his  approbation,  and  thereby  prevent 
his  returning  it  with  his  objections,  as  provided  by  the  consti- 
tution, such  bill  or  resolve  shall  not  become  a  law,  nor  have 
force  as  such. 

Art.  II.  The  general  court  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  erect  and  constitute  municipal  or  city  governments, 
in  any  corporate  town  or  towns  in  this  commonwealth,  and  to 
grant  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  such  powers,  privileges,  and 
inmiunities,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution,  as  the  general 
court  shall  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  regulation  and 
government  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  calling 
and  holding  public  meetings  of  the  inhabitants,  in  wards  or 
otherwise,  for  the  election  of  officers  under  the  constitution, 
and  the  manner  of  returning  the  votes  given  at  such  meetings. 
Provided,  that  no  such  government  shall  be  erected  or  con- 
stituted in  any  town  not  containing  twelve  thousand  inhab- 
itants, nor  unless  it  be  with  the  consent,  and  on  the  applica- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  town,  present  and 
voting  thereon,  pursuant  to  a  vote  at  a  meeting  duly  warned 
and  holden  for  that  purpose.  And  provided,  also,  that  all  by- 
laws, made  by  such  municipal  or  city  government,  shall  be 
subject,  at  all  times,  to  be  annulled  by  the  general  court.  [See 
Amendments,  Article  XLVII.] 

Abt.  III.  Every  male  citizen  of  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  upwards,  excepting  paupers  and  persons  under  guardian- 
ship, who  shall  have  resided  within  the  conmionwealth  one 
year,  and  within  the  town  or  district  in  which  he  may  claim 
a  right  to  vote,  six  calendar  months  next  preceding  any  eleo- 
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tion  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  senators  or  representa- 
tives, [and  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself  or  his  parent,  mas- 
ter or  guardian,  any  state  or  county  tax,  which  shall,  within 
two  jrears  next  preceding  such  election,  have  been  assessed 
upon  him  in  any  town  or  district  of  this  commonwealth;  and 
also,  every  citizen  who  shall  be,  by  law,  exempted  from  taxation, 
and  who  shall  be,  in  all  other  respects,  qualified  as  above  men- 
tioned,] shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  such  election  of  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  representatives;  and  no 
other  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  such  elections.  [See 
Amendments,  Articles  XX.,  XXIII..  XXVI.,  XXVIII.,  XXX., 
XXXI.,  XXXII.,  XL.,  XLV.] 

Art.  rV.  Notaries  public  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor in  the  same  manner  as  judicial  officers  are  appointed, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  during  seven  years,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  upon 
the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislating.  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XXXVII.] 

[In  case  the  office  of  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  common- 
wealth shall  become  vacant  from  any  cause,  during  the  recess 
of  the  general  court,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council,  shall  nominate  and  appoint,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  a  competent  and  suitable 
person  to  such  vacant  office,  who  shall  hold  the  same  until  a 
successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  general  court.]  [See 
Amendments,  Article  XVII.] 

Whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require 
the  appointment  of  a  commissary-general,  he  shall  be  nom- 
inated, appointed,  and  commissioned,  in  such  manner  as  the 
legislating  may,  by  law,  prescribe. 

All  officers  conMnissioned  to  command  in  the  militia  may  be 
removed  from  office  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may,  by 
law,  prescribe. 

Art.  V.  In  the  elections  of  captains  and  subalterns  of  the 
militia,  all  the  members  of  their  respective  companies,  as  well 
those  under  as  those  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall 
have  a  right  to  vote. 
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Abt.  VI.  Instead  of  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  by  the 
constitution,  the  following  oath  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed 
by  every  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  mil- 
itary, under  the  government  of  this  conmionwealth,  before  he 
shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  wit:  — 

"  I,  A.  B.,  do  solenmly  swear,  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and 
allegiance  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachiisetts,  and  will 
support  the  constitution  thereof.    So  help  me,  God." 

Provided,  That  when  any  person  shall  be  of  the  denomina- 
tion called  Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  said  oath,  he  shall 
make  his  affirmation  in  the  foregoing  form,  omitting  the  word 
"swear'*  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  word  "affirm;"  and 
omitting  the  words  "So  help  me,  God,"  and  subjoining,  instead 
thereof,  the  words,  "This  I  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of 
perjury." 

Abt.  VII.  No  oath,  declaration,  or  subscription,  excepting 
the  oath  prescribed  in  the  preceding  article,  and  the  oath  of 
office,  shall  be  required  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
councillors,  senators,  or  representatives,  to  qualify  them  to 
perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Abt.  Vin.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  this  conmionwealth, 
(except  the  court  of  sessions,)  and  no  person  holding  any  office 
imder  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  (postmasters  ex- 
cepted,) shall,  at  the  same  time,  hold  the  office  of  governor, 
b'eutenant-govemor,  or  coimcillor,  or  have  a  seat  in  the  senate 
or  house  of  representatives  of  this  commonwealth;  and  no 
judge  of  any  court  in  this  commonwealth,  (except  the  court 
of  sessions,)  nor  the  attorney-general,  solicitor-general,  county 
attorney,  clerk  of  any  court,  sheriff,  treasurer  and  receiver- 
general,  register  of  probate,  nor  register  of  deeds,  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  his  said  office  after  being  elected  a  member  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  accepting  that  trust; 
but  the  acceptance  of  such  trust,  by  any  of  the  officers  afore- 
said, shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  of  his  said 
office;  and  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall  hold  no 
other  office  under  the  government  of  this  commonwealth,  the 
office  of  justice  of  the  peace  and  militia  offices  excepted. 
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Art.  IX.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  specific  and  partic- 
ular amendment  or  amendments  to  the  constitution  be  pro- 
posed in  the  general  court,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives present  and  voting  thereon,  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the 
two  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred 
to  the  general  court  then  next  to  be  chosen,  and  shall  be  pub- 
lished; and  if,  in  the  general  court  next  chosen  as  aforesaid, 
such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to 
by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  house  of  representatives  present  and  voting  thereon, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  court  to  submit  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people;  and  if 
they  shall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  voting  thereon,  at  meetings  legally  warned  and 
holden  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  become  part  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  this  commonwealth. 

Art.  X.  The  political  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January,  instead  of  the  last  Wednesday  of  May;  and 
the  general  court  shall  assemble  every  year  on  the  said  first 
Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall  proceed,  at  that  session,  to 
make  all  the  elections,  and  do  all  the  other  acts,  which  are  by 
the  constitution  required  to  be  made  and  done  at  the  session 
which  has  heretofore  commenced  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
May.  And  the  general  court  shall  be  dissolved  on  the  day 
next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,  without  any 
proclamation  or  other  act  of  the  governor.  But  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  the  general  court  from  assembling  at 
such  other  times  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  or  when  called 
together  by  the  governor.  The  governor,  lieutenant-governor 
and  coimcillors,  shall  also  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one 
year  next  following  the  first -Wednesday  of  January,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  and  quaUfied  in  their  stead. 

[The  meeting  for  the  choice  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
senators,  and  representatives,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Mon- 
day of  November  in  every  year;  but  meetings  may  be  ad- 
journed, if  necessary,  for  the  choice  of  representatives,  to  the 
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next  day,  and  again  to  the  next  suooeeding  day,  but  no  further. 
But  in  case  a  second  meeting  shall  be  necessary  for  the  choice 
of  representatives,  such  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Monday  of  the  same  month  of  November.]  [See  Amendments, 
Article  XV.J 

All  the  other  provisions  of  the  constitution,  respecting  the 
elections  and  proceedings  of  the  members  of  the  general  court, 
or  of  any  other  officers  or  persons  whatever,  that  have  reference 
to  the  last  Wednesday  of  May,  as  the  commencement  of  the 
political  year,  shall  be  so  far  altered,  as  to  have  like  reference 
to  the.  first  Wednesday  of  January. 

This  article  shall  go  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, next  following  the  day  when  the  same  shall  be  duly  ratified 
and  adopted  as  an  amendment  of  the  constitution;  and  the 
governor,  lieutenant-governor,  councillors,  senators,  repre- 
sentatives, and  all  other  state  officers,  who  are  annually  chosen, 
and  who  shall  be  chosen  for  the  ciurent  year,  when  the  same 
shall  go  into  operation,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  imtil 
the  first  Wednesday  of  January  then  next  following,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  and  no  longer; 
and  the  first  election  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
senators,  and  representatives,  to  be  had  in  virtue  of  this  article, 
shall  be  had  conformably  thereunto,  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber following  the  day  on  which  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  and 
go  into  operation,  piu^uant  to  the  foregoing  provision. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution,  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  wholly 
annulled. 

Art.  XI.  Instead  of  the  third  article  of  the  bill  of  rights, 
the  following  modification  and  amendment  thereof  is  substi- 
tuted:— 

"As  the  public  worship  of  God  and  instructions  in  piety,  reli- 
gion, and  morality,  promote  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  a 
people,  and  the  security  of  a  republican  government;  therefore, 
the  several  reb'gious  societies  of  this  commonwealth,  whether 
corporate  or  unincorporate,  at  any  meeting  legally  warned  and 
holden  for  that  piu*pose,  shall  ever  have  the  right  to  elect  their 
pastors  or  religious  teachers,  to  contract  with  them  for  their 
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support,  to  raise  money  for  erecting  and  repainng  houses  for 
public  worship,  for  the  maintenance  of  religious  instruction, 
and  for  the  pajmnent  of  necessary  expenses;  and  all  persons 
belonging  to  any  religious  society  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be 
members,  until  they  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  such  society  a 
written  notice,  declaring  the  dissolution  of  their  membership, 
and  thenceforth  shall  not  be  Uable  for  any  grant  or  contract 
which  may  be  thereafter  made,  or  entered  into  by  such  society; 
and  all  religious  sects  and  denominations,  demeaning  them- 
selves peaceably,  and  as  good  citizens  of  the  commonwealth, 
shall  be  equally  iinder  the  protection  of  the  law;  and  no  sub- 
ordination of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall 
ever  be  established  by  law. ' '    [See  Amendments,  Article  XLVI .] 

Abt.  XII.  [In  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of  the 
citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principles  of 
equality,  a  census  of  the  ratable  polls,  in  each  city,  town  and 
district  of  the  commonwealth,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be 
taken  and  returned  into  the  secretary's  office,  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislature  shall  provide,  within  the  month  of  May,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  himdred  and  thirty- 
seven,  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  May, 
in  manner  aforesaid:  and  each  town  or  city  having  three 
hundred  ratable  polls  at  the  last  preceding  decennial  census  of 
polls,  may  elect  one  representative,  and  for  every  four  hundred 
and  fifty  ratable  polls  in  addition  to  the  first  three  hundred,  one 
representative  more. 

Any  town  having  less  than  three  hundred  ratable  polls  shall 
be  represented  thus :  The  whole  number  of  ratable  polls,  at  the 
last  preceding  decennial  census  of  polls,  shall  be  multiplied  by 
ten,  and  the  product  divided  by  three  hundred;  and  such  town 
may  elect  one  representative  as  many  years  within  ten  years, 
as  three  hundred  is  contained  in  the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  city  or  town  having  ratable  polls  enough  to  elect  one  or 
more  representatives,  with  any  number  of  polls  beyond  the 
necessary  number,  may  be  represented,  as  to  that  surplus 
number,  by  multiplying  such  surplus  number  by  ten  and  divid- 
ing the  product  by  four  hundred  and  fifty;  and  such  city  or 
town  may  elect  one  additional  representative  as  many  years, 
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within  the  ten  yearer,  as  four  hundred  and  fifty  is  contained  in 
the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  and  districts  may,  by 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meet- 
ing, in  each  of  said  towns  and  districts,  respectively,  called  for 
that  purpose,  and  held  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the 
year  in  which  the  decennial  census  of  polls  shall  be  taken,  form 
themselves  into  a  representative  district  to  continue  until  the 
next  decennial  census  of  polls,  for  the  election  of  a  represent- 
ative, or  representatives;  and  such  district  shall  have  all  the 
rights,  in  regard  to  representation,  which  would  belong  to  a 
town  containing  the  same  number  of  ratable  polls. 

The  governor  and  council  shall  ascertain  and  determine, 
within  the  months  of  July  and  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  according  to  the 
foregoing  principles,  the  number  of  representatives,  which  each 
city,  town  and  representative  district  is  entitled  to  elect,  and 
the  number  of  years,  within  the  period  of  ten  years  then  next 
ensuing,  that  each  city,  town  and  representative  district  may 
elect  an  additional  representative,  and  where  any  town  has  not 
a  suflBcient  nimiber  of  polls  to  elect  a  representative  each  year 
then  how  many  years  within  the  ten  years,  such  town  may 
elect  a  representative,  and  the  same  shall  be  done  once  in  ten 
years  thereafter  by  the  governor  and  council,  and  the  number 
of  ratable  polls  in  each  decennial  census  of  polls,  shall  deter- 
mine the  number  of  representatives,  which  each  city,  town  and 
representative  district  may  elect  as  aforesaid;  and  when  the 
number  of  representatives  to  be  elected  by  each  city,  town  or 
representative  district  is  ascertained  and  determined  as  afore- 
said, the  governor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published  forth- 
with for  the  information  of  the  people  and  that  number  shall 
remain  fixed  and  unalterable  for  the  period  of  ten  years. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  herein' contained,  are  hereby  wholly  an- 
nulled.]   [See  Amendments,  Articles  XIII.,  XXI.] 

Abt.  XIII.  [A  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and 
town,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken,  and  returned  into 
the  secretary's  office,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June,  of  the 
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year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  of  every 
tenth  year  thereafter;  which  census  shall  determine  the  ai>- 
portionment  of  senators  and  representatives  for  the  term  of 
ten  years.     [See  Amendments,  Articles  XXI.,  XXII.] 

The  several  senatorial  districts  now  existing  shall  be  perma- 
nent. The  senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members;  and  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  the  governor  and  coimcil  shall  assign  the  num- 
ber of  senators  to  be  chosen  in  each  district,  according  to  the 
niunber  of  inhabitants  in  the  same.  But,  in  all  cases,  at  least 
one  senator  shall  be  assigned  to  each  district.  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XXII.] 

The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be  appor- 
tioned in  the  following  manner:  Every  town  or  city  containing 
twelve  hundred  inhabitants  may  elect  one  representative;  and 
two  thousand  four  hundred  inhabitants  shall  be  the  mean  in- 
creasing nimiber,  which  shall  entitle  it  to  an  additional  repre- 
sentative.    [See  Amendments,  Article  XXI.] 

Every  town  containing  less  than  twelve  hundred  inhabitants 
shall  be  entitled  to  elect  a  representative  as  many  times  within 
ten  years  as  the  niunber  one  hundred  and  sixty  is  contained  in 
the  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town.  Such  towns  may 
also  elect  one  representative  for  the  year  in  which  the 
valuation  of  estates  within  the  commonwealth  shall  be 
settled. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  may,  by  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting,  in  each 
of  said  towns,  respectively,  called  for  that  purpose,  and  held  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty,  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  form  them- 
selves into  a  representative  district,  to  continue  for  the  term  of 
ten  years;  and  such  district  shall  have  all  the  rights,  in  regard 
to  representation,  which  would  belong  to  a  town  containing  the 
same  number  of  inhabitants. 

The  nimiber  of  inhabitants  which  shall  entitle  a  town  to 
elect  one  representative,  and  the  mean  increasing  number 
which  shall  entitle  a  town  or  city  to  elect  more  than  one,  and 
also  the  nimiber  by  which  the  population  of  towns  not  entitled 
to  a  representative  every  year  is  to  be  divided,  shall  be  in- 
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ereased,  respectively,  by  one-tenth  of  the  numbers  above  men- 
tioned, whenever  the  population  of  the  conunonwealth  shall 
have  increased  to  seven  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  and 
for  every  additional  increase  of  seventy  thousand  inhabitants, 
the  same  addition  of  one-tenth  shall  be  made,  respectively,  to 
the  said  numbers  above  mentioned. 

In  the  year  of  each  decennial  census,  the  governor  and 
council  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  September,  apportion  the 
number  of  representatives  which  each  city,  town,  and  represent- 
ative district  is  entitled  to  elect,  and  ascertain  how  many 
years,  within  ten  years,  any  town  may  elect  a  representative, 
which  is  not  entitled  to  elect  one  every  year;  and  the  governor 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published  forthwith. 

Nine  councillors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the 
people  at  large,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and 
representatives,  assembled  in  one  room,  who  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  in  like  manner,  fill  up  any  vacancies  that  may  happen 
in  the  council,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise.  No  person 
shall  be  elected  a  councillor,  who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of 
this  commonwealth  for  the  term  of  five  years  inmiediately  pre- 
ceding his  election;  and  not  more  than  one  councillor  shall  be 
chosen  from  any  one  senatorial  district  in  the  commonwealth.] 
[See  Amendments,  Article  XVI.] 

No  possession  of  a  freehold,  or  of  any  other  estate,  shall  bft 
required  as  a  qualification  for  holding  a  seat  in  eith«r  branch  ci 
the  general  court,  or  in  the  executive  council. 

AitT.  XIV.  In  all  elections  of  civil  officers  by  the  people  of 
this  commonwealth,  whose  election  is  provided  for  by  the  con- 
stitution, the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  deemed  and  declared  to  be  elected. 

Abt.  XV.  The  meeting  for  the  choice  of  governor,  lieuten- 
ant-governor, senators,  and  representatives,  shall  be  held  on 
the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  an- 
nually; but  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  representatives  on  that 
day,  a  second  meeting  shall  be  holden,  for  that  purpose,  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  the  same  month  of  November. 
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Abt.  XVI.  Eight  councillors  shall  be  anDually  chosen  by 
the  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified  to  vote  for 
governor.  The  election  of  councillors  shall  be  determined  by 
the  same  rule  that  is  required  in  the  election  of  governor.  The 
legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  this  amendment  shall  have 
been  adopted,  and  at  its  first  session  after  the  next  state  census 
shall  have  been  taken,  and  at  its  first  session  after  each  decen- 
nial state  census  thereafterwards,  shall  divide  the  common- 
wealth into  eight  districts  of  contiguous  territory,  each  con- 
taining a  number  of  inhabitants  as  neaiiy  equal  as  practicable, 
without  dividing  any  town  or  ward  of  a  city,  and  each  entitled 
to  elect  one  councillor:  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  any  time, 
the  constitution  shall  provide  for  the  division  of  the  common- 
wealth into  forty  senatorial  districts,  then  the  legislature  shall 
so  arrange  the  councillor  districts,  that  each  district  shall 
consist  of  five  contiguous  senatorial  districts,  as  they  shall  be, 
from  time  to  time,  established  by  the  legislature.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofiice  of  coimcillor  who  has  not- been  an 
inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  term  of  five  years 
immediately  preceding  his  election.  The  day  and  manner  of 
the  election,  the  return  of  the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the 
said  elections,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election 
of  governor.  [Whenever  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  elect  the  full 
number  of  councillors,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  required  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  senate;  and 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  removal  from  the  state,  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
after  such  vacancies  shall  have  happened.]  And  that  there 
may  be  no  delay  in  the  organization  of  the  government  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  January,  the  governor,  with  at  least  five 
councillors  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  exam- 
ine the  returned  copies  of  the  records  for  the  election  of  gov- 
ernor, lieutenant-governor,  and  councillors;  and  ten  days  before 
the  said  first  Wednesday  in  January  he  shall  issue  his  summons 
to  such  persons' as  appear  to  be  chosen,  to  attend  on  that  day 
to  be  qualified  accordingly;  and  the  secretary  shall  lay  the 
returns  before  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  on  the 
said  first  Wednesday  in  January,  to  be  by  them  examined;  and 
in  case  of  the  election  of  either  of  said  officers,  the  choice  shall 
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be  by  them  declared  and  published ;  but  in  case  there  shall  be  no 
election  of  either  of  said  officers,  the  legislature  shall  proceed  to 
fill  such  vacancies  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  constitution  for 
the  choice  of  such  officers.   [See  Amendments,  Article  XXV.] 

Art.  XVII.  The  secretary,  treasurer  and  receiver-general, 
auditor,  and  attorney-general,  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the 
day  in  November  prescribed  for  the  choice  of  governor;  and 
each  person  then  chosen  as  such,  duly  qualified  in  other  re- 
spects, shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the 
third  Wednesday  in  January  next  thereafter,  and  until  another 
is  chosen  and  qualified  in  his  stead.  The  qualification  of  the 
voters,  the  manner  of  the  election,  the  return  of  the  votes,  and 
the  declaration  of  the  election,  shall  be  such  as  are  required  in 
the  election  of  governor.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  either  of 
said  officers  on  the  day  in  November  aforesaid,  or  in  ease  of  the 
decease,  in  the  mean  time,  of  the  person  elected  as  such,  such 
officer  shall  be  chosen  on  or  before  the  third  Wednesday  in 
January  next  thereafter,  from  the  two  persons  who  had  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  said  offices  on  the  day  in  Novem- 
ber aforesaid,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  represent- 
atives, in  one  room;  and  in  case  the  office  of  secretary,  or 
treasurer  and  receiver-general,  or  auditor,  or  attorney-general, 
shall  become  vacant,  from  any  cause,  during  an  annual  or 
special  session  of  the  general  com*t,  such  vacancy  shall  in  like 
manner  be  filled  by  choice  from  the  people  at  large ;  but  if  such 
vacancy  shall  occur  at  any  other  time,  it  shall  be  supplied  by 
the  governor  by  appointment,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council.  The  i>erson  so  chosen  or  appointed,  duly  qualified 
in  other  respects,  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is 
chosen  and  duly  qualified  in  his  stead.  In  case  any  person 
chosen  or  appointed  to  either  of  the  offices  aforesaid,  shall  neg- 
lect, for  the  space  of  ten  days  after  he  could  otherwise  enter 
upon  his  duties,  to  qualify  himself  in  all  respects  to  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  such  duties,  the  office  to  which  he  has  been 
elected  or  appointed  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  No  person  shall 
be  eligible  to  either  of  said  offices  unless  he  shall  have  been  an 
inhabitant  of  this  commonwealth  five  years  next  preceding  his 
election  or  appointment. 
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Art.  XVIII.  [All  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns 
and  cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys 
which  may  be  appropriated  by  the  state  for  the  support  of  com- 
mon schools,,  shall  be  applied  to,  and  expended  in,  no  other 
schools  than  those  which  are  conducted  according  to  law,  under 
the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or 
city  in  which  the  money  is  to  be  expended;  and  such  money 
shall  never  be  appropriated  to  any  religious  sect  for  the  main- 
tenance, exclusively,  of  its  own  school.]  [See  Amendments, 
Article  XLVI.] 

Art.  XIX.  The  legislature  shall  prescribe,  by  general  law, 
for  the  election  of  sheriffs,  registers  of  probate,  [commissioners 
of  insolvency,]  and  clerks  of  the  coiu-ts,  by  the  people  of  the  sev- 
eral counties,  and  that  district-attorneys  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
people  of  the  several  districts,  for  such  term  of  office  as  the  leg- 
islature shall  prescribe.    [See  Amendments,  Article  XXXVI.] 

Art.  XX.  No  person  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  or  be 
eligible  to  office  under  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth, 
who  shall  not  be  able  to  read  the  constitution  in  the  English 
language,  and  write  his  name:  provided^  however,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  amendment  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
prevented  by  a  physical  disability  from  complying  with  its 
requisitions,  nor  to  any  i>erson  who  now  has  the  right  to  vote, 
nor  to  any  persons  who  shall  be  sixty  years  of  age  or  upwards 
at  the  time  this  amendment  shall  take  effect.  [See  Amend- 
ments, Articles  III.,  XXIII.,  XXVI.,  XLV.] 

Art.  XXI.  A  census  of  the  legal  voters  of  each  city  and 
town,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-seven;  and  a  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city 
and  town,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  and  of  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  In  the  census  afore- 
said, a  special  enimieration  shall  be  made  of  the  legal  voters; 
and  in  each  city,  said  enumeration  shall  specify  the  number  of 
such  legal  voters  aforesaid,  residing  in  each  ward  of  such  city. 
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The  enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  apportionment 
of  representatives  for  the  periods  between  the  taking  of  the 
census. 

The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  members,  which  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  legislature, 
at  its  first  session  after  the  return  of  each  enumeration  as  afore- 
said, to  the  several  coimties  of  the  commonwealth,  equally,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  their  relative  numbers  of  legal 
voters,  as  ascertained  by  the  next  preceding  special  enumera- 
tion; and  the  town  of  Cohasset,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  shall, 
for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  in  the  formation  of  districts,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  be  considered  a  part  of  the  county  of 
Plymouth;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
monwealth, to  certify,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  it  is  determined 
by  the  legislature,  the  number  of  representatives  to  which  each 
county  shall  be  entitled,  to  the  board  authorized  to  divide  each 
coimty  into  representative  districts.  The  mayor  and  alder- 
men of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  county  commissioners  of  other 
counties  than  Suffolk,  —  or  in  lieu  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  of  the  county  commissioners  in  each 
county  other  than  Suffolk,  such  board  of  special  commissioners 
in  each  coimty,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  county,  or  of 
the  towns  therein,  as  may  for  that  purpose  be  provided  by  law, 
—  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  next  after  each  assign- 
ment of  representatives  to  each  county,  assemble  at  a  shire 
town  of  their  respective  counties,  and  proceed,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  to  divide  the  same  into  representative  districts  of  contigu- 
ous territory,  so  as  to  apportion  the  representation  assigned 
to  each  coimty  equally,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  according  to 
the  relative  number  of  legal  voters  in  the  several  districts  of 
each  county;  and  such  districts  shall  be  so  formed  that  no 
town  or  ward  of  a  city  shall  be  divided  therefor,  nor  shall  any 
district  be  made  which  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  more  than  three 
representatives.  Every  representative,  for  one  year  at  least 
next  preceding  his  election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of 
the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen  and  shall  cease  to  represent 
such  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
commonwealth.  The  districts  in  each  county  shall  be  num- 
bered by  the  board  creating  the  same,  and  a  description  of  each. 
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with  the  numbers  thereof  and  the  number  of  legal  voters 
therein,  shall  be  returned  by  the  board,  to  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  the  county  treasurer  of  each  county,  and  to 
the  clerk  of  every  town  in  each  district,  to  be  filed  and  kept  in 
their  respective  offices.  The  manner  of  calling  and  conducting 
the  meetings  for  the  choice  of  representatives,  and  of  ascer- 
taining their  election,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  [Not  less 
than  one  hundred  members  of  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but  a  less  num- 
ber may  organize  temporarily,  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.]  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XXXIII.] 

Art.  XXII.  A  census  of  the  legal  voters  of  each  city  and 
town,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  before 
the  last  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
fifty-seven;  and  a  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and 
town,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five, 
and  of  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  In  the  census  aforesaid,  a 
special  enumeration  shall  be  made  of  the  legal  voters,  and  in 
each  city  said  enumeration  shall  specify  the  number  of  such 
legal  voters  aforesaid,  residing  in  each  ward  of  such  city.  The 
enumeration  aforesaid  shall  determine  the  apportionment  of 
senators  for  the  periods  between  the  taking  of  the  census.  The 
senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members.  The  general  court  shall, 
at  its  first  session  after  each  next  preceding  special  enumera- 
tion, divide  the  commonwealth  into  forty  districts  of  adjacent 
territory,  each  district  to  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an 
equal  niunber  of  legal  voters,  according  to  the  eniuneration 
aforesaid:  prorndedt  however,  that  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city 
shall  be  divided  therefor;  and  such  districts  shall  be  formed, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties,  or  parts  of 
two  or  more  coimties,  into  one  district.  Each  district  shall 
elect  one  senator,  who  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this 
commonwealth  five  years  at  least  immediately  preceding  his 
election,  and  at  the  time  of  his  election  shall  be  an  inhabitant 
of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen;  and  he  shall  cease  to  rep- 
resent such  senatorial  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an 
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inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth.  [Not  lesa  than  sixteen  sen- 
ators shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but  a  leas 
number  may  organize  temporarily,  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.]  [See  Amend* 
ments,  Articles  XXIV.,  XXXIII.] 

Abt.  XXIII.  [No  person  of  foreign  birth  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  or  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  unless  he  shall  have  redded 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  for  two  years  sub- 
sequent to  his  naturalization,  and  shall  be  otherwise  qualified, 
according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth: 
provided,  that  this  amendment  shall  not  affect  the  rights  which 
any  person  of  foreign  birth  possessed  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion thereof;  and,  provided,  further ^  that  it  shall  not  affect  the 
rights  of  any  child  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  bom  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  the  parent  therefrom.]  [See  Amend- 
ments, Article  XXVI.] 

Abt.  XXrV.  Any  vacancy  in  the  senate  shall  be  filled  by 
election  by  the  people  of  the  unrepresented  district,  upon  the 
order  of  a  majority  of  the  senators  elected. 

Abt.  XXV.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  council,  from  a  fail- 
ure  of  election,  or  other  cause,  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives shall,  by  concurrent  vote,  choose  some  eligible  per- 
son from  the  people  of  the  district  wherein  such  vacancy  occurs, 
to  fill  that  office.  If  such  vacancy  shall  happen  when  the  leg- 
islating is  not  in  session,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  may  fill  the  same  by  appointment  of 
some  eligible  i>erson. 

Abt.  XXVI.  The  twenty-third  article  of  the  articles  of 
amendment  of  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  which 
is  as  follows,  to  wit:  "No  person  of  foreign  birth  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote,  or  shall  be  eligible  to  office,  unless  he  shall  have 
resided  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  for  two 
years  subsequent  to  his  naturab'zation,  and  shall  be  otherwise 
qualified,  according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth:   provided,  that  this  amendment  shall  not  affect 
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the  rights  which  any  person  of  foreign  birth  possessed  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  thereof ;  and  provided^  further^  that  it  shall 
not  affect  the  rights  of  any  child  of  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  bom  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  parent  there- 
from,*' is  hereby  wholly  annulled. 

Abt.  XXVII.  So  much  of  article  two  of  chapter  six  of  the 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth  as  relates  to  persons  hold- 
ing the  office  of  president,  professor,  or  instructor  of  Harvard 
College,  is  hereby  annulled. 

Abt.  XXVIII.  No  person  having  served  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  having  been 
honorably  discharged  from  such  service,  if  otherwise  qualified 
to  vote,  shall  be  disqualified  therefor  on  account  of  [being  a 
pauper;]  or  [,  if  a  pauper,]  because  of  the  non-payment  of  a 
poll  tax.     [See  Amendments,  Article  XXXI.] 

Abt.  XXIX.  The  General  Court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  provide  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  in  this 
Commonwealth  more  than  one  place  of  public  meeting  within 
the  limits  of  each  town  for  the  election  of  officers  imder  the 
constitution,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  calling,  holding 
and  conducting  such  meetings.  All  the  provisions  of  the  exist- 
ing constitution  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  herein  con- 
tained are  hereby  annulled.  [For  absentee  voting  provision, 
see  Amendments,  Article  XLV.] 

Abt.  XXX.  No  person,  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  senators,  and  repre- 
sentatives, shall,  by  reason  of  a  change  of  residence  within  the 
Commonwealth,  be  disqualified  from  voting  for  said  officers  in 
the  city  or  town  from  which  he  has  removed  his  residence, 
until  the  expiration  of  six  calendar  months  from  the  time  of 
such  removal.  [For  absentee  voting  provision,  see  Amend- 
ments, Article  XLV.] 

Abt.  XXXI.  Article  twenty-eight  of  the  Amendments  of 
the  Constitution  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the 
fourth  line  thereof  the  words  **  being  a  pauper",  and  inserting

in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  reoeiviDg  or  having  received  aid 
from  any  city  or  town,  —  and  also  by  striking  out  in  said 
fourth  line  the  words  "if  a  pauper",  so  that  the  article  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  ARTICLE  XXVIII.  No  per- 
son having  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in 
time  of  war,  and  having  been  honorably  discharged  from  such 
service,  if  otherwise  qualified  to  vote,  shall  be  disqualified 
therefor  on  account  of  receiving  or  having  received  aid  from  any 
city  or  town,  or  because  of  the  non-payment  of  a  poll  tax. 

Abt.  XXXII.  So  much  of  article  three  of  the  Amendments 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is  contained  in 
the  following  words:  "  and  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself,  or 
his  parent,  master,  or  guardian,  any  state  or  county  tax,  which 
shall,  within  two  years  next  preceding  such  election,  have  been 
assessed  upon  him,  in  any  town  or  district  of  this  Common- 
wealth; and  also  every  citizen  who  shall  be,  by  law,  exempted 
from  taxation,  and  who  shall  be,  in  all  other  respects,  qualified 
as  above  mentioned",  is  hereby  annulled. 

Art.  XXXIII.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
of  the  General  Court  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.  All  the 
provisions  of  the  existing  Constitution  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  herein  contained  are  hereby  annulled. 

Art.  XXXrV.  So  much  of  article  two  of  section  one  of 
chapter  two  of  part  the  second  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth as  is  contained  in  the  following  words:  "  and  unless 
he  shall  at  the  same  time  be  seised,  in  his  own  right,  of  a  free- 
hold, within  the  Commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  one  thousand 
poimds";  is  hereby  annulled. 

Art.  XXXV.  So  much  of  article  two  of  section  three  of 
chapter  one  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is 
contained  in  the  following  words:  "The  expenses  of  travelling 
to  the  general  assembly,  and  returning  home,  once  in  every 
session,  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the  government,  out  of 
the  public  treasury,  to  every  member  who  shall  attend  as 
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seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the  house,  and  does 
not  depart  without  leave",  is  hereby  annulled. 

Abt.  XXXVI.  So  much  of  article  nineteen  of  the  articles  of 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is 
contained  in  the  following  words:  "commissioners  of  insol- 
vency", is  hereby  annulled. 

Art.  XXXVII.  The  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  n\ay  remove  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public. 

Abt.  XXXVIII.  Voting  machines  or  other  mechanical 
devices  for  voting  may  be  used  at  all  elections  under  such  reg- 
ulations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law:  provided,  however,  that 
the  right  of  secret  voting  shall  be  preserved. 

Abt.  XXXIX.  Article  ten  of  part  one  of  the  Constitution 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  it  the  following  words:  —  The 
legislature  may  by  special  acts  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out, 
widening  or  relocating  highways  or  streets,  authorize  the  tak- 
ing in  fee  by  the  Commonwealth,  or  by  a  county,  city  or  town, 
of  more  land  and  property  than  are  needed  for  the  actual  con- 
struction of  such  highway  or  street:  provided,  however,  that  the 
land  and  property  authorized  to  be  taken  are  specified  in  the 
act  and  are  no  more  in  extent  than  would  be  sufficient  for  suit- 
able building  lots  on  both  sides  of  such  highway  or  street,  and 
after  so  much  of  the  land  or  property  has  been  appropriated 
for  such  highway  or  street  as  is  needed  thOTefor,  may  authorize 
the  sale  of  the  remainder  for  value  with  or  without  suitable 
restrictions. 

Abt.  XL.  Article  three  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "guard- 
ianship", in  line  two,  the  following:  —  aj^d  persons  temporarily 
or  permanently  disqualified  by  law  because  of  corrupt  prac- 
tices in  respect  to  elections. 

Art.  XLI.  Full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  general  court  to  prescribe  for  wild  or  forest  lands 
such  methods  of  taxation  as  will  develop  and  coivserve  the 
forest  resources  of  the  commonwealth. 
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Abt.  XLn.  Full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  general  court  to  refer  to  the  people  for  their  re- 
jection or  approval  at  the  polls  any  act  or  resolve  of  the  general 
court  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof.  Such  reference  shall  be  by 
a  majority  yea  and  nay  vote  of  all  members  of  each  house 
present  and  voting.  Any  act,  resolve,  or  part  thereof  so  re- 
ferred shall  be  voted  on  at  the  regular  state  election  next  en- 
suing after  such  reference,  shall  become  law  if  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon,  and  shall  take  effect  at 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  election  at  which  it  was 
approved  or  at  such  time  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty 
days  as  may  be  fixed  in  such  act,  resolve  or  part  thereof. 

Abt.  XUn.  The  general  court  shall  have  power  to  au- 
thorise the  commonwealth  to  take  land  and  to  hold,  improve, 
sub-divide,  build  upon  and  sell  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  congestion  of  population  and  providing  homes  fat 
citizens:  provided^  however ^  that  this  amendment  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  authorize  the  sale  of  such  land  or  buildings  at  less 
than  the  cost  thereof. 

Abt.  XLIV.  Full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given 
and  granted  to  the  general  court  to  impose  and  levy  a  tax  on 
income  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  Such  tax  may  be 
at  different  rates  upon  income  derived  from  different  classes  of 
property,  but  shall  be  levied  at  a  uniform  rate  throughout  the 
commonwealth  upon  incomes  derived  from  the  same  class  of 
property.  The  general  court  may  tax  income  not  derived  from 
property  at  a  lower  rate  than  income  derived  from  property, 
and  may  grant  reasonable  exemptions  and  abatements.  Any 
class  of  property  the  income  from  which  is  taxed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposition 
and  levying  of  proportional  and  reasonable  assessments,  rates 
and  taxes  as  at  present  authorized  by  the  constitution.  This 
article  shall  not  be-  construed  to  limit  the  power  of  the  general 
court  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises. 

Abt.  XLV.  The  general  court  shall  have  power  to  provide 
by  law  for  voting  by  qualified  voters  of  the  conmionwealth 
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who,  at  the  time  of  an  election,  are  absent  from  the  city  or 
town  of  which  they  are  inhabitants  in  the  choice  of  any  officer 
to  be  elected  or  upon  any  question  submitted  at  such  election. 

Art.  XLVI.  (In  place  of  article  XVIII  of  the  articles  of 
amendment  of  the  constitution  ratified  and  adopted  April  0, 
1821,  the  following  article  of  amendment,  submitted  by  the 
constitutional  convention,  was  ratified  and  adopted  November 
6,  1917.)  Article  XVIII.  Section  1.  No  law  shall  be  passed 
prohibiting  the  free  exercise  of  religion. 

Section  2.  All  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns  and 
cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  which 
may  be  appropriated  by  the  conmionwealth  for  the  support  of 
conmion  schools  shall  be  applied  to,  and  expended  in,  no  other 
schools  than  those  which  are  conducted  according  to  law, 
under  the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the 
town  or  city  in  which  the  money  is  expended;  and  no  grant, 
appropriation  or  use  of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of 
public  credit  shall  be  made  or  authorized  by  the  commonwealth 
or  any  political  division  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  foimding, 
maintaining  or  aiding  any  school  or  institution  of  learning, 
whether  under  public  control  or  otherwise,  wherein  any  de- 
nominational doctrine  is  inculcated,  or  any  other  school,  or  any 
college,  infirmary,  hospital,  institution,  or  educational,  chari- 
table or  religious  undertaking  which  is  not  publicly  owned  and 
under  the  exclusive  control,  order  and  superintendence  of 
public  officers  or  public  agents  authorized  by  the  common- 
wealth or  federal  authority  or  both,  except  that  appropriations 
may  be  made  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Soldiers' 
Home  in  Massachusetts  and  for  free  public  libraries  in  any 
city  or  town,  and  to  carry  out  legal  obligations,  if  any,  already 
entered  into;  and  no  such  grant,  appropriation  or  use  of  public 
money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  credit  shall  be  made  or 
authorized  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  maintaining  or  aiding 
any  church,  religious  denomination  or  society. 

Section  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  commonwealth,  or  any  political  division  thereof, 
from  paying  to  privately  controlled  hospitals,  infirmaries,  or 
institutions  for  the  deaf,  dumb  or  blind  not  more  than  the 
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ordinary  and  reasonable  compensation  for  care  or  support 
actually  rendered  or  furnished  by  such  hospitals,  infirmaries 
or  institutions  to  such  persona  as  may  be  in  whole  or  in  part 
unable  to  support  or  care  for  themselves. 

Section  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
deprive  any  inmate  of  a  publicly  controlled  reformatory,  x)enal 
or  charitable  institution  of  the  opportimity  of  religious  exercises 
therein  of  his  own  faith;  but  no  inmate  of  such  institution  shall 
be  compelled  to  attend  religious  services  or  receive  religious 
instruction  against  his  will,  or,  if  a  minor,  without  the  consent 
of  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Section  5.  This  amendment  shall  not  take  effect  until  the 
October  fiirst  next  succeeding  its  ratification  and  adoption  by 
the  i)eople. 

Abt.  XLVn.  The  maintenance  and  distribution  at  rea- 
sonable rates,  during  time  of  war,  public  exigency,  emergency 
or  distress,  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  food  and  other  common 
necessaries  of  life  and  the  providing  of  shelter,  are  public 
functions,  and  the  commonwealth  and  the  cities  and  towns 
therein  may  take  and  may  provide  the  same  for  their  inhabit- 
ants in  such  manner  as  the  general  court  shall  determine. 

(Note.  —  Soon  after  the  Deolarstion  of  Independence,  steps  were 
taken  in  Massachusetts  toward  framing  a  Constitution  or  Form  of 
Government.  The  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  or  the  Gen- 
eral Court  of  1777-78,  in  accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  of  the  previous  year,  met  together  as  a  Convention,  and 
adopted  a  form  of  Constitution  "for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay," 
which  was  submitted  to  the  people,  and  by  them  rejected.  This  at- 
tempt to  form  a  Constitution  having  proved  unsuccessful,  the  General 
Court  on  the  20th  of  February,  1779,  passed  a  Resolve  calling  upon  the 
qualified  voters  to  give  in  their  votes  upon  the  questions  —  Whether 
they  chose  to  have  a  new  Constitution  or  Form  of  Government  made, 
and.  Whether  they  will  empower  their  representatives  to  vote  for  calling 
a  State  Convention  for  that  purpose.  A  large  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
having  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  both  these  questions,  the  General 
Court,  on  the  17th  of  June,  1779,  passed  a  Resolve  calling  upon  the  in- 
habitants to  meet  and  choose  delegates  to  a  Constitutional  Convention, 
to  be  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the  1st  of  September,  1779.  The  Convention 
met  at  time  and  place  appointed,  and  organized  by  choosing  James 
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Bowdoin,  President,  and  Samuel  Barrett,  Secretary.  On  the  11th  of 
November  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  at  the  Representatives' 
Chamber,  in  Boston,  January  5th,  1780.  On  tiie  2d  of  March,  of  the 
same  year,  a  form  of  Constitution  having  been  agreed  upon,  a  Resolve 
was  passed  by  which  the  same  was  submitted  to  the  people,  and  the 
Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Brattle  Street  Church,  in  Boston, 
June  the  7th.  At  that  time  and  place,  the  Convention  again  met,  and 
appointed  a  Committee  to  examine  the  retiuns  of  votes  from  the  several 
towns.  On  the  14th  of  June  the  Committee  reported,  and  on  the  15th 
the  Convention  resolved,  *'  That  the  people  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  have  accepted  the  Constitution  as  it  stands,  in  the  printed  form 
submitted  to  their  revision."  A  Resolve  providing  for  carrying  the  new 
Constitution  into  effect  was  passed;  and  tiie  Convention  then,  on  the 
16th  of  June,  1780,  was  finally  dissolved.  In  accordance  with  the  Re- 
solves referred  to,  elections  immediately  took  place  in  the  several  towns; 
and  the  first  General  Coiurt  of  the  Commonwbauth  or  Massachubktts 
met  at  the  State  House,  in  Boston,  on  Wednesday,  October  25th, 
1780. 

The  Constitution  contained  a  provision  providing  for  taking,  in  1795, 
the  sense  of  the  people  as  to  the  expediency  or  necessity  of  revising  the 
original  instrument.  But  no  such  revision  was  deemed  necessary  at 
that  time.  On  the  16th  of  June,  1820,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  General 
Court,  calling  upon  the  people  to  meet  in  their  several  towns,  and  give 
in  their  votes  upon  the  question,  "  Is  it  expedient  that  delegates  should 
be  chosen  to  meet  in  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  revising  or  altering 
the  Constitution  of  Government  of  this  Commonwealth?'*  A  large 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  State  having  voted  in  favor  of  revision,  the 
Governor  issued  a  proclamation  announcing  the  fact,  and  calling  upon 
the  people  to  vote,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid 
Act,  for  delegates  to  the  proposed  Convention.  The  delegates  met  at 
the  State  House,  in  Boston,  November  15, 1820,  and  organised  by  choos- 
ing John  Adams,  President,  and  Benjamin  Pollard,  Secretary.  Mr. 
Adams,  however,  declined  the  appointment,  and  Isaac  Parker  was 
chosen  in  his  stead.  On  the  9th  of  January,  1821,  the  Convention  agreed 
to  fourteen  Articles  of  Amendment,  and  after  passing  a  Resolve  pro- 
viding for  submitting  the  same  to  the  people,  and  appointing  a  com- 
mittee to  meet  to  count  the  votes  upon  the  subject,  was  dissolved.  The 
people  voted  on  Monday,  April  9th,  1821,  and  the  Committee  of  the 
Convention  met  at  the  State  House  to  count  the  votes,  on  Wednesday, 
May  24th.  They  made  their  return  to  the  General  Court;  and  at  the 
request  of  the  latter  the  Governor  issued  his  proclamation  on  the  5th  of 
Jime,  1821,  annoimcing  that  nine  of  the  fourteen  Articles  of  Amendment 
had  been  adopted.  These  articles  are  numbered  in  the  preceding  pages 
from  one  to  nine  inclusive. 
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The  tenth  Ariiole  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General  Court 
during  the  Beaaiona  of  the  political  yean  1820-30,  and  1830-31,  and 
was  i4;>proyed  and  ratified  by  the  people  May  11th,  1831. 

The  eleventh  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General  Court 
duiins  the  seaaions  of  the  years  1832  and  1833,  and  was  approved  and 
ratified  by  the  people  November  11th,  1833. 

The  twelfth  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General  Court 
during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1835  and  1836,  and  was  approved  and 
ratified  by  the  i>eople  November  14th,  1836. 

The  thirteenth  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General 
Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1839  and  1840,  and  was  approved 
and  ratified  by  the  i>eople  April  6th,  1840. 

The  General  Court  of  the  year  1851  passed  an  Act  calling  a  third  Con- 
vention to  revise  the  Constitution.  The  Act  was  submitted  to  the  people, 
and  a  majority  voted  against  the  proiMMed  Convention.  In  1852,  on  the 
7th  of  May,  another  Act  was  passed  calling  upon  the  people  to  vote  upon 
the  question  of  calling  a  Constitutional  Convention.  A  majority  of  the 
people  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed  Convention,  election  for 
delegates  thereto  took  place  in  March,  1853.  The  Convention  met  in 
the  State  House,  in  Boston,  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1853,  and  organised 
by  choosing  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  Jr.,  President,  and  William  S.  Robin- 
son and  James  T.  Robinson,  Secretaries.  On  the  1st  of  August,  this 
Convention  agreed  to  a  form  of  Constitution,  and  on  the  same  day  was 
dissolved,  after  having  provided  for  submitting  the  same  to  the  people, 
and  appointed  a  committee  to  meet  to  count  the  votes,  and  to  make  a 
return  thereof  to  the  General  Court.  The  Committee  met  at  the  time 
and  place  agreed  upon,  and  found  that  the  proposed  Constitution  had 
been  rejected. 

The  fotaieenih,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  aevenUenth,  eighteenth,  and  nine- 
teenth Articles  of  Amendment  were  adopted  by  the  General  Court  dur- 
ing the  sessions  of  the  years  1854  and  1855,  and  were  approved  and 
ratified  by  the  people  May  23d,  1855. 

The  twentieth,  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  Articles  of  Amendment 
were  adopted  by  the  General  Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years 
1856  and  1857,  and  were  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  May  1st, 
1857. 

The  tweniy-third  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General 
Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1858  and  1850,  and  was  approved 
and  ratified  by  the  people  May  9th,  1859. 
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The  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-fifth  Articles  of  Amendment  were 
adopted  by  the  General  Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1859  and 
1860,  and  were  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  May  17th,  1860. 

The  twenty-sixth  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General 
Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1862  and  1863,  and  was  approved 
and  ratified  by  the  people  April  6th,  1863. 

The  twenty-seventh  Article  of  Amendment  was  adopted  by  the  General 
Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1876  and  1877,  and  was  approved 
and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  6th  day  of  November,  1877.

The  forty-third  and  forty-fourth  Articles  of  Amendment  were  adopted 
by  the  General  Court  during  the  sessions  of  the  years  1914  and  1915,  and 
were  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
1915. 

In  his  inaugural  address  to  the  General  Court  of  1916,  Governor 
MoCall  recommended  that  the  question  of  revising  the  Constitution, 
through  a  Constitutional  Convention,  be  submitted  to  the  people;  and 
the  General  Court  passed  a  law  (chapter  98  of  the  General  Acts  of 
1916)  to  ascertain  and  carry  out  the  will  of  the  people  relative  thereto, 
the  question  to  be  submitted  being  *'  Shall  there  be  a  c<^vention  to  re- 
vise, alter  or  amend  the  constitution  of  the  Commonwealth?"  The 
people  voted  on  this  question  at  the  annual  election,  held  on  November 
7,  casting  217,293  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  120,979  votes  in  the 
negative;  and  accordingly  the  Governor  on  Dec.  19,  1916,  made  proc- 
lamation to  that  effect,  and,  by  virtue  of  authority  contained  in  the 
act,  called  upon  the  people  to  elect  delegates  at  a  special  election  to  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  1917.  The  election  was  on  May  1. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  the  delegates  met  at  the 
State  House  on  June  6,  1917,  and  organized  by  choosing  John  L.  Bates, 
president,  and  James  W.  Kimball,  secretary.  After  considering  and 
acting  adversely  on  numerous  measures  that  had  been  brought  before 
it,  and  after  providing  for  submitting  to  the  people  the  forty-fifth, 
forty-sixth  and  forty-seventh  Articles,  at  the  state  election  of  1917, 
and  the  Article  relative  to  the  establishment  of  the  popular  initiative 
and  ref erendiun  and  the  legislative  initiative  of  specific  amendments  of 
the  Constitution,  at  the  state  election  of  1918,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed on  November  28  *' until  caUed  by  the  President  or  Secretary 
to  meet  not  later  than  within  ten  days  after  the  prorogation  of  the 
General  Court  of  1918." 
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The  forty-fifth^  forty-sixth  and  forty-seventh  Articles  of  Amend- 
ment, ordered  by  the  convention  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  wei« 
so  submitted  and  were  ratified  and  adopted  on  Nov.  6,  1917.

40*  to  48*  N.  latitude  and  from  sea  to  sea,  to  be  known  thereafter  as  New 
England  in  America.  By  instrument  of  March  19, 1628,  the  Council  for 
New  England  grauted  to  Bir  Henry  Rosewell  and  others  the  territory 
afterwards  confirmed  by  royal  Charter  to  the  "  Governor  and  Company 
of  the  Mattachusetts  Bay  in  Newe  England.'*  This  Charter,  which 
passed  the  seals  March  4,  1629,  designated  Matthew  Cradock  as  the 
first  Governor  of  the  Company  and  Thomas  Goffe  as  the  first  Deputy- 
Governor.  Both  had  held  similar  offices  from  the  grantees  under  the 
instrument  of  March  19, 1628.  On  May  13, 1629,  the  same  persons  were 
rechosen  by  the  Company ;  but  they  never  came  to  New  England.  On 
Oct.  20, 1629,  John  Winthrop  was  chosen  Governor  of  the  Company  and 
John  Humfrey  Deputy-Governor.  Humfrey  having  declined  the  ser- 
vice, Thomas  Dudley  was  chosen  in  his  stead. 

John  Endicott  had  been  sent  over  in  1628,  with  a  small  band,  as  the 
agent  of  the  grantees  under  the  instrument  of  March  19, 1628.  While 
Cradock  was  Governor  of  the  Company,  a  commission,  dated  April  30, 
1629,  was  sent  out  to  Endicott  at  Salem  appointing  him  **  Governor  of 
London's  Plantation  in  the  Mattachusetts  Bay  in  New  England."  In 
the  exercise  of  this  commission  he  was  subordinate  to  the  **  Governor 
and  Company"  in  London,  by  whom  he  was  deputed,  and  who,  from 
time  to  time,  sent  him  elaborate  instructions  for  his  conduct.  Cradock 
and  Endicott  were  thus  chief  governor  and  local  governor,  respectively, 
from  April  30, 1629,  or,  rather,  from  the  time  when  Endicott's  commis- 
sion  reached  Salem,  a  few  weeks  later,  until  Oct.  20, 1629 ;  and  Winthrop 
and  Endicott  were  chief  and  local  governors,  respectively,  from  that 
date  until  the  arrival  of  Winthrop  at  Salem  with  the  Charter,  June 
12, 1630,  when  Endicott's  powers  merged  in  the  general  authority  of 
Winthrop.

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THE  INTER-CHARTER  PERIOD. 

On  May  25,  1686,  Joseph  Dudley  became  President  of  New  England 
under  a  commission  of  King  James  II.,  and  had  Jurisdiction  over  the 
royal  dominions  in  New  England.  This  office  he.  held  till  December  20, 
the  same  year,  when  Sir  Edmund  Andros  became  Governor  of  New 
England,  appointed  by  King  James  II.  On  April  18, 1689,  Govemw 
Andros  was  deposed  by  a  revolution  of  the  people.

The  first  General  Court,  under  the  Conetitntion  of  the  Ck>mmonweaUh 
of  Maseachnsette,  assembled  at  Boston  on  Wednesday,  Oct.  25, 1780, 
and  was  finally  prorogued  (having  held  three  sessions)  May  19, 1781. 
From  this  time  until  1832  the  political  year  commenced  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  and  the  General  Court  held  two,  and  frequently 
three,  sessions  during  each  year.  In  1832,  by  an  amendment  of  the 
Constttution,  the  commencement  of  the  political  year  was  changed  to 
the  first  Wednesday  In  January.

County  Treasurers  are  elected  by  the  people  of  the  several  counties, 
except  Suffolk  and  Nantucket  (which  see),  for  terms  of  three 
years,  Registers  of  Deeds  (for  counties  and  county  districts)  and 
Sheriffs,  for  terms  of  five  years.  The  current  term  of  County 
Treasurers  expires  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January,  1919;  that 
of  Sheriffs  expires  in  January,  1921 ;  and  that  of  Registers  of  Deeds 
expires  in  January,  1922. 

Registers  of  Probate  and  Insolvency  and  Clerks  of  Courts  are  elected 
for  terms  of  five  years.  The  current  term  of  the  former  expires  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  1919;  that  of  the  latter  in  1922. 

County  Commissioners  are  elected,  one  annually  for  each  county 
(Revere  and  Winthrop  voting  with  Middlesex),  except  Suffolk  and 
Nantucket  (which  see),  severally  for  terms  of  three  years;  and, 
except  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Nantucket,  two  Associate 
Commissioners  are  elected  every  third  year,  the  ciurrent  term  of 
Associate  Commissioners  ending  in  January,  1920. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Laws  (for  amended  form,  see  chapter 
70  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916),  the  Governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council,  is  required  to  appoint  in  eaeh  county 
a  certain  niunber  of  Masters  in  Chancery,  who  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  five  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor  and 
Council.  Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  187,  Acts  of  1906,  Masters 
in  Chancery  have  jurisdiction  and  the  right  to  act  in  any  and  every 
county. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  chapter  161  of  the  Revised  Laws,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Coimcil,  is  required, 
from  time  to  time,  to  designate  and  commission  a  suitable  niunber 
of  Justices  of  the  Peace  as  Trial  Justices  in  the  several  counties. 
By  the  provisions  of  section  7  of  chapter  161  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
each  Trial  Justice  holds  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
time  of  his  designation,  unless,  during  that  period,  he  ceases  to  hold 
a  commission  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  unless  such  designation 
and  conunission  as  Trial  Justice  are  revoked.

AT  SHANGHAI,  CHINA. 


FiBST  Class.  —  Three  eerUe  for  each  ounce,  or  fraction  (hereof,  on  letters, 
sealed  paokases,  mail  matter,  wholly  or  partly  in  writing,  except  droxH 
letters,  on  which  the  rate  is  2  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction. 

Second  Class.  —  Of%e  cent  for  eterti  four  ouneee  on  newspapers  and 
magasines  mailed  by  others  than  publishers. 

THiBD  Class. —  OfM  eerti  for  two  ounce;  or  fraction  thereof,  on 
almanacs,  books  and  catalogues  (weighing  8  ounces  or  lees;  in  excess  of 
8  ounces,  at  pared  post  rates),  calendars,  engravings,  pamphlets,  photo- 
graphs, posters,  prmted  cards,  proof  sheets,  corrected  proof  sheets  and 
manuscnpt  accompanying  the  same,  and  circulars.  Seeds,  cuttings, 
bulbSf  roots,  scions  and  plants  are  matter  of  the  fourth  class,  notwith- 
standin|(  that  the  third-class  rate  of  postage  (1  cent  for  each  2  ounces 
or  fraction  thereof),  applies  thereto  when  weighing  8  ounces  or  less.  Cut 
flowers,  dried  plants  and  botanical  specimens  not  susceptible  of  propa- 
gatbn  are  transmissible  at  parcel  post  rates.  Samples  of  wheat  or  other 
grain  in  its  natural  condition^  potatoes,  beans,  peas,  chestnuts,  acorns, 
etc.,  when  intended  for  plantmg  must  be  prepaid  at  the  special  rate  of 
1  cent  for  each  2  ounces  or  fraction  thereof,  when  wnghing  8  ounces 
or  less;  when  weighing  in  excess  of  8  ounces,  parcel  post  rates  apply. 

FoxTBTH  Class.  —  Fabcbl  Post  Infobmation  (as  issxtbd  bt    thb 

POST-OPPICB  DbPABTMBNT). 

The  act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  parcel  post 
system  provides  that  fourth-class  mail  matter  shall  embrace  all  other 
matter,  including  farm  and  factory  products,  not  now  embraced  by  law 
in  either  the  first,  second  or  thiM  class,  not  exceeding  50  pounds  to  offices 
in  the  first  and  second  sones,  and  20  pounds  to  all  other  sones,  nor  greater 
in  size  than  84  inches  in  length  and  girth  combined,  nor  in  form  or  kind 
likely  to  injure  the  person  of  any  postal  employee  or  damage  the  mail 
equipment  or  other  mail  matter,  and  not  of  a  character  perishable  within 
a  period  reasonably  required  for  transportatbn  and  delivery. 

Parcels  weighing  4  ounces  or  less  are  mailable  at  the  rate  of  1  cent  for 
each  ounce  or  fraction  oi  an  ounce,  regardless  of  distance.  Parcels 
weighing  more  than  4  ounces  are  mailable  at  the  following  pound  rates, 
a  fraction  of  a  pound  being  considered  a  full  pound:  —

The  sender  of  a  mailable  parcel  of  fourth-class  matter  on  which  the 
postage  is  fully  prepaid  may  have  the  price  of  the  article  and  the 
charges  thereon  cc^ected  from  the  addressee  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  10 
cents  in  postage  stamps  affixed,  provided  the  amount  to  be  collected 
does  not  exceed  $100.  Such  a  parcel  will  be  insured  against  loss,  with- 
out additional  charge,  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  itis  actual  value,  but 
not  to  exceed  $50. 

Preparation  for  Mailing, 

Parcels  must  be  prepared  for  mailing  in  such  manner  that  the  eon* 
tents  oan  be  easily  examined. 

A  parcel  must  not  be  accepted  for  mailing  unless  it  bears  the  nama 
and  address  pf  the  sender,  preceded  by  the  word  **Ftom," 

Postmasters  will  refuse  to  reodve  for  mailing  parcels  not  properly 
indorsed  or  packed  for  safe  shipment. 

Where  Mailable, 

Parcels  must  be  mailed  at  a  post  office,  branch  post  office,  named 
or  lettered  station,  or  such  numbered  stations  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  postmaster,  or  delivered  to  a  rural  or  other  carrier  duly  author- 
ised to  receive  such  matter. 
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Pareela  oolleeted  on  ittf  roatai  must  be  deposited  in  the  next  post 
office  at  whioh  the  carrier  arrives,  and  postace  charged  at  the  rate  from 
that  office. 

Inwrane4  an  Paretii, 

Fourth-class  mail  shall  not  be  reipstered,  but  may  be  insured  acainst 
loss  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  its  actual  value,  but  not  to  exceed  $6 
in  any  one  case,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  8  cents;  not  to  exceed  $25  on 
payment  of  a  fee  of  5  cents;  not  to  exceed  $50  on  payment  of  a  fee  of 
10  cents,  ox  not  to  exceed  $100  on  paarment  of  a  fee  of  25  cents,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  postage,  both  to  be  prepaid  by  stunps  affixed;  but  indem- 
nity will  not  be  allowed  in  cases  of  loss  of  such  mail  addressed  to  the 
Philippine  Islands,  unless  the  loss  occurred  in  the  postal  service  of  the 
United  States. 

UnmaildbU  MaUer, 

The  following  matter  b  declared  nonmailable  by  law  (see  sections 
211,  213  and  217  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  United  States,  approved 
Mai«h4. 1909):  — 

1;  Matter  manifestly  obscene,  lewd  or  lascivious;  articles  intended 
for  preventing  conception  or  for  procuring  abortion;  articles  intended 
for  indecent  or  immoral  purposes;  all  matter  otherwise  mailable  1^ 
law,  the  outmde  cover  or  wrapper  of  which  bears  any  delineations  or 
language  of  a  libelous,  scurrilous,  defamatoiy  or  threatening  character. 

Spirituous,  vinous,  malted,  fermented  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  of 
any  kind;  poisons  of  every  kind,  and  articles  and  compositions  contain- 
ing poison  (except  as  prescribed  in  section  19);  poisonous  animals, 
insects  and  reptiles;  explonves  <rf  eveiy  land;  inflammable  materials 
(which  are  hdd  to  include  matches,  kerosene  <nl,  gasoline,  naphtha, 
beniine,  turpentine,  denatured  alcohol,  etc.);  infernal  machines,  and 
mechanical,  chemical  or  other  devices  or  compontions  which  may  ignite 
or  explode;  disease  germs  or  scabs  (except  as  prescribed  in  section  36); 
and  other  natural  or  artificial  articles,  compositions  or  materials  of  what- 
ever kind  which  may  kill  or  in  any  wise  injure  another  or  damage  the 
mail  or  other  property. 

live  or  dead  (and  not  stuffed)  animals,  birds  or  poultry  (except  as 
prescribed  in  sections  29  and  34);  raw  hides  or  pelts,  guano,  or  any 
article  having  a  bad  odor  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  mails. 

A  parcel  post  guide  and  sone  key  for  determining  postage  rates  may 
be  obtained  by  remitting  55  cents  by  money  order  to  the  Third  Assistant 
Postmaster-General,  Division  of  Binanoe,  Washington,  D.  C.

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REQISTRATION  OF  MAIL  MATTER. 

The  Regisiry  Syftem  is  intended  to  give  to  registered  mail  the  greatest 
security  within  the  proTinee  ci  the  Post-oiBee  Department,  and  this 
special  security  is  obtained  by  its  retention  in  special  custody*  and  a 
system  of  records  and  receipts  showing  a  complete  chain  of  receipts 
from  the  time  it  leaves  the  hands  of  the  sender  until  it  is  delivered  to  the 
addressee. 

All  mailable  matter  properly  prepared  and  offoed  for  that  purpose, 
except  domestic  matter  of  the  fourth  class,  may  be  r^^istered  at  any 
post  office  in  the  United  States. 

The  fee  on  registered  matter,  domestic  or  foreign,  is  10  cents  for 
each  letter  or  parcel,  to  be  affixed  in  stamps,  in  addition  to  the  postage. 
Full  prepayment  of  postage  and  feeis  required. 

Every  letter  presented  for  registration  must  be  fully  and  lei^bly 
addressed  and  securely  sealed  by  the  sender,  and  all  letters  and  othw 
articles  must  also  have  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  endorsed 
thereon  in  writing  or  print  before  they  can  be  re^stered. 

Registered  mail  may  be  delivered  to  the  addressee,  to  a  person 
authorised  by  the  addressee  in  writing  to  receive  it,  or  to  any  responnble 
X>er8on  to  whom  the  addressee's  ordinary  mail  is  customarily  delivered. 
All  x>er8ons  calling  for  regbtered  matter  should  be  prepared  to  furnish 
reasonable  proof  of  their  identity,  as  it  b  imposaible  otherwise,  at  large 
post  offices,  to  guard  against  fraud. 

Safety  is  considered  before  celerity  in  the  transmisuon  of  registered 
mail,  and  as  delasrs  are  sometimes  necessary  to  secure  proper  recdpts  at 
points  of  transfer,  due  allowance  should  be  made  by  those  mailing  such 
matter  and  those  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  as  registered  mails  cannot  bo 
handled  with  the  same  despatch  as  ordinary  mail  matter. 

The  sender  of  any  registered  article  may  obtain  assurance  of  its 
receipt  at  the  office  of  delivery  by  endorsing  it  with  the  words,  "Return 
receipt  requested."  The  sender  of  any  registered  letter  or  pared  can 
restrict  its  delivery  to  the  addressee  in  person  or  on  the  addressee's 
written  order  by  endorsement  on  the  address  side  of  the  envelope  or 
wrapper,  '*  Deliver  to  addressee  only,"  or  "  Deliver  to  addressee  or 
order,'*  as  the  case  may  be. 

Letters  and  packages,  containing  money  or  articles  of  value  should 
be  registered,  and  never  deposited  for  transmission  by  ordinary  mail. 

The  Post-office  Department  is  liable  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $50 
for  the  loss  in  the  mails  of  any  piece  of  domestic  first-class  registered 
mail  matter,  and  not  exceeding  $25  for  the  loss  of  domestic  third-class 
registered  mail  matter. 

Indemnity  will  be  paid  in  any  amount  clidmed  within  the  limit  of 
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fiO  francs  for  the  Iom  in  tho  Postal  Union  maiis  of  »  registered  article 
of  any  class,  regardless  of  its  value. 

Np  indemnity  will  be  i>aid  for  the  loss  of  any  registered  article  sent 
by  international  parcel  post. 

No  indemnity  will  be  paid  for  any  registered  article  lost  under  cir- 
cumstances oi  "force  majeure"  (beyond  control)  unless  the  foreign 
countries  interested  will  assume  liability  for  indemnity  reciprocally 
with  the  United  States  in  such  cases.

The  postmaster  ci  any  for§%on  money-order  office  in  the  United  States 
—  the  same  being  degignated  by  the  Postmaster-General  —  will  furnish 
a  blank  form  of  iqiplieation,  on  which  the  tender  must  enter  all  the 
particulars  of  the  amount  0n  United  States  money),  names,  address, 
etc.,  and  must  state  the  fuU  nanu  and  exact  ru%d€ne4  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  order  is  to  be  made  payable.

BULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


.  [The  dates  under  each  rule  indicate  when  the  rule  and  its  amend- 
ments were  adopted.  The  rules  as  they  are  here  printed  were  finally 
adopted  by  the  Senate  on  Jan.  16,  1918. 

The  date  1817  denotes  the  time  when  the  several  rules  against  which 
it  is  placed  were  first  preserved.  Previously  to  that  year  these  rules 
are  not  to  be  found,  although  from  the  Senate  Journal  it  appears  that 
they  were  printed. 

Numbers  enclosed  in  parentheses  following  each  rule  indicate  the 
oorresponding  House  rule.j 

The  Presidbnt. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  stands  adjourned,  shall  call  the  mem- 
bers to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall 
proceed  to  business.

Every  such 
matter  shall  be  returned  by  the  committee  on  Rules  to 
the  Clerk  not  later  than  the  third  legislative  day  suc- 
ceeding the  day  of  its  deposit  with  him,  imless  consent 
in  writing  to  the  longer  detention  thereof  is  filed  with 
the  Clerk  by  the  member  presenting  the  matter,  and, 
unless  withdrawn  by  the  member,  it  shall  be  by  the 
Clerk  submitted  to  the  President  and  by  him  laid  be- 
fore the  Senate  not  later  than  on  the  next  legislative 
day  after  it  is  so  returned.

Speaker. 


1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Hous^  stands  adjourned,  call  the  members 
to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed 
to  business.    (Senate  Rule  1.) 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members;  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  House.    (2.) 

[With  regard  to  appeals,  see  Rules  83  and  94.] 

3.  He  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification 
as  hereinafter  provided.    (53.) 

[See  Rules  65  to  69.] 

4.  In  all  cases  he  may  vote.    (3.) 

6.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  or  to  address  the 
House,  but  may  read  sitting.    (2.) 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the 
House. 
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7.  He  may  appoint  a  member  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  chair  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  days  at 
one  time.

Subject  to  the  approval  and  direction  of  the  commit- 
tee on  Rules  during  the  session  and  of  the  Speaker 
after  prorogation,  the  use  of  the  reporters'  gallery  of 
the  House  Chamber  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
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organization  of  legislative  reporters  known  as  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  House  Press  Association. 

Every  legislative  reporter  desiring  admission  to  the 
House  press  gallery  shall  state  in  writing  tiiat  he  is  not 
the  agent  or  representative  of  any  person  or  corporation 
interested  in  legislation  before  tiie  General  Court,  and 
will  not  act  as  representative  of  any  such  person  or 
corporation  while  he  retains  his  place  in  the  gallery;

when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  chairmen  of  the  respective 
committees  of  the  two  branches,  the  interests  of  le^sla- 
lion  or  the  expedition  of  business  will  be  better  served 
by  such  joint  consideration.  Matters  may  also  be  re- 
ferred respectively  to  the  committees  on  the  Judiciary, 
on  Ways  and  Means,  and  on  Rules,  of  the  two  branches, 
as  joint  committees. 

The  committees  on  Rules,  together  with  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  two  branches,  acting  as  a  joint  committee, 
may  consider  and  suggest  such  measures  as  shall,  in 
their  judgment,  tend  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  ses- 
sion.

Feb.  2,  1891;  Jan.  11,  1892;  Feb.  10,  1892;  Feb.  7,

Jan.  29,  1901;  Jan.  6,  1902;  Jan.  9,  1903;  Jan.  8, 
1904;  Jan.  6,  1905;  Jan.  4,  1907;  Jan.  5,  1910;  Jan. 
4, 1911;  Jan.  1, 1913;  and  Jan.  12, 1914.] 
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2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel 
for  any  party  before  any  conmiittee  of  the  Legblature. 

3.  No  committee  of  the  Senate  or  the  House  shall 
travel  unless  authorized  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  its  branch  present  and  voting.  No  joint 
committee  shall  travel  unless  authorized  by  a  concur- 
rent vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting.  No  committee  shall  travel  except 
at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  any  case 
when  a  committee  is  authorized  to  travel,  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  shall  provide  transportation  only  for  members 
of  the  conmiittee  and  the  officer  accompanjdng  them, 
and  the  reasonable  travelling  expenses  of  such  members 
and  officers  only  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. Neither  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  nor  the  offi- 
cer detailed  by  him  shall  permit  any  person  to  accom- 
pany such  committee  while  in  the  discharge  of  its  official 
duties  unless  invited  by  vote  of  the  committee. 

All  bills  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  committees 
shall,  in  such  form  and  detail  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth,  be  submitted  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  to  the  committee  by  whom  they  have 
been  incurred;  and  such  bills,  before  they  are  presented 
to  the  Auditor  of  the  Conmionwealth,  shall  first  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  committee  incurring  them. 
The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  procure  from  the  Auditor 
and  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  transmit 
to  the  General  Court  in  print  a  statement  of  all  such  bills 
which  have  been  presented  to  the  Auditor  during  the 
preceding  month.  [Adopted  Feb.  7,  1890.  Amended

4.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or 
otherwise,  to  either  branch,  at  their  discretion,  having 
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reference  to  an  equal  distribution  of  business  between 
the  two  branches,  except  that  money  bills  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  House;  and  except  that  when  a  report  is 
made  from  any  committee  to  either  branch,  and  the  sub- 
ject-matter thereof  is  subsequently  referred  therein  to  a 
joint  committee,  such  conunittee  shall  report  its  action 
to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 
[See  also  next  rule.] 

6.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch 
first  acting  thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recom- 
mitted in  either  branch,  but  no  such  recommittal  shall 
be  made  after  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  March.  A 
concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be  necessary  for  the 
recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills,  or  resolves,  with 
instructions.  After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  made  to  the  branch  originating  the  recommit- 
ment.

6.  Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  joint  committees 
shall  be  printed  or  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  with- 
out material  erasure  or  interlineation,  and  on  not  less 
than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins,  and  with 
spaces  between  the  several  sections.  Dates  and  num- 
bers shall  be  printed  or  written  in  words  at  length.

7.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  in- 
corporation or  other  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detri- 
ment to  the  public  interests  by  a  general  law  or  under 
existing  laws,  the  committee  to  which  the  matter  is 
referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  "leave  to 
withdraw,"  or  "ought  not  to  pass."  [Amended  Feb.  2,

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7a.  a  committee  to  which  is  referred  a  petition  for 
legislation  to  authorize  a  city  or  town  to  reinstate  in 
its  service  a  person  formerly  employed  by  it  shall  re- 
port thereon  leave  to  withdraw  unless  the  person  seek- 
ing to  be  reinstated  has  first  petitioned  the  local  police, 
district  or  municipal  court  for  a  review,  as  provided  by 
law.

Notice  to  Parties  Interested. 

8.  No  legislation  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals 
or  the  rights  of  a  private  or  municipal  corporation, 
otherwise  than  as  it  affects  generally  the  people  of  the 
whole  Commonwealth  or  the  people  of  the  city  or  town 
to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be  proposed  or  in- 
troduced except  by  a  petition,  nor  shall  any  bill  or  re- 
solve embodying  such  legislation  be  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee except  upon  a  petition  duly  referred,  nor  shall 
such  a  bill  or  resolve  be  reported  by  a  committee, 
whether  on  an  original  reference  or  on  a  recommittal 
with  instructions  to  hear  the  parties,  until  it  is  made  to 
appear  to  the  satisf  actipn  of  the  committee  that  proper 
notice  of  the  proposed  legislation  has  been  given  by 
public  advertisement  or  otherwise  to  all  parties  inter- 
ested, without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth,  or  until 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  produced  that 
all  parties  interested  have  in  writing  waived  notice. 
A  committee  reporting  leave  to  withdraw  or  reference  to 
the  next  General  Court  for  want  of  proper  notice  or  of  a 
waiver  thereof  shall  set  forth  this  fact  in  its  report,  and 
no  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  in  order  as  a  substitute  for,  or 
amendment  of,  such  report.  Objection  to  the  violation 
of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  that  of  the 
third  reading.    [Adopted  Feb.  7,  1890.] 
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9.  A  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  a  town  or  city, 
or  for  the  division  of  an  existing  town  or  city,  or  for  the 
incorporation  of  a  raikoad,  street  railway,  elevated  rail- 
road or  canal  company,  or  for  the  amendment,  altera- 
tion or  extension  of  the  charter  or  corporate  powers  or 
privileges  of  any  such  company,  either  specially  incor- 
porated or  organized  under  general  laws,  or  for  author- 
ity to  take  water  for  a  water  supply,  or  relative  to 
building  structure  over  navigable  or  tide  waters,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  com- 
mittee, unless  the  petitioner  has  given  the  notice  re- 
quired by  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Laws,  or  by  other 
provisions  of  law.    A  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  a 
college  or  university  or  other  educational  institution, 
with  power  to  grant  degrees,  or  for  an  amendment  of  the 
charter  of  an  existing  educational  institution  so  that  the 
said  institution,  not  having  such  power,  shall  thereafter 
have  power  to  grant  degrees,  shall  also  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Court,  and  not  to  a  conunittee,  unless  the 
petitioner  has  given  the  notice  required  by  chapter  3  of 
the  Revised  Laws.    But  if,  no  objection  being  raised, 
any  such  petition  is  referred  to  a  committee  without  such 
required  notice,  the  committee  shall  forthwith  report  ref- 
erence to  the  next  General  Court,  setting  forth  as  the 
reason  for  such  report  failure  to  give  the  required  notice, 
unless  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  is  pro- 
duced that  all  parties  interested  have  in  writing  waived 
notice.

Ldmit  of  Time  dUowedfor  Reports  of  Committees, 

10.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon 
all  matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the 
second  Wednesday  in  March;  but,  except  as  provided 
in  Rule  No.  30,  the  time  within  which  they  are  required 
to  report  upon  such  matters  may  be  extended,  by  con- 
current vote,  until  a  day  not  later  than  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April.  When  the  time  within  which 
such  joint  committees  are  required  to  report  has  ex- 
pired, all  matters  upon  which  no  report  has  then  been 
made  shall,  within  three  legislative  days  thereafter,  be 
reported  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  part 
of  the  branch  in  which  they  were  respectively  intro- 
duced, with  a  recommendation  of  reference  to  the  next 
General  Court  under  this  rule.  This  rule  shall  not  be 
rescinded,  amended  or  suspended,  except  by  a  concur- 
rent vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting  thereon.

CommUtees  of  Conference. 

11.  Conmiittees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its 
vote;  and  their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of 
each  committee,  shall  be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the 
conference,  and  may  be  either  accepted  or  rejected,  but 
no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except  through  a  new

12.  Resolutions,  and  petitions,  memorials,  bills  and 
resolves  introduced  on  leave,  and  all  other  subjects  of 
legislation,  except  reports  required  or  authoriz^  to  be 
made  to  the  Legislature,  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  either  branch  subsequently  to  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  second  Saturday  of  the  session, 
shall,  when  presented,  be  referred  to  the  next  General 
Court;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  petitions  in 
aid  of,  and  remonstrances  against,  legislation  already 
introduced  and  pending;  nor  shall  it  apply  to  a  peti- 
tion offered  in  place  of  a  former  one  having  in  view 
the  same  object,  upon  which,  before  reference  to  a 
committee,  leave  to  withdraw  was  given  because  the 
same  was  not  in  proper  form,  provided  that  such 
subsequent  petition  is  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
either  branch  within  one  week  from  the  day  on 
which  leave  to  withdraw  was  given;  nor  shall  it  apply 
to  a  bill  or  resolve  introduced  on  leave  or  to  a  resolution 
presented  subsequently  to  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
on  the  second  Saturday  of  the  session,  when  such  biU, 
resolve  or  resolution  is  based  upon  the  report  of  a  joint 
conmiittce  which  has  been  made  in  compliance  with  in- 
structions to  report  facts  or  to  investigate,  provided  the 
said  bill,  resolve  or  resolution  is  introduced  within  one 
week  after  the  committee's  report  is  submitted.  This 
rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended  or  suspended,  ex- 
cept by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members 
of  each  branch  present  and  voting  thereon:  provided, 
however,  that,  except  by  unanimous  consent,  it  shall  not 
be  suspended  with  reference  to  a  petition  for  legislation 
when  such  petition  is  not  accompanied  by  a  bill  or  a  re- 
solve embodying  the  legislation  requested.    [Amended

Requests  for  Legislation  to  be  deposited  with  the  Clerks. 

13.  Petitions  and  memorials,  accompanied  by  bills 
or  resolves  embodying  the  subject-matter  prayed  for, 
bills  and  resolves  for  introduction  on  leave,  and  all 
other  subjects  of  legislation,  and  all  resolutions  and 
orders  of  inquiry,  intended  for  presentation  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  by  any  member,  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  branch  to  which  such  member  belongs,  and 
shall  be  laid  before  such  branch  not  later  than  at  the 
session  of  the  fourth  legislative  day  succeeding  the  day 
on  which  the  same  have  been  so  deposited.  [Adopted 
Feb.  7,  1890.  Amended  Feb.  2,  1891;  Feb.  7,  1893; 
and  Jan.  25,  1894.] 

Dockets  of  Legislative  Counsel  and  Agents. 

14.  The  joint  committee  on  Rules  shall  have  author- 
ity to  prescribe  the  manner  and  form  of  keeping  the 
dockets  of  legislative  counsel  and  agents  which  are  re- 
quired by  law.    [Adopted  Feb.  2,  1891.] 

Duties  of  the  Clerks. 

15.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee 
is  amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch 
shall  endorse  upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

16.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respec- 
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tive  Clerks,  except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage. 
Messages  may  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch 
may  direct. 

17.  After  bills  and  resolves  have  passed  both  branches 
to  be  engrossed,  they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks 
of  the  two  branches,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law;  and  when  engrossed  the  said 
Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same  to  the  committee 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Engrossed  Bills; 
and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be  enacted  in  that 
House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to  the 
committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills.  [Amended

18.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve  or  order, 
presented  or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted 
upon  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  imder 
the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the 
same  originated. 

19.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  or  a  re- 
solve originated  shall  make  an  endorsement  on  the 
envelope  of  the  engrossed  copy  thereof,  certifying  in 
which  branch  the  same  originated,  which  endorsement 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  by  the  Clerks  respec- 
tively.   [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889;  Feb.  24,  1914.] 

20.  Bills,  resolves  and  other  papers  requiring  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  shall  be  laid  before  him  for 
his  approbation  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall 
enter  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate  the  day  on  which 
the  same  were  so  laid  before  the  Governor.  [Amended 
Jan.  28, 1889.] 
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CanstUtUional  Amendments. 

21.  All  revives  proposing  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each 
branch,  and  the  question  upon  agreeing  to  an  amend- 
ment  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays.    [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.] 

Referendum  Measures. 

22.  Every  bill  or  resolve  which,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
is  to  be  referred  to  the  people  for  their  rejection  or  ap- 
proval, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article 
XLII.  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Constitution,  shall 
contain  a  provision  for  such  reference,  which  provision 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  separate  section  in  the  case  of 
a  bill,  and  in  the  form  of  a  separate  resolve  clause  in 
the  case  of  a  resolve.  The  yea  and  nay  vote  required 
by  the  said  Article  of  Amendment  shall  be  taken  co- 
incidently  with  the  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  the  bill 
or  the  resolve  in  each  branch,  and  the  question  shall  be 
on  passing  the  bill  to  be  enacted  (or  on  passing  the 
resolve)  and  on  referring  to  the  people  for  their  rejec- 
tion or  approval  the  bill,  the  resolve,  or  the  part  of 
such  bill  or  resolve  to  be  so  referred;  and  this  question 
shall  be  indivisible.  When  such  vote  is  affirmative 
there  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  bill  or  on  the  resolve,  in 
addition  to  the  customary  endorsement,  a  statement 
that  the  bill,  or  the  resolve,  or  the  specified  part  of  the 
bill  or  the  resolve,  is  referred  to  the  people  for  their 
rejection  or  approval  at  the  polls.  [Adopted  Feb.  24, 
1914.1 
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Printing  and  Di^rihution  of  Documents. 

23.  The  joint  committee  on  Rules  may  make  regu- 
lations for  tiie  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or 
assigned  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise 
disposed  of,  and  such  regulations  shall  be  reported  to 
and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other 
document,  the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  au- 
thorize the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the 
general  order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as 
follows,  to  wit:  two  copies  to  each  member  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  (to  be  placed  on 
his  file  under  the  direction  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  if 
desired  by  the  member);  three  copies  to  each  Clerk  in 
either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter  in  regu- 
lar attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive;  twenty 
copies  to  the  Secrettuy's  office;  six  copies  to  l^e  State 
Library;  one  copy  to  each  Public  Library  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, which  shall  make  due  application  therefor 
to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  shall  make  proper  provi- 
sion for  the  transmission  and  preservation  thereof;  and, 
when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten 
copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the 
report.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed 
m  the  lobbies,  and  distribute  the  remainder  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  joint  com- 
mittee.

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Joint  Conventions, 

24.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in 
Conventions  of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conven- 
tions shall  be  holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber; 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals  of  both  branches. 

25.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall 
not  be  altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

26.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the 
Convention  is  formed. 

Joint  Elections, 

27.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such 
election. 

Recess  Committees. 

28.  No  standing  or  special  committee  of  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Representatives  and  no  joint  committee 
shall  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Court  unless 
authorized  so  to  do  by  concurrent  votes  of  the  two 
branches.    [Adopted  Feb.  24,  1914.] 

Joint  Committee  on  Rides. 

29.  All  motions  or  orders  authorizing  joint  commit- 
tees to  travel  or  to  employ  stenographers,  all  proposi- 
tions involving  special  investigations  by  joint  com- 
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mittees  and  all  motions  or  orders  proposed  for  joint 
adoption  which  provide  that  information  be  transmitted 
to  the  General  Court  shall  be  referred  without  debate 
to  the  joint  committee  on  Rules,  who,  within  fourteen 
days  after  such  reference,  shall  report  thereon,  recom- 
mending what  action  should  be  tsd^en.  [Adopted  Jan. 
10,  1898.    Amended  Jan.  20,  1904;  and  Jan.  28,  1913.] 

30.  All  motions  or  orders  extending  the  time  within 
which  joint  committees  are  required  to  report  shall  be 
referred  without  debate  to  the  joint  committee  on  Rules, 
who  shall  report  recommending  what  action  should  be 
taken  thereon.  No  such  extension  beyond  the  second 
Wednesday  in  April  shall  be  granted,  against  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  joint  committee  on  Rules,  except 
by  a  four-fifths  vote  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting  thereon.  This  rule  shall  not  be 
rescinded,  amended  or  suspended,  except  by  a  concurrent 
vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  branch  present 
and  voting  thereon.  [Adopted  Jan.  16, 1903.  Amended 
Feb.  6,  1912.1 

Members. 

31.  A  member  of  either  branch  who  directly  or  in- 
directly solicits  for  himself  or  others  any  position  or 
office  within  the  gift  or  control  of  a  raihoad  corpora- 
tion, street  railway  company,  gas  or  electric  light  com- 
pany, telegraph  or  telephone  company,  aqueduct  or 
water  company,  or  other  public  service  corporation, 
shall  be  subject  to  suspension  therefor,  or  to  such  other 
penalty  as  the  branch  of  which  he  is  a  member  may  see 
fit  to  impose.    [Adopted  May  22,  1902.] 
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Accommodations  for  Reporters. 

32.  Subject  to  the  approval  and  direction  of  the 
joint  committee  on  Rules  during  the  session  and  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
after  prorogation,  the  use  of  the  rooms  and  facilities 
assigned  to  reporters  in  the  State  House  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  organization  of  legislative  reporters 
known  as  the  Massachusetts  State  House  Press  Asso- 
ciation. No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  use  such 
rooms  or  facilities  who  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  reporters'  gallery  of  the  Senate  or  of  the  House.

PRESIDING  OFFICERS  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


Power  of  Presiding  Officers  to  decide  Constitu- 
tional Questions.  —  In  a  decision  on  a  money  bill,  in 
which  it  was  held  that  it  was  within  the  province  of  the 
chair  to  decide  the  constitutional  question  involved,  the 
following  statement  was  made:  "It  is  of  course  not  in- 
tended to  assume  to  the  chair  any  right  of  decision  as  to 
the  constitutionality  of  matters  of  legislation  in  relation 
to  their  substance;  but  where  the  question  relates  to 
form  and  maimer  of  proceeding  in  legislation,  or,  in 
other  words,  is  one  of  order,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  chair  to 
rule  upon  the  same,  although  it  may  depend  upon  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  for  its  solution."  Cases  of 
a  proposition  to  adjourn  for  more  than  two  days,  of  pro- 
ceedings without  a  quorum,  of  a  faulty  enacting  form, 
and  of  neglecting  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  on  a  vetoed 
bill,  are  cited.  Pitman,  S.  1869,  p.  341.  See  also 
Jewell,  H.  1868,  p.  386;  Stone,  H.  1866,  p.  436; 
Butler,  S.  1894,  pp.  655, 648;  Butler,  S.  1895,  p.  378;

A  point  of  order  having  been  raised 
that  a  proposed  amendment  was  not  in  order  for  the 
reason  that  it  was  imconstitutional,  it  was  held  that  it 
was  not  within  the  province  of  the  chair  to  decide  as  to 
the  constitutionahty  of  the  amendment.

by  the  two  branches  requesting  the  Governor  to  return 
the  bill  to  the  Senate.

THE  PBESIDENT. 

The  President  has  no  power,  either  by  general  parlia- 
mentary law  or  by  special  authority  vested  in  him  by 
the  Senate,  to  cause  any  document  to  be  printed  or  dis- 
tributed, or  to  prevent  any  document  from  being 
printed  or  distributed;  and,  upon  the  simple  request  of 
a  member  of  the  Senate,  he  has  no  authority  to  issue  an 
order  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  remove  from  the  desks 
and  files  of  the  senators  a  report,  portions  of  which  are 
claimed  to  be  unparhamentary.  Crocker,  S.  1883, 
pp.  489,  576. 

Rule  8.  The  suspension  of  this  rule  by  itself  does  not 
take  a  bill  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Clerk,  nor  does  it 
preclude  reconsideration  moved  in  accordance  with 
Senate  Rule  53.    Jones,  S.  1904,  p.  802.

This  rule  is  an  expression  of  a  principle  of  parUa- 
mentary  law.

General  parliamentary  practice  not  only  forbids  the 
introduction  of  a  proposition  which  is  substantially 
the  same  as  a  proposition  previously  rejected,  but  also 
forbids  the  introduction  of  a  proposition  substantially 
the  same  as  one  already  pending,  or  substantially  the 
same  as  one  previously  adopted  or  passed.  In  legis- 
lative procedure  a  bill  is  not  passed  within  the  meaning 
of  the  foregoing  general  parliamentary  rule  until  it 
has  passed  to  be  enacted.    Spragub,  S.  1891,  p.  713. 

"FinaUy  rejected"    These  words  must  be  construed 
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to  refer  either  to  a  rejection  by  both  Houses,  or  to 
such  action  of  the  Senate  as  amounts  to  a  final  re- 
jection of  the  measure  independently  of  any  action 
of  the  House.  Pillsbubt,  S.  1885,  p.  584.  See  also 
Babrbtt,  H.  1889,  p.  864. 

''When  an  order  is  rejected,  or  a  petition  excluded, 
or  leave  is  refused  to  bring  in  a  bill,  or  a  bill  or  resolve 
is  refused  any  one  of  its  stages  of  advancement,  it  is 
'finally  rejected.'  "  Cogswell,  S.  1877,  pp.  301,  306. 
Indefinite  postponement  is  a  final  rejection.  Pineeb- 
TON,  S.  1892,  p.  808. 

"The  phrase  'when  any  measure  has  been  finally 
rejected'  must  be  construed  to  apply  solely  to  such 
measures  as  the  Senate  has  power  finally  to  reject, 
and  cannot  of  course  apply  to  amendments  which  may 
be  offered  at  any  stage  of  a  bill,  even  if  rejected  at  a 
previous  stage;  nor  has  it  ever  been  denied  that  an 
amendment  rejected  by  the  Senate  may  be  adopted 
by  the  House  and  sent  up  for  concurrence.  A  substitute 
is  an  amendment  differing  only  in  this,  that  it  is  capable 
of  amendment  in  the  second  degree,  and  by  rules  of 
the  Senate,  but  not  of  the  House,  requires  three  several 
readings.  To  propose  a  substitute  is  therefore  only  to 
propose  an  amendment,  and  it  does  not  become  a 
'measure'  until  it  is  adopted.  The  rule,  being  made 
by  the  Senate,  and  applicable  to  the  Senate  alone, 
must  mean  that  no  senator  shall  introduce  a  second 
time  a  'measure,'  that  is,  a  biU  or  resolve,  and  some 
kinds  of  orders,  which  has  been  once  and  finally  re- 
jected by  the  Senate.  Any  other  interpretation  would 
put  it  in  the  power  of  a  single  senator  to  defeat  any 
bill,  which  might  be  pending  in  either  branch  or  in 
the  committee,  and  to  which  he  was  opposed,  by  offering 
it  as  a  substitute  for  any  other  bill  which  he  had  reason 
to  believe  the  Senate  was  desirous  of  passing,  and 
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80  compelling  the  Senate  to  choose  between  two  bills, 
both  of  which  it  might  be  desirous  of  passing/'  H.  H. 
CooLiDGE,  S.  1870,  p.  415.  This  ruling  was  made  be- 
fore the  adoption  of  Senate  Rule  50.  See  also  Smith, 
S.  1898,  p.  730;  Soule,  S.  1902,  p.  755.  See,  contra, 
Pitman,  S.  1869,  p.  517. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing  it  was  held  that  a 
bill  passed  in  the  branch  in  which  it  began  might  be 
sent  from  that  branch  to  the  other,  and  so  introduced, 
although  a  similar  bill  was  there  pending,  or  had  been 
passed  or  rejected.  Cogswell,  S.  1877,  pp.  301, 
306.  See  also  Bishop,  S.  1882,  p.  307;  Lawrence, 
S.  1896,  p.  1036;  Smith,  S.  1898,  p.  981. 

A  House  bill,  practically  identical  with  a  previous 
bill  which  had  been  received  from  the  House  and  re- 
jected by  the  Senate,  was  admitted,  in  recognition  of 
the  practice  of  the  Senate  that  courtesy  to  the  co- 
ordinate branch  usually  requires  the  consideration  of 
a  bill  so  received.    Soule,  S.  1901,  p.  931. 

So  also  in  a  case  when  a  report  "inexpedient  to 
legislate ''  had  been  adopted  by  the  Senate,  it  was 
held  that  the  Senate  was  still  bound  to  entertain  a 
House  bill  on  the  same  subject,  if  the  report  had  not 
been  concurred  in  by  the  House.  PiLLSBnBT,  S. 
1885,  p.  585. 

When  the  above  decisions  of  Presidents  Coolidge 
and  Cogswell  were  given,  the  words  "by  any  com- 
mittee or  member"  were  not  embodied  in  the  rule, 
and  the  rule  ended  as  follows:  "and  this  rule  shall 
apply  as  well  to  measures  originating  in  the  House  as 
to  those  originating  in  the  Senate."  These  words 
were  left  out  in  1877. 

The  fact  that  a  bill  has  been  finally  rejected  in  one 
branch  does  not  prevent  its  introduction  in  the  other. 
Habtwell,  S.  1889,  p.  822. 
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It,  however,  a  bill  or  measure  has  been  once  rejected 
by  both  branches,  general  parliamentary  law  as  well 
as  this  rule  would  prevent  any  measure  substantially 
the  same  from  being  again  introduced  into  either 
branch  at  the  same  session;  and  the  fact  that  one 
branch  had  passed  such  measure  and  forwarded  it  to 
the  other  would  not  justify  its  introduction  in  the 
latter  branch.  Thus,  where  a  report  of  ''leave  to 
withdraw"  had  been  accepted  by  both  branches,  it 
was  held  that  a  bill  (reported  by  a  committee  after 
such  concurrent  action)  that  embodied  a  measure  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  that  contemplated  in  the  petition 
must  be  kdd  aside,  even  though  the  bill  came  from  the 
other  branch.

But,  an  adverse  report  on  a  measure  having  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  House  and  subsequentiy  accepted  by  the 
Senate,  a  bill  from  the  House  was  entertained  and  the 
alleged  similarity  of  the  two  measures  held  to  be  imma- 
terial because  the  bill  had  been  introduced  in  the  House 
previously  to  the  Senate's  action  on  the  other  measure. 
Wells,  S.  1916,  p.  605. 

It  seems  that,  notwithstanding  this  rule,  an  amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  can  be  introduced,  although 
it  is  substantially  the  same  as  an  amendment  which 
came  from  the  previous  Legislatiure  and  which  has 
been  rejected.    Phblps,  S.  1859,  p.  325. 

**No  measure  substantially  the  same.''  A  resolve 
providing  only  for  biennial  elections  is  not  substantially 
the  same  as  a  resolve  providing  for  biennial  elections 
and  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legislature.

The  imiform  custom  in  the  House  has  been  to 
aUude  to  a  member  by  his  residence.  The  pronouncing 
of  the  name  of  one  member  by  another  in  debate  is 
liable  to  lead  to  the  excitement  of  personal  feeling,  and 
to  a  disturbance  of  that  harmony  and  courtesy  among 
the  members  which  are  essential  to  the  highest  style 
of  order  in  a  deliberative  assembly.

COMMITTEES. 

A  report  adopted  at  a  duly  notified  meeting  of  a 
committee,  a  quorum  being  present,  was  held  to  be  a 
valid  report  of  the  committee,  although  an  imsigned 
memorandum  was  written  on  the  report  to  the  effect 
that  certain  members,  constituting  a  majority  of  the 
committee,  dissented.   Boabdman,  S.  1888,  p.  378. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  chair  upon  a 
point  of  order  to  inquire  into  the  internal  workings  of 
a  committee  with  a  view  to  determining  whether  a 
bill  has  been  properly  considered  by  such  committee. 
Barbett,  H.  1891,  p.  1127;  Jones,  S.  1903,  p.  457; 
Greenwood,  S.  1913,  p.  1154. 

When  a  report  is  received,  the  committee's  duties  as 
to  the  matter  reported  on  are  ended,  and  they  can 
make  no  further  report  upon  it  unless  the  subject  is 
recommitted  to  them  by  vote  of  the  assembly. 
Crocker,  S.  1883,  pp.  489,  576;  Barrett,  H.  1891, 
p.  789;  Harden,  H.  1883,  pp.  529,  669. 

The  reception  of  a  report  discharges  the  committee, 
even  though  the  report  is  subsequently  ruled  out  as 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  reference.  Myers,  H.  1900, 
p.  1463. 

A  report  of  a  committee  made  without  authority 
cannot  be  considered.    Barrett,  H.  1892,  p.  877. 
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Every  report  should  conclude  with  some  substantive 
proposition  for  the  consideration  of  the  assembly,  such 
as,  that  a  bill,  resolve,  order  or  resolution  ought  or 
ought  not  to  pass,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  le^late, 
that  the  petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw,  etc.,  etc. 

If  a  report  recommends  the  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolve, 
action  is  had  upon  the  bill  or  resolve  alone,  and  it 
takes  its  several  readings,  or  is  otherwise  disposed  of, 
as  to  the  assembly  seems  fit.  In  such  cases  nothing  is 
done  about  "accepting  the  report."  The  statement  of 
facts  and  arguments  embodied  in  the  report  in  support 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  is  not  accepted 
or  adopted,  .  .  .  and  the  assembly,  by  passing  the 
bill  or  resolve,  does  not  endorse  that  statement  of 
fact  or  argument  any  more  than,  when  it  passes  a 
vote,  it  endorses  every  speech  made  in  support  of  the 
motion. 

What  is  true  of  a  report  recommending  the  passage 
of  a  bill  or  regolve  is  equally  true  of  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  order,  reference 
to  another  committee  or  to  the  next  General  Court, 
or  any  other  action.  The  substantive  proposition  of 
the  report  is  the  motion,  as  it  were,  of  the  committee, 
and  that  proposition  alone  is  before  the  assembly  for 
its  action.  The  preliminary  statement  of  facts  and  of 
opinions  contained  in  reports  in  the  usual  forms  is 
not  before  the  assembly  for  its  action,  and  therefore 
cannot  be  amended.  If,  however,  the  proposition  of  a 
report  is  that  its  statement  of  facts  and  of  opinions 
should  be  endorsed  and  adopted  by  the  assembly  itself, 
then  and  then  only  such  statement  would  properly  be 
before  the  assembly,  and  might  be  amended  or  other- 
wise acted  upon.  Crocker,  S.  1883,  pp.  489,  676; 
Barrett,  H.  1890,  p.  1254. 

Whatever  the  proposition  of  the  report  is,  the  question 
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should  be  so  framed  as  to  embody  that  propoation  in 
distmct  terms.  The  ordinary  form  of  putting  the 
question,  namely,  "Shall  this  report  be  accepted?"  is 
inaccurate,  ambiguous,  misleading,  and  ought  to  be 
abolished.    Crocker,  S.  1883,  pp.  489,  576. 

If  a  committee  report  in  part  only,  its  report  should 
expressly  state  that  it  is  "in  part,"  and  should  clearly 
define  what  portion  of  the  subject-matter  committed 
to  it  is  covered  by  the  report.  The  use  of  the  words 
"in  part"  is,  however,  not  essential.  If  the  committee 
intended  to  report  in  part  only,  and  the  phraseology  of 
its  report  is  consistent  with  such  intent,  its  report  will 
be  treated  as  a  report  in  part.  Crocker,  S.  1883, 
p.  87;  Barrett,  H.  1889,  p.  843.  See  also  Spragub, 
S.  1891,  p.  713. 

When  a  committee  reports  only  in  part,  a  motion  to 
substitute  a  bill  which  is  germane  to  another  part  of 
the  subject-matter  referred  to  the  committee  is  not  in 
order.

A  committee  to  which  the  report  of  a  commission 
has  been  referred  may  report  a  bill  on  the  subject 
covered  by  the  rejwrt  of  the  commission,  although 
such  rei)ort  omits  to  reconmiend  legislation.  Notes, 
H.  1888,  p.  670.  But  see  Hartwell,  S.  1889,  p.  733. 
See  also  Sprague,  S.  1891,  p.  514. 

A  committee  to  which  a  report  of  a  commission  has 
been  referred  should  make  separate  reports  on  the 
various  subjects  on  which  legislation  is  specially  sug- 
gested, and  a  final  report,  —  "no  further  legislation 
necessary."  In  a  case,  however,  where  a  committee 
reported  a  bill  on  one  only  of  several  subjects,  deeming 
that  legislation  on  the  other  subjects  was  inexpedient, 
and  plainly  indicated  that  its  report  was  intended  to 
be  a  report  in  full,  it  was  held  that  any  amendment 
within  the  scope  of  the  matter  referred  to  the  ccwnmittee 
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was  admissible,  though  such  amendment  might  not 
be  germane  to  the  subject-matter  covered  by  the 
reported  bill.  Otherwise  the  committee  would  possess 
the  power  to  bury  by  its  own  action,  and  without  the 
power  of  revision,  the  issues  referred  to  it.  Barbett,

For  a  case  in  which,  the  question  being  on  passing 
a  resolve  to  be  engrossed,  it  was  held  to  be  too  late  to 
raise  the  point  of  order  tJiat  under  the  proviedons  of  a 
statute  (St.  1907,  c.  520,  §  3)  the  petition  should  have 
been  referred  to  the  next  General  Court,  see  Curtiss 
(acting  Speaker),  H.  1909,  p.  1121. 

Where  a  committee  has  referred  to  it  several  petitions 
on  the  same  subject,  or  various  papers  involving  either 
directiy  or  remotely  the  same  subject,  whether  amply 
or  connected  with  other  things,  and  the  committee 
has  once  considered  and  reported  upon  any  one  subject 
involved  in  them,  it  has  entirely  exhausted  its  authority 
over  that  subject. 

After  such  report  has  been  once  made,  the  subject 
passes  beyond  the  control  of  the  committee  and  be- 
comes the  property  of  the  House. 

Any  papers  left  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  which 
may  indirectly  involve  the  same  subject  must  be 
treated  as  if  that  question  was  not  in  them.  It  seems 
not  to  be  within  the  power  of  a  committee  to  with- 
hold mention  of  any  particular  petition,  report  or 
other  paper,  and  thus  retain  possession  of  a  subject 
once  reported  upon  as  a  basis  for  a  new  action  and  a 
new  report. 

General  considerations  support  strongly  this  view. 
It  is  a  maxim  of  jurisprudence  that  it  is  for  the  public 
advantage  that  strifes  should  come  to  an  end.  It  is 
equaUy  for  the  public  interest  that  contentions  in 
what  our  fathers  called  the  Great  and  General  Court 
should  be  settled  once  for  all.  Many  persons  have  a 
deep  interest  in  the  matters  heard  before  committees. 
They  appear  in  person  or  by  coimsel;  and  when  the 
subject  is,  by  report  of  the  committee,  brought  before 
the  Legislature,  they  appear  to  influence  the  action 
of  members,  as  they  have  the  right  to  do.    When  the 
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matter  is  once  disposed  of,  they  depart,  and  suppose 
they  may  do  so  in  safety.  They  have  a  right  to  believe 
their  interests  no  longer  require  their  presence.  But 
if  a  committee  may  revive  questions  once  reported 
upon  and  settled,  there  will  never  be  rest.  Jewell, 
H.  1870,  p.  480.  See  also  Notes,  H.  1888,  p.  584; 
Spraoub,  S.  1891,  p.  516;  Barrett,  H.  1891,  p.  790. 

A  resolve,  not  an  order,  should  be  the  form  used  to 
provide  for  printing  a  docimient  not  for  the  use  of  the 
Legislature,  and  involving  the  expenditure  of  public 
money.

On  the  other  hand,  a  motion  to 
postpone  indefinitely  the  whole  subject,  or  any  motion 
which  carries  with  it  an  ori^nal  purpose  of  destruction 
to  the  bill,  is  not  in  order,  because  the  two  branches 
have  already  agreed  to  the  bill  as  a  whole,  and  such  a 
motion  would  be  irregular  in  itself,  and  in  its  parlia- 
mentary effects  uncourteous  towards  the  other  branch 
of  the  Legislature.

Where  a  bill  which  had  been  agreed  to  by  both 
branches  was  sent  by  the  House  to  the  Senate  for  con-

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THE  STATE  HOUSE. 


The  80-oallejl  "Bulfinoh  Front"  of  the  State  House  was  erected  in 
1795-7,  upon  land  purchased  of  the  heiis  of  John  Hancock,  by  the 
town  of  Boston,  for  the  sum  of  £4,000,  and  conveyed  by  said  town  to 
the  Commonwealth,  May  2,  1795.  The  Commissioners  on  the  part  of 
the  town  to  convey  the  "Governor's  Pasture,"  as  it  was  styled,  to 
the  Commonwealth,  were  William  Tudor,  Charles  Jarvis,  John  Coffin 
Jones,  William  Eustis,  William  Little,  Thomas  Dawes,  Joseph  Russell, 
Harrison  Gray  Otis  and  Peres  Morton.  The  agents  for  erecting  the 
State  House  were  named  in  the  deed  as  follows:  Thomas  Dawes, 
Edward  Hutchinson  Robbins  and  Charles  Bulfinch. 

The  comer-stone  was  laid  July  4,  1795,  by  Governor  Samuel  Adams, 
assisted  by  Paul  Revere,  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons.  The 
stone  was  drawn  to  the  spot  by  fifteen  white  horses,  representing  the 
number  of  States  of  the  Union  at  that  time.  The  original  building  is 
172  feet  front;  the  height,  from  base  course  to  pinnacle,  is  155  feet; 
and  the  foundation  is  about  106  feet  above  the  waters  of  the  bay. 
The  dome  is  53  feet  in  diameter  and  35  feet  high.  The  original  cost 
of  the  building  was  estimated  at  $133,333.33. 

Extensive  improvements,  including  a  "new  part"  extending  back- 
ward upon  Mount  Vernon  Street  were  made,  chiefly  under  the  direction 
of  a  commission,  in  the  years  1853,  1854,  1855  and  1856. 

Under  a  resolve  of  1866  a  commission  was  appointed  to  inquire  and 
report  concerning  the  whole  subject  of  remodelling  or  rebuilding  the 
State  House.  They  reported  three  propositions,  without  deciding  in 
favor  of  either.  The  first  was  a  plan  of  remodelling  at  an  expense  of 
$375,430;  the  second,  a  plan  of  remodeUing  at  an  expense  of  $759,- 
872;  and  the  third,  a  plan  for  a  new  building  at  an  expense  of  $2,- 
042,674.  The  report  of  the  commission  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  State  House  of  the  session  of  1867,  who  reconuuended  a  plan 
of  alterations  at  the  estimated  expense  of  $150,000;  and  by  Resolve 
No.  84  of  that  year  the  work  was  ordered  to  be  executed  under  the 
supervision  of  a  commission  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  who  were  authorised 
by  the  same  resolve  to  expend  $150,000,  and,  by  a  subsequent  resolve, 
$20,000  in  addition.    The  President  of  the  Senate  died  on  the  29th  of 
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Oetobar,  and  thereafter  the  work  wm  continued  by  the  snrviyiiic 
eonunieiionw.    The  improyemento  consisted  oi  an  almost  entire 
eonstmetion  of  the  interior  of  the  buildinc,  except  the  "new  imrt, 
before  referred  to  as  having  been  added  from  1853  to  1856.    They 
wwe  executed  from  the  plans  oi  the  architects,  Washburn  &  Son,  and 
cost,  including  furniture,  about  $250,000. 

The  Legislature  of  1808  nuuie  provision  for  reseating  the  Senate 
Chamber  and  the  Hall  of  the  House,  which  improvemento  were  made 
under  the  supervisicMi  oi  legislative  committees,  in  season  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Legislature  of  1800,  at  a  cost  of  about  $6,600. 

By  Resolve,  chapter  68  of  the  year  1881,  the  sum  of  $45,000  waa 
authorised  to  be  expeodod  for  improving  the  basraient  of  the  State 
House,  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  by  the  joint  standing 
committee  on  the  State  House.  The  work  was  begun  soon  after  the 
regular  session  of  1881,  and  was  carried  on  imder  the  stq>ervicdon  of 
the  commissioners  on  the  Stote  House,  consisting  of  Oreb  F.  Mitchell, 
Sergeant-ai-Arms,  Hon.  Daniel  A.  Gleason,  Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
General,  and  Hon.  Henry  B.  Peirce,  Secretary  of  Steto,  assisted  by 
John  W.  Leighton  and  Asa  H.  Caton,  both  of  Boston,  and  appointed, 
under  the  rescdve  referred  to,  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  Under 
the  plans  the  floor  of  the  basement  was  brought  down  to  a  common 
level,  and  numerous  additional  office  rooms  and  needed  aooommoda- 
tkms  were  obtained. 

Umler  authority  of  chapter  70  of  the  Resolves  of  1885,  passenger 
elevators  were  erected  in  the  east  and  west  wings  of  the  Stote  House. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  349  of  the  Acta  of  the 
year  1888,  the  Governor  and  Council,  "for  the  purpose  of  providing 
suitable  and  adequate  accommodations  for  the  legislative  and  executive 
departmenta  of  the  Stote  government  and  for  the  several  bureaus, 
boards  and  officers  oi  the  Commonwealth,  whose  offices  are,  or  may 
be,  located  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  for  any  other  necessary  and 
convenient  uses  of  the  Commonwealth,"  on  November  7  of  the  same 
year,  took  possesnon  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  parcel 
of  land  Isring  next  north  of  the  Stote  House,  and  bounded  by  Deme, 
Temi^  Mount  Vernon  and  Hancock  streets,  and  also  of  a  pared  of 
land  Isring  to  the  east  of  Temple  Street,  between  Mount  Vernon  and 
Deme  streeto,  both  lota  with  the  buildings  and  improvemento  thereon, 
fun  power  bdng  given  them  to  settle,  by  agreement  or  arbitration, 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  any  person  by  reason  of  the 
taking  of  his  iwoperty.  They  were  also  authorised  to  discontinue  the 
whole  ot  Temple  Street  between  Mount  Vernon  and  Deme  streeto, 
and  to  negotiate  with  the  city  of  Boston  concerning  the  construction 
of  new  streeto  or  wajrs. 
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By  chapter  404  of  the  Acta  of  1892,  for  the  puipoae  of  seouring  an 
open  space  aroirnd  the  State  House,  the  oommissioneni  were  authorised 
to  take,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  the  land  bounded  north  by  Dome 
Street,  east  by  Bowdoin  Street,  south  by  Beacon  Hill  Place  and  west 
by  the  State  House,  and  by  chapter  129,  Acts  of  1893,  they  were 
authorised  to  sell  the  buildings  thereon.  Subsequently,  the  com- 
missioners were  authorised  to  take  Beacon  Hill  Place  (chapter  450, 
Acts  of  1893)  and  also  the  land  bounded  east  by  Bowdoin  Street, 
south  by  Beacon  Street,  west  by  Mount  Vernon  Street  and  north  by 
the  land  then  owned  by  the  Commonwealth;  and  provision  was  made 
for  the  removal  of  buildings  on  said  land  and  for  the  improvement 
thereof  (chapter  532,  Acts  of  1894;  chapter  223,  Acts  of  1897;  chapter 
382,  Acts  of  1900;'  and  chapter  625,  Acts  of  1901).  In  1901  authority 
was  given  to  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Goimcil, 
to  take  in  fee  simple,  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  parcel  of 
land,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  on  the  southerly  side  of  Mount 
Vernon  Street,  immediately  west  of  Hancock  Avenue  (chapter  525, 
Acts  of  1901). 

By  chapter  92  of  the  Resolves  of  1888.  the  Governor  and  Council 
were  allowed  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000  to  enable  them  to  devise 
and  report  to  the  next  General  Court  a  general  plan  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  State  government. 

A  plan  was  accordingly  submitted  to  the  General  Ck>iurt  of  1889,  and 
$2,500  were  appropriated  for  the  further  perfecting  of  said  plan.  A 
bill  to  provide  for  the  enlargement  of  the  State  House  was  subsequently 
reported  in  the  Legislature  and  became  a  law  (chapter  394  of  the  Acta 
of  1889).  Under  this  act  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  appoint 
three  persons,  to  be  known  as  the  State  House  Ck>nstruction  Com- 
missioners, and  Messrs.  John  D.  Long,  Wm.  Endicott,  Jr.,  and  Benjamin 
D.  Whitcomb  were  appointed  the  commissioners.  Mr.  Whitcomb 
died  in  1894,  and  Mr.  Charles  Everett  Clark  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  The  latter  died  in  1899.  In  1894  Mr.  Long  rerigned,  and 
Mr.  George  W.  Johnson  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  commission. 
The  architects  selected  were  Messrs.  Brigham  &  Spofford  of  Boston. 
Subsequently  to  March,  1892,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Brigham  was  the  sole 
architect  of  the  extension. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  December,  1889,  the  comer-stone  of  the 
new  building  was  laid  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Ames  with  appro- 
priate ceremonies.  The  removal  of  the  various  departments  and  com- 
missions to  the  new  building  was  begun  in  the  latter  part  of  1894. 
The  House  of  Representatives  of  1895  convened  in  the  old  Representa- 
tives' Chamber  on  the  second  day  of  January,  and  on  the  following 
day  met  for  the  first  time  in  the  hall  set  apart  for  it  in  the  State  House 
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Ttimdon  It  hM  oeeupied  thia  haU  ever  rinee.  Pending  chances  in 
the  State  Hooae  buildinc  the  Senate  sat  in  a  room  numbered  239, 
240  and  241,  in  the  extension.  Its  first  meeting  in  tliis  room  was  on 
F^ruary  18, 1895.  On  A];>ril  8  it  resmned  its  sittings  in  the  old  Senate 
Chamber. 

By  ehapter  124  of  the  Resolves  of  1896  the  State  House  Construction 
Commission  was  directed  to  inrovide  temporary  accommodations  {<x 
the  Senate  of  1897  and  its  officers.  A  tempcwary  floor  was  acoc^dingly 
eonstructed  across  the  apartment,  then  unfinished,  that  has  since 
oome  to  be  known  as  Memorial  Hall,  on  a  level  with  the  present  gallery; 
and  the  room  thus  made  was  finished  and  furnished  as  a  Senate  Cham- 
ber,  with  accommodations  for  spectators.  On  January  6,  1897,  the 
Senate  met  in  this  chamber,  which  it  continued  to  occupy  throughout 
the  session  of  that  year,  and  it  also,  for  the  first  time,  made  use  of 
the  reading-room  and  the  other  rooms  and  offices  intended  for  its 
permanent  ocouimnoy. 

By  chapter  631  of  the  Acts  of  1896,  His  Honor  Roger  Wolcott, 
Acting  Governor,  Hon.  George  P.  Lawrence,  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  Hon.  George  v.  L.  Meyer,  Speaker  of  the  House,  were  made  a 
committee  to  decide  upon  a  plan  for  preserving,  restoring  and  render- 
ing practically  fire-proof  the  so-called  Bulfinch  State  House.  The 
oommittee  was  directed  to  employ  an  architect,  who  was  to  superintend 
the  execution  of  the  work  in  accordance  with  such  drawings  and  speci- 
fications as  should  be  approved  by  said  conmiittee.  It  was  provided 
that  the  State  House  Construction  Commission  should  have  charge 
of  the  work.  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Everett  was  the  architect  selected  by  the 
committee,  and  with  him  was  associated  Mr.  Robert  D.  Andrews. 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Cummings  was  made  consulting  architect. 

By  chapter  470  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  His  Excellency  Roger  Wolcott, 
Hon.  George  P.  Lawrence,  President  of  the  Senate,  and  Hon.  John 
L.  Bates,  Speaker  of  the  House,  were  made  a  committee  to  decide 
upon  plans  for  furnishing  the  so-called  Bulfinch  State  House,  with 
authority  to  employ  an  architect  to  make  drawings,  specifications 
and  designs  therefor,  and  also  to  superintend  the  execution  of  the 
work.    Mr.  Everett  was  selected  for  the  purpose. 

On  the  convening  of  the  General  Court  of  1898,  the  Senate  occupied 
for  the  first  time  the  chamber  in  the  Bulfinch  building  that  had  formerly 
been  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  The  original  Senate 
Chamber  was  assigned  to  the  Senate  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
as  one  of  its  apartments.  The  Senate  has  continued  to  occupy  its 
new  chamber  ever  since. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  exx)enses  incurred  between  1889 
and  1913  in  connection  with  the  taking  of  land,  including  land  damages, 
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the  oonBtructing  and  fumishing  of  the  State  House  Eztenaon,  the 
finishing  of  the  Memorial  Hall  therein,  and  the  restoring  and  furnishing 
of  the  Bulfinoh  front,  etc.,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $7,120,000  were 
issued  from  time  to  time. 

By  chapter  150  of  the  Resolves  of  1912  the  State  House  Commission 
(the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
General  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms)  was  directed,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  State  Art  Commission,  to  cause  to  be  prepared  plans  for  altera- 
tions in,  and  additions  to,  the  State  House,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
General  Court.  Report  was  made  to  the  General  Court  of  1913  (House 
Document  No.  133) ;  and,  by  chapter  830  of  the  Acts  of  that  year,  the 
State  House  Building  Ck>mmission,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  was  created,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  additions  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
recommended  in  the  report.  Messrs.  Albert  P.  Langtry,  chairman, 
Joseph  B.  Russell  and  Neil  McNeil  were  appointed  the  members  of  iAnb 
building  commission.  Messrs.  Robert  D.  Andrews,  William  Chapman 
and  R.  Clipston  Sturgis  were  the  architects  selected  by  the  commission. 
The  work  was  begun  in  August,  1914.  In  1915  Mr.  John  A.  Keliher 
succeeded  Mr.  Langtry  as  a  member  of  the  commission  and  as  its 
chairman,  and  Mr.  J.  Edward  Fuller  succeeded  Mr.  Russell. 

By  chapter  256  of  the  General  Acts  of  1915,  the  Commission  was 
directed  to  construct  a  forward  projection  of  the  West  wing,  substan- 
tially the  same  as  that  already  built  in  connection  with  the  new  East 
wing,  and  provision  was  made  for  the  purchasing  or  taking  of  certain 
property  and  for  the  removal  of  the  buildings  thereon,  etc.  To  meet 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  making  of  these  several  alterations 
and  additions,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,265,000  were  authorised  and 
issued.  By  chapter  17  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916,  taking  effect 
March  2,  the  State  House  Building  Commission  was  abolished  and 
its  powers  were  transferred  to  the  State  House  Commission.  The 
members  of  this  latter  commission  were  Albert  P.  Langtry  (Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth),  Charles  L.  Burrill  (Treasurer  and  Receiver 
General  of  the  Commonwealth)  and  Thomas  F.  Pedrick  (Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  the  General  Court),  Chairman.

Of  the  Arms  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Oommonwealth. 

Suction  1.  The  arms  of  the  commonwealth  shall  consist  of  a  shield 
having  a  blue  field  or  surface  with  an  Indian  thereon,  dressed  in  a 
shirt  and  moccasins,  holding  in  hb  right  hand  a  bow,  and  in  his  left 
hand  an  arrow,  point  downward,  all  of  gold;  and,  in  the  upper  comer 
of  the  field,  above  his  right  arm,  a  silver  star  with  five  points.  The 
crest  shall  be  a  wreath  of  blue  and  gold,  whereon,  in  gold,  shall  be  a 
right  arm,  bent  at  the  elbow,  clothed  and  ruffled,  with  the  hand  grasp- 
ing a  broadsword.  The  motto  shall  be  "Ense  petit  placidam  sub 
Ubertate  quietem." 

Section  2.  The  coat-of-arms  as  drawn  and  emblazoned  under 
the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight  and  deposited  in  his  office  shall  be  the  official 
representation  of  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  oommonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  all  designs  of  said  coat-of-arms  for  official  use  shall 
conform  strictly  to  said  representation. 

Section  3.  The  great  seal  oi  the  commonwealth  shall  be  circular 
in  form,  bearing  upon  its  face  a  representation  of  the  arms  of  the 
commonwealth  encircled  with  the  inscription,  "Sigillum  Reipublics 
Massachusettensis."  The  colors  of  the  arms  shall  not  be  an  essential 
part  of  said  seal,  but  an  impresuon  from  a  seal  engraved  according 
to  said  design,  on  any  commission,  paper  or  document  shall  be  valid 
without  the  use  of  such  colors  or  the  representation  thereof  by  the 
customary  heraldic  lines  or  marks. 

Section  4.  The  seal  of  the  commonwealth  in  use  in  the  office  (A 
the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be 
the  authorised  seal  so  long  as  its  use  may  be  continued. 
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STATE  LIBBABY  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


In  1811  the  Legialature  of  MaaBachusetto  made  provision  for  the 
Annual  exchange  of  statutes  with  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  and 
in  1826  it  provided  that  the  books  and  maps  which  had  accumulated  in 
the  various  departments  in  the  State  House  should  be  collected  and 
arranged  in  the  Land  Office  under  the  care  of  the  Land  Agent.  This 
act  marks  the  formal  establishment  of  the  State  Library  of  Massachu- 
setts. In  1849  the  custody  of  the  Library  was  transferred  from  the 
Land  Agent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  In  1893 
the  office  of  State  Librarian  was  created,  and  Caleb  B.  Tillinghast, 
to  whose  extraordinary  knowledge  of  books-the  Library  owes  so  much, 
and  who  had  served  as  acting  librarian  ance  1879,  became  l^e  first 
encumbent. 

The  State  library  now  contains  more  than  850,000  books  and  pam* 
phlets.  As  it  is  primarily  a  reference  library  for  State  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Court,  it  is  especially  rich  in  the  laws,  public  docu- 
ments and  judicial  decisions  of  the  United  States,  Great  Britain  and  the 
British  Colonies,  and  in  works  of  current  governmental  interest.  Its 
collection  of  statute  law  is  unsurpassed  unless  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, and  its  collection  of  foreign  laws  is  peculiarly  rich  and  complete. 

It  is  provided  by  the  Revised  Laws,  chapter  10,  section  23,  that  the 
State  Library  shall  be  for  the  use  of  — 

1.  The  Governor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Council,  the  General 
Court. 

2.  Such  other  officers  of  Government  and  other  persons  as  may  be 
permitted  to  use  it.

BOSTON  ATHENJSIJM. 


By  the  Act  of  the  General  Court  incorporating  the  Proprietors  of 
the  Boston  Athenseum,  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  the  melnbers  of  the  Council,  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  free  access  to  the 
Library  of  the  said  corporation,  and  may  visit  and  consult  the  same  at 
all  times,  under  the  same  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by- 
laws of  said  corporation  for  the  proprietors  thereof. 

The  Boston  Athensum  is  situated  in  Beacon  Street,  near  the  State 
House;  and  members  who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  their 
privilege  can  receive  a  note  of  introduction  to  the  Librarian  by  applying 
to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms. 


MASSACHUSETTS   HISTOBICAL   SOCIETY. 


Section  6  of  the  Act  of  Feb.  19,  1794,  incorporating  the  Massac 
ehusetts  Historical  Society,  provides  that  "  either  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature shall  and  may  have  free  access  to  the  library  and  museum  of 
said  society." 
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
